Daniel  Hanbury. 

Inaugural  Sessional  Address  delivered  before  the  Pharmaceutical  Socijty  of  Great  Britain  at  the 
Opening  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  October  1.

POWEE. 


THE  custom  which  has  long  prevailed,  especially  in  pro- 
fessional institutions,  of  initiating  a  new  session  by  an 
address  to  the  students  is  one  which  has  been  most  worthily 
maintained  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  In 
responding  to  the 
very  kind  invita- 
tion extended  to  me 
by  the  President 
and  Council  to 
deliver  the  address 
on  this  occasion  I 
have  been  deeply 
conscious  of  the 
responsibility,  which 
is  thereby  assumed, 
as  well  as  of  the 
honour  and  privi- 
lege which  have 
thus  been  con- 
ferred. In  under- 
taking this  pleasant 
duty  it  was 
primarily  my  desire 
to  render  to  the 
Society,  any  service 
nt  which  I  might  be 

deemed  capable,  while  at  the  same  time  the  hope  was 
entertained  that  it  might  be  possible  to  bring  some  message 
of  interest  to  those  who  are  now  either  entering  upon,  or 
engaged  in,  a  course  of  professional  study  in  this  School. 

A  consideration  of  the  many  able  discourses  which  have 
been  delivered  here  on  similar  occasions  in  preceding  years 
has  somewhat  accentuated  the  difficulty,  of  deciding  upon 
a  subject  for  my  address  to-day.  It  has,  however, 
occurred  to  me  that  it  would  be  both  profitable  and  of 
interest  at  this  time  to  consider  some  of  the  achievements 
of  one  whose  name  is  inseparably  associated  with,  and 
adorns,  the  annals  of  this  Society,  and  whose  memory,  will 
always  be  revered  wherever  pharmacy  is  known.  I  have, 
therefore,  chosen  as  my  theme  "The  Influence  and 
Development  of  Some  of  the  Researches  of  Daniel 
Hanbury,." 

Maisch  and  Paeeira  Brava. 
Before  preceding  to  the  principal  part  of  my  subject  I 
would  like  to  make  a  slight  digression  in  order  to  recall 
some  incidents  that  are  not  entirely  disconnected  from  it, 
and  which  are  now  somewhat  vividly  brought  to  my  mind. 
It  was  not  my,  privilege  ever  to  have  met  Daniel  Hanbury, 
but  so  long  ago  as  the  time  when  I  was  a  student  of 
pharmacy  I  became  familiar  with  his  name  and  writings, 
and  ever  since  that  time.  I  have  felt  that  I  knew  him. 
The  first  time  that  his  name  was  brought  prominently  to 
my  notice  was  in  the  course  of  lectures  in  materia  me'dica 
given  at  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  during  the 
session  of  1873-74  by  my  honoured  teacher  the  late 
Professor  John  M.  Maisch.  It  was  the  custom  of  Professor 
Maisch  not  to  restrict  his  teaching  to  the  statements  of 
the  text-books,  but,  with  characteristic  thoroughness,  he 
brought  to  his  students  the  latest  results  of  scientific 
investigation  in  the  special  field  of  study  to  which  he  was 
devoted.  At  about  the  time  referred  to  it  had  been  shown 
by  Mr.  Hanbury,,  in  a  most  interesting  paper  ("  Pharm. 
Jour.,"  1873,  33,  81,  102),  that  the  true  pareira  brava,  or 
the  root  to  which  the  reputation  of  the  drug  as  a  medicinal 
agent  is  due,  was  not  derived  from  Cissampelos  Pareira, 
Linne,  as  stated  in  the  Pharmacopoeias  and  text-books  of 
that  period,  and  as  had,  indeed,  been  assumed  for  over  a 
century,  but  that  the  plant  yielding  it  was  Chondo- 
dendron  tomtntosum,  Ruiz  and  Pavon.  It  was,  further- 
more, shown  that  the  so-called  pareira  brava  which  then 


occurred  in  commerce  was  for  the  most  part  of  unknown 
botanical  origin  and  of  doubtful  medicinal  value.  Thus 
the  name  of  Daniel  Hanbury  first  became  familiar  to  me, 
and  although  many  things  have  passed  from  mind  during 
the  somewhat  long  interval  of  years,  the  source  and 
characters  of  at  least  one  South  American  drug  had  become 
firmly  fixed  in  my,  memory. 

"  Pharmacographia." 

It  was  also  at  about  the  time  indicated — namely,  in 
1874 — that  the  'classical  work  "Pharmacographia" 
appeared,  the  result  of  the  joint  labours  of  Mr.  Hanbury 
and  his  friend  Professor  Fluckiger.  The  influence  which 
this  work  was  destined  to  exert  in  so  many  directions  Mr. 
Hanbury  was,  unfortunately,,  not  permitted  to  see,  for  he 
passed  away  in  the  early  part  of  the  following  year. 

The  interest  which  had  been  awakened  in  the  subject  of 
the  chemistry  and  natural  history,  of  drugs  through  the 
publication  of  "  Pharmacographia  "  was  not  confined  to 
the  British  Isles,  but  extended  across  the  Atlantic,  and 
even  to  more  remote  parts  of  the  world.  So  far  as  I  can 
remember,  it  was  largely  due  to  the  impression  this  work 
had  produced  that  I  was  led  shortly  thereafter,  in  1876, 
to  eeek  instruction  from  one  of  its  authors  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Strassburg.  Although  my  studies  were  by,  no 
means  restricted  to  the  subjects  which  Professor  Fluckiger 
taught — namely,  pharmacognosy  and  pharmaceutical 
chemistry — it  was  my  happy  privilege  to  have  been  for 
four  years  in  close  association  with  him,  and  during  that 
time  I  was  the  recipient  of  his  unceasing  kindness.  A 
friendship  was,  indeed,  formed  which  was  only  terminated 
by,  his  lamented  death  in  1894. 

On  my  first  visit  to  the  home  of  Professor  Fluckiger,  in 
Strassburg,  my  attention  was  specially  attracted  to  a  fine 
portrait  which  adorned  the  walls  of  his  study.  It  was 
that  of  his  friend  and  co-worker  Daniel  Hanbury,  of 
whom  he  frequently,,  spoke  in  terms  of  deepest  affection, 
and  whose  loss  to  himself  and  the  world  he  never  ceased 
to  mourn. 

Among  the  gifts  received  during  my  student  days  from 
Professor  Fluckiger  there  was  one  that  I  particularly 
prized.  It  was  a  copy  of  the  then  recently-issued  "  Science 
Papers,"  with  a  presentation  inscription  in  my,  teacher's 
own  writing,  and  this  valued  memento  I  hold  in  my  hand 
to-day. 

The  Researches  of  Hanbury 
did  not  include  a  great  deal  pertaining  to  the  chemistry 
of  drugs,  for  his  early  training  and  inclinations  did  not 
lead  him  in  that  direction.  On  the  other  hand,  historical 
and  botanical  studies  appear  to  have  had  a  special  attrac- 
tion for  him,  particularly  in  their  bearing  on  the  history 
and  source  of  drugs,  and  it  is  evident,  from  a  perusal  of 
his  writings,  that  he  was  also  deeply  interested  in  many 
other  subjects,  such  as  records  of  travel  and  exploration, 
as  well  as  classical  literature.  The  motto  he  is  said  to 
have  adopted  from  the  French  chemist  Fourcroy 
(1755-1809),  11  faut  que  chacun  ne  fasse  que  ce  qu'il  sait 
faire,  which  may  be  rendered  into  English  by,  the  precept 
that  "one  should  only  do  that  which  he  knows  how  to 
do,"  indicates  that  he  recognised  the  limitations  of  effort 
which  individual  endowments  or  circumstances  impose, 
notwithstanding  his  own  varied  gifts  and  the  capability  of 
doing  many  things  well. 

In  indicating  my  purpose  to  consider  the  development 
of  some  of  the  researches  of  Daniel  Hanbury,  it  might 
easily  be  presumed  that  I  had  completely  disregarded  the 
motto  which  has  just  been  quoted,  inasmuch  as  it  would 
be  quite  beyond  my  capacity  to  discuss  in  any  critical 
sense  the  various  historical  and  botanical  investigations 
to  which  Mr.  Hanbury  had  devoted  the  greater  part  of 
his  life.    It  may,  therefore,  be  explained  that  I  shall 
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only  undertake  to  touch  somewhat  lightly  upon  a  few 
selected  topics  of  either  general  or  chemical  interest 
which  have  been  suggested  by  his  researches,  but  which 
may,  nevertheless,  serve  to  illustrate  their  nature  and 
development.  The  most  striking  characteristics  of  Mr. 
Hanbury  are  said  to  have  been  thoroughness  and 
accuracy,  and  it  was  these  qualities  which  have  given 
to  his  writings  a  permanent  value.  In  this  connection  it 
may  not  be  amiss  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  accurate 
knowledge  respecting  the  botanical  source  or  identity  of 
plants  and  plant  products  which  are  intended  to  be  used 
for  chemical  investigation,  as  otherwise  much  uncertainty 
or  confusion  is  likely  to  occur.  Fortunately,  there  still 
remains  a  connecting  link  between  the  days  of  Hanbury 
and  the  present  generation  which  enables  such  informa- 
tion to  be  secured,  for  no  one  can  be  considered  to  possess 
a  more  exact  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  drugs  than 
the  accomplished  Curator  of  the  Museum  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  His  recent  contribution  to  the  his- 
tory and  source  of  myrrh  ("  P. J.,"  1913,  91,  116)  has 
further  elucidated  a  subject  which  forty  years  ago  had 
likewise  engaged  the  attention"  of  Hanbury  (compare 
"  Science  Papers,"  p.  378),  and  in  the  communications 
of  the  earlier  and  the  later  investigator  one  may  observe 
the  same  careful  consideration  of  facts  and  precision  of 
statement. 

Turnsole. 

The  first  communication  made  by  Daniel  Hanbury  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  in  1850,  and  was  en- 
titled "On  Turnsole"  ("P. J.,"  1850,  9,  308).  Although 
a  short  paper,  on  account  of  its  orderly  arrangement  and 
clearness  of  diction  it  might  still  serve  as  a  model  for 
scientific  writers. 

It  is  quite  probable  that  the  word  turnsole  (Fr.  T.onrnc- 
sol)  is  not  very  familiar  to  either  the  pharmacists  or 
chemists  of  the  present  day.  In  the  course  of  time  it 
has,  in  fact,  been  applied  to  several  plants  or  products, 
and  considerable  confusion  has  thus  been  produced.  In 
accordance  with  its  etymology  the  name  has  been  given 
to  the  heliotrope,  and  also  to  Euphorbia  helioscopia, 
Linne,  with  reference  either  to  the  supposed  turning  of 
the  flower  toward  the  sun  or  the  flowering  of  the  plants 
at  the  summer  solstice. 

The  word  turnsole  has,  however,  been  more  particularly 
.employed  to  designate  a  product  obtained  from  the  small 
•euphorbiaceous  plant,  Crozophora  Unctoria,  A.  Juss.* 
(C'roton  tinctorium,  Lmne),  which  is  indigenous  to 
.Southern  Europe  and  the  Orient.  The  expressed  juice 
of  the  plant  is  said  to  be  at  first  of  a  dark  green  colour, 
hut  speedily  to  assume  a  purple  hue  on  exposure  to  the 
air.  Coarse  hempen  cloths  were  soaked  in  this  juice, 
then  dried,  and  exposed  to  the  vapour  of  ammonia,  after 
which  treatment,  and  under  the  name  of  turnsole  rags, 
they  were  shipped  to  Holland.  When  steeped  in  water, 
which  extracts  all  the"  colour,  the  rags  yield  a  bright 
purple  solution,  and  this  is  said  to  be  reddened  on  the 
addition  of  L'li  acid  or  an  alkali.  It  was  the  special 
.object  of  Mr.  Hanbury's  inquiry  to  ascertain  the  uses 
to  which  these  rags  were  put  by  the  Dutch,  and,  although 
quoting  one  author  as  asserting  that  the  use  of  turnsole 
is  confined  to  colouring  the  exterior  of  cheese,  he  con- 
.cludes  his  paper  by  stating  that  "  we  are  still  in  want  of 
more  precise  information."  It  may,  therefore,  now  be 
noted  that  some  further  information  on  the  subject  has 
in  the  meantime  been  recorded,  which  serves  to  confirm 
ithe  statement  regarding  the  use  of  turnsole  ("Kew 
Bulletin,"  1899,  p.  88).  According  to  this  more  recent 
account, t  the  stems  and  leaves  of  the  plant  are  placed 
in  small  heaps,  whereby  they  undergo  fermentation  with 
the  production  of  a  red  colouring-matter.  The  material 
thus  prepared  is  then  sent  to  Holland,  where  it  is  used 
for  wrapping  cheese,  the  exterior  of  the  latter  thereby 
acquiring  the  familiar  red  colour  of  the  Dutch  product. 

It  appears,  furthermore,  from  the  paper  by  Mr.  Hanbury 
"that  turnsole  was  supposed  by  some  of  the  older  writers  to 
form  the  colouring  matter  of  litmus,  which  is  now  known

to  be  obtained  from  various  lichens,  and  Dr.  Ure  is  quoted 
as  stating  that  the  name  was  applied  to  litmus  in  order  to 
conceal  the  true  origin  of  the  latter  substance.  In  view  of 
the  source  and  characters  of  turnsole,  it  has  been  some- 
what surprising  to  find  that  in  one  of  the  largely  used 
commentaries  ("U.S.  Dispensatory,"  eighteenth  edition, 
p.  1711)  it  is  still  only  mentioned  as  a  synonym  for  litmus, 
and  in  a  similar  work  of  reference  ("  National  Standard 
Dispensatory,"  p.  892)  the  word  tournesol  is  given  as  the 
French  equivalent  for  the  latter  substance.  The  last- 
mentioned  work  has,  however,  also  recorded  (p.  612)  that 
Crozophora  tinetoria  "yields  an  indigo,  and  is  a  fatal 
poison"  (compare  "Kew  Bulletin,"  1889,  p.  279,  and 
1896,  p.  233).  Notwithstanding  a  somewhat  extended 
search  through  the  literature,  I  have  beerr  unable  to  find 
any  further  information  concerning  the  constituents  of 
this  plant  than  has  here  been  noted.  It  would  thus  appear 
to  merit  a  chemical  examination,  both  with  respect  to  the 
nature  of  the  colouring-matter  and  its  asserted  toxic  pro- 
perties, the  latter,  however,  being  not  uncommon  among 
plants  of  the  family  to  which  it  belongs. 

Spruce-fir  Resin. 

Shortly  after  the  communication  on  turnsole,  Mr.  Han- 
bury published  a  paper  "  On  the  Resin  of  the  Norway 
Spruce  Fir"  ("P.J.."  1850.  9,  400),  in  which  he  described 
the  characters  of  the  true  so-called  Burgundy  pitch  and 
the  various  fictitious  preparations  which  were  frequently 
sold  under  that  name.  After  an  interval  of  seventeen 
years  this  resin  was  again  the  subject  of  investigation  by 
him  ("  P. J.,"  1867,  27,  162),  and  it  was  then  shown  to  be- 
obtained  from  Abies  excelsa,  DC,  the  countries  of  its  pro- 
duction having  been  definitely  ascertained.  It  was  like- 
wise pointed  out  that  the  appellation  "  Burgundy,"  as 
applied  to  this  resin,  is  a  misnomer,  inasmuch  as  it  was 
not  produced  in  France,  or,  at  least,  not  in  modern  times. 

It  has  been  noted  by  the  editor  of  "  Science  Papers," 
Mr.  Joseph  Ince  {lor.  cit..  p.  11),  that  among  the  separate 
investigations  of  Mr.  Hanbury  general  opinion  would 
attribute  the  warmest  praise  to  a  communication  "  On 
Otto  of  Rose  "  which  was  read  before  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  1859  ("P.J.."  1859,  18,  400),  although  Mr. 
Hanbury  himself  was  supposed  to  have  attached  most 
importance  to  his  essays  on  Calabrian  manna  ("P. J.," 
1869,  29,  326;  1872,  32,  421)  and  pareira  brava  {loc.  cit.). 
The  last-mentioned  drug,  to  which  I  have  already  briefly 
referred,  has  in  recent  years  been  the  subject  of  several 
extended  investigations  with  respect  to  its  alkaloidal  con- 
stitutents  ("Arch.  Pharm.."  1898,  2^6,  530;  1899,  237, 
199;  1906,  244,  555;  1911,  249,  408;  1912,  250,  684). 

Otto  of  Rose. 

The  subject  of  otto  of  rose  was  discussed  by  Mr.  Han- 
bury under  the  three  main  divisions  of  production,  adultera- 
tion, and  chemical  characters.  The  chemical  examination 
was  restricted  to  determinations  of  the  liquefying  point 
of  the  otto  and  of  the  percentage  ox  stearoptene  in  samples 
produced  in  England,  France,  and  Turkey ;  but  it  should 
be  remembered  that  at  that  early  period  comparatively 
little  was  known  of  the  constituents  of  essential  oils  or  of 
the  methods  which  are  now  employed  for  their  investiga- 
tion. They  were  then  considered  to  be  quite  simple  pro- 
ducts, consisting  of  liquid  and  solid  portions,  which,  iir 
accordance  with  a  suggestion  of  Berzelius  in  1837,  were 
designated  respectively  as  elacoptene  and  stearoptene ,  and 
the  latter  term  is  still  in  frequent  use. 

In  no  branch  of  chemistry  has  the  advance  in  knowledge 
during  recent  years  been  more  marked  than  in  that  per- 
taining to  the  constituents  of  the  large  group  of  natural 
products  known  as  the  essential  or  volatile  oils.  This  was 
amply  demonstrated  in  the  interesting  course  of  special 
lectures  delivered  before  the  Society  last  year,  but  for  the 
present  purpose  it  may  be  exemplified  by  the  otto  of  rose, 
which  is  now  known  to  be  of  very  complex  composition. 
The  substances  which  up  to  the  present  time  have  been 
identified  as  constituents  of  this  fragrant  oil  are  as 
follows  :  Geraniol,  Minalool,  Z-citronellol,  nerol,  phenyl- 
ethyl  alcohol,  citral,  n-nonylic  aldehyde,  eugenol,  and  an 
aliphatic  sesquiterpene  alcohol,  C,-H„60,  which  apparently 
is  identical  with  farnesol  ("Ber.','"  1904,  37,  1904;  1913, 
I  46,  1732).     The  alcohol  farnesol,  so  named  from  the  fact 
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that  it  was  obtained  from  the  cassie-flowers  {Acacia 
Famesiana,  Willd.),  is  now  known  to  be  widely  distri- 
buted in  nature,  occurring  apparently  in  the  largest  pro- 
portion in  ambrette-seed  [Hibiscus  Abelmoschus,  Linne), 
and  also  in  relatively  smaller  amounts  in  the  flowers  of  the 
common  or  false  acacia  (Robinia  pseudacacia,  Linne),  the 
linden  {Til  in  euro  part.  Linne),  lilac  (Syringa  vulgaris, 
Linne),  mignonette  (Reseda  odorata,  Linne),  and  lily-of- 
the- valley  [Convallaria  majalis,  Linne).  The  sweet 
fragrance  of  many  flowers,  including  those  mentioned, 
appears,  in  fact,  to  be  due  to  a  considerable  extent  to  the 
alcohol  farnesol.  The  predominating  constituent  of 
otto  of  rose  is  the  alcohol  geraniol,  but  it  is 
by  no  meaiio  the  most  important  one,  since  both 
the  citronellol  and  nerol,  and  esters  of  the  re- 
spective alcohols,  as  well  as  some  of  the  other  compounds 
mentioned,  contribute  largely  to  its  fragrance.  The 
phenylethyl  alcohol,  which  possesses  a  mild  odour,  appears 
to  be  contained  in  rose  oil,  as  well  as  in  the  oil  of  orange- 
flowers  (neroli).  not  only  as  such,  but  also  in  the  form  of 
esters  of  benzoic  and  phenylacetic  acids  (Gildemeister  and 
Hoffmann.  "Die  r.etherischen  Oele,"  2nd  edition,  Bd.  I., 
p.  338).  The  interesting  observation  has  also  been  made 
that  although  this  alcohol  is  contained  in  exceedingly  small 
amount  in  the  otto  of  rose,  it  represents  quantitatively 
the  chief  volatile  constituent  of  the  rose-petals.  On  account 
of  being  quite  freely  soluble  in  water,  it  remains  for  the 
most  part  in  the  aqueous  portion  of  the  distillate  from 
which  the  otto  of  rose  has  been  separated  ("  Ber.."  1900, 
55.  1720,  1903;  1S01,  54.  2805). 

The  so-called  stearoptene  of  otto  of  rose,  as  already 
mentioned,  was  the  subject  of  some  experiments  by  Han- 
bury,  and  it  may  incidentally  be  noted  that  it  also 
attracted  the  attention  of  Fliickiger,  who  was  the  first  to 
show  that  it  belonged  to  the  paraffin  series  of  hydro- 
carbons ("  P.  J.."  1868.  28.  147).  While  serving  as  his  as- 
sistant (1879-80),  a  particularly  nice  specimen  of  this  sub- 
fiance  was  given  to  me  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  analysis 
and  the  determination  of  its  vapour-density,  the  result 
of  which  indicated  it  to  possess  the  formula  C16H,, 
(Fliickiger,  "  Pharmakognosie,"  3rd  edit.,  p.  170).  It 
has.  however,  since  been  found  by  Schimmel  &  Co. 
("  Semi-annual  Report,"  October  1890,  p.  54)  that  even 
the  stearoptene  of  rose  oil  is  not  a  simple  substance,  but 
consists  of  a  mixture  of  apparently  homologous  hydro- 
carbons, the  composition  of  which  has  not  as  yet  been 
determined. 

Oil  of  Origanum. 

The  only  other  investigation  by  Mr.  Hanbury  pertaining 
to  an  essential  oil  was  one  concerning  the  source  of  the 
so-called  oil  of  origanum  of  English  commerce  ("P. J.," 
1850,  10,  6:  1851,  10.  324).  It  was  then  shown  that  this 
was  really  the  oil  of  thyme,  imported  from  the  South  of 
France,  and  that  the  true  oil  of  origanum,  as  distilled  by 
himself  from  Origanum  vulgare,  Linne,  was  quite  differ- 
ent in  character. 

It  has  been  of  interest  to  observe,  by  a  perusal  of 
"Science  Papers."  that  several  natural  products  which 
received  the  consideration  of  Mr.  Hanbury,  either  with 
respect  to  their  origin,  characters,  or  uses,  have  within 
the  past  few  years  been  the  subjects  of  somewhat  ex- 
tended chemical  research  in  this  country,  and  some 
further  contribution  has  thus  been  made  to  our  knowledge 
of  them.  Among  such  investigations  there  may  be  men- 
tioned those  pertaining  to  chaulmoogra  oil  and  allied 
products  ("Jour.  Chem.  Soc,"  1904,  85.  838,  851;  1905, 
87,  549.  884.  896  ;  1907,  91.  557),  the  constituents  of  olive- 
jeaves  [ibid.,  1908.  93,  891),  jalap  and  scammony  ("Jour. 
Amer.  Chem.  Soc,"  1910,  32,  80;  "Jour.  Chem.  Soc," 
1912,  101,  1  and  398),  and  the  ordeal  bean  of  Calabar,  from 
PJiysostigma  venenosum,  Balf.  ("Jour.  Chem.  Soc,"  1911, 
99,  2148). 

Lignum  Nkphriticum. 
Another  subject  which  had  attracted  the  attention  of 
Mr.  Hanbury  would  appear  to  merit  at  least  a  brief 
notice  at  this  time  on  account  of  the  very  considerable 
degree  of  interest  that  Ins  recently  been  revived  concern- 
ing it.  This  is  the  so-called  Lignum  rtr p/i riticum,  a 
Mexican  wood,  which  has  been  long'  the  subject  of  inquiry 


respecting  its  botanical  origin.  It  appears  from  "  Science 
Papers"  (pp.  173,  184)  that  the  "Admiralty  Manual  of 
Scientific  Inquiry  "  in  1859,  and  again  in  1871,  contained, 
requests  for  information  concerning  a  number  of  natural 
products  which  were  used  either  medicinally  or  in  the 
arts.  These  botanical  and  pharmacological  inquiries,, 
which  were  formulated  at  the  first-mentioned  date  by  Sir 
W.  J.  Hooker  and  Mr.  Hanbury,  and  subsequently  by 
Professor  Oliver  and  Mr.  Hanbury,  included  a  question 
concerning  the  tree  which  yields  Lignum,  ncpJiriticum,  a 
specimen  of  the  wood  so  designated  having  been  sent 
from  Mexico  to  the  Paris  Exhibition  of  1855.  Quite 
recently  a  very  interesting  monograph  has  been  published 
by  Mr.  H.  J.  Moller,  of  Copenhagen*  ("Ber.  d.  deutsch. 
pharm.  Ges.,"  1912,  23,  88-154),  in  which  he  has  recorded 
the  results  of  an  extended  research  concerning  the  history 
and  botanical  source  of  the  wood  in  question.  The  wood 
is  particularly  characterised  by  the  deep-blue  fluorescence 
which  it  imparts  to  water  containing  a  trace  of  alkali,, 
and  it  has  been  stated  that  the  first  observation  of  the 
phenomenon  of  fluorescence  was  with  this  material.  It 
was  described  in  1663  by  Robert  Boyle  in  his  treatise  on 
"The  Experimental  History  of  Colours,"  and  an  aqueous 
infusion  of  the  wood  was  used  by  him  as  an  indicator 
for  acids.  Isaac  Newton  mentions  "  the  tincture  of 
Lignum  ncpJiriticum"  in  his  work  on  "  Opticks,"  pub- 
lished in  London  in  1704,  and  the  poet  Goethe,  in  his- 
"Theory  of  Colour"  (Zur  FarbenicJtrc),  published  in 
1810,  likewise  mentions  "  das  nephritische  Holz,"  with  a 
regret  that  the  true  Lignum  ncpJiriticum  could  no  longer 
be  obtained. 

With  regard  to  the  botanical  source  of  the  wood  referred 
to,  Mr.  Moller  has  been  led  to  conclude  from  his  investi- 
gations that  it  represents  the  heart-wood  of  several 
species  of  Ptcrocarpus,  these  differing  according  to  the 
country  from  which  it  is  obtained.  Thus  the  wood  from 
Mexico  is  referred  to  Ptcrocarpus  Amphynicniwm,  DC.,, 
and  probably  also  P.  orbiculatus,  DC  while  that  from 
the  Philippines  is  derived,  according  to  the  determina- 
tions of  E.  D.  Merrill,  from  P.  indicus,  Willd.,  P. 
eohinatus,  Pers. ,  and  P.  Blancoi,  Merrill.  It  is,  further- 
more, considered  probable  that  the  plant  yielding  the- 
Lignum  ncpJiriticum  of  Brazil  is  P.  violaceus,  Vogel. 

In  a  recent  brief  communication  on  the  subject  by  Mr. 
E.  M.  Holmes  ("Pharm.  J.."  1913,  90,  898),  he  notes; 
that  in  1909  Dr.  0.  Stapf ,  of  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,. 
Kew,  had  referred  the  Mexican  Lignum  ncpJiriticum  to 
Eysenhardtia  amorphoides,  H.  B.  and  K.  ("Kew 
Bulletin,"  1909,  pp.  293-305).+  It  was  stated  by  Dr.  Stapf 
(Inc.  cit..  p.  294)  that  "there  were  two  timber  specimens 
of  Eysenhardtia  in  the  Kew  Museum,  and  one  of  them, 
obtained  from  the  Paris  International  Exhibition  of  1900r 
was  marked  '  Cuatl.'  This,  when  infused  with  water,, 
gave  the  peculiar  reaction  of  Lignum  ncpJiriticum  in  a:-, 
unmistakable  way.  A  comparison  of  Hernandez's  de- 
scription with  herbarium  specimens  and  with  technical 
descriptions  of  Eysenhardtia  amorpJtoides  made  it  clear- 
that  this  was  actually  the  source  of  the  old  Lignum 
ncpJiriticum." 

Mr.  Moller  (loc.  cit.,  pp.  43,  56),  although  apparently 
not  havin,g  seen  Dr.  Stapf 's  paper,  had,  however,  also- 
considered  Eysenhardtia,  and  mentions  having  examined' 
a  specimen  of  the  wood  received  from  Professor  C.  A. 
Purpus  through  the  Danish  Consulate  in  Mexico.  He- 
remarks  concerning  it  that  "  the  wood  is  white,  bears  no 
resemblance  to  Lignum  ncpJtriticum,  and  its  aqueous 
infusion  does  not  show  the  blue  fluorescence."  In  view  of 
these  conflicting  statements,  the  subject  would  still  seem 
to  require  some  further  elucidation. 

Although  the  wood  under  consideration  was  recognised 
by  many  of  the  Pharmacopoeias  of  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries,  including  the  "  Pharmacopoeia 
Londinensis  "  of  1695,  it  appears  to  have  long  since- 
fallen  into  disuse  as  a  medicinal  agent.  The  fluorescent 
constituent  of  the  wood  has  been  assumed  to  be  a 
glucoside,  but  its  chemical  composition  and  characters-

appear  never  to  have  been  determined,  and  such  an 
investigation  would  doubtless  be  of  considerable  interest. 

Any  survey  of  tiie  work  of  Daniel  Hanbury,  however 
limited  in  its  scope,  should  include  at  least  a  passing 
^reference  to  his  contributions  'o  Chinese  materia  medica 
(compare  "Science  Papers,"  pp.  2C9-275).  These  re- 
searches, which  were  conducted  fifty  years  ago,  naturally 
involved  very  great  difficulties,  both  on  account  of  the 
language  and  the  limited  facilities  at  that  time  for  secur- 
ing accurate  information.  Although  regarded  by  their 
author  only  as  descriptive  notes,  which  were  necessarily 
somewhat  incomplete,  they  nevertheless  contain  much  of 
interest,  and  are  of  permanent  value.  With  considera- 
tion of  the  recent  developments  in  China,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  fully  equipped  British  University  at  Hong- 
Kong,  it  may  be  anticipated  that  the  natural  resources 
of  that  vast  country  will  soon  be  rendered  more  accessible 
for  scientific  study. 

'Research  in  the  Futt/be. 
In  view  of  the  immense  fund  of  knowledge  which  has 
Ibeen  accumulated  through  the  centuries,  as  witnessed  in 
the  great  libraries  and  museums  of  London  alone,  it  may 
.sometimes  seem  as  if  but  little  could  be  added  Co  that 
which  is  already  known,  but,  notwithstanding  all  the 
.recorded  facts  and  observations  and  the  wonderful  pro- 
gress that  has  been  made  in  recent  years  in  every  de- 
partment of  learning,  the  boundaries  of  science  are  con- 
stantly becoming  enlarged,  and,  with  the  broader  view 
which  is  thus  obtained,  the  greater  is  the  scope  for 
intellectual  effort  and  achievement.    I  would  therefore 
like  to  assure  the  students  who  will  soon  be  entering  upon 
their  careers  that  the  field  of  research  is  still  practically 
■unlimited.    If    we    consider,    for   example,   only  those 
branches  of  knowledge  with  which  we  are  more  particu- 
larly concerned,  there  is  much  immediately  before  us  and 
readily  available  which  requires  further  investigation. 
Moreover,  the  vast  continents  of  Africa  and  Asia  and  the 
'forests  of  South  America,  as  well  as  the  islands  of  the 
rsea,  doubtless  contain  among  their  natural  resources  many 
thousands  of  plants  which  have  never  yet  been  touched 
by  human  hand,  and  a  still  larger  number  which  have 
.  not  as  yet  been  named  or  classified.    This  wealth  of 
■material  which  Nature  has  provided  will  be  sufficient  to 
■engage  the  attention  of  both  the  botanist  and  the  chemist 
Jfor  a  period  of  time  so  remotely  distant  that  it  cannot 
'be  forecast.    There  can,  furthermore,  be  no  doubt  that 
the  chemical  study  of  the  countless  number  of  plants 
■or  plant  products  whose  constituents  are  as  yet  com- 
pletely unknown  will  not  only  reveal  much  of  scientific 
interest,  but  also  principles  of  medicinal  value  which  may 
be  capable  of  alleviating  some  of  the  ills  of  mankind. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  is  a  large  and  fruitful 
'field  of  research  which  still  awaits  development.  Those 
who  enter  upon  the  exploration  of  this  field  will  surely 
meet  with  ample  reward,  but  at  the  close  of  their  labours 
they  will  doubtless  also  experience  in  some  measure  the 
feeling  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  who  said  : 

I  do  not  know  what  I  may  appear  to  the  world,  but 
to  myself  I  seem  to  have  been  only  like  a  boy  playing  on 
the  seashore,  and  diverting  myself  bv  now  and' then' finding 
a  prettier  shell  than  ordinary,  while  the  great  ocean  of 
truth  lay  all  undiscovered  before  me." 

One  is  tempted  to  dwell  longer  on  the  investigations  of 
Hanbury,  or  the  topics  of  interest  which  are  suggested 
'by  them,  but  time  forbids.  Although  the  account  which 
I  have  been  able  to  present  of  his  achievements  is 
-necessarily  brief,  and  therefore  very  incomplete,  it  may, 
•nevertheless,  serve  to  illustrate  the  earnestness  and  dili- 
gence with  which  he  pursued  the  search  for  truth.  At 
the  same  time,  the  hope  may  be  expressed  that  the 
principles  by  which  he  was  guided  may  be  emulated  by 
students  in  this  School  of  Pharmacv  for" many  generations 
.yet  to  come.  It  should  especially  be  remembered  by  those 
who  are  now  enjoying  the  exceptional  facilities  for  the 
acquisition  of  knowledge  which  this  school  affords,  that 
success  in  scientific  pursuits,  as  in  all  other  vocations  in 
life,  can  only  be  attained  by  unremitting  toil.  Neither 
great  wealth  nor  abundant  leisure  can  alone  secure  that 
development  of  the  mind  upon  which  all  true  success 


depends.  It  may  indeed  be  said  that  the  path  which 
must  be  trod  by  those  who  aspire  to  the  highest  achieve- 
ments is  usually  a  rugged  one,  and  it  has  been  well 
depicted  in  the  lines  by  Longfellow  : 

The  heights  by  great  men  reached  and  kept, 

Were  not  attained  by  sudden  flight. 
But.  they,  while  their  companions  slept, 
Were  toiling  upward  in  the  night. 

Such  a  man  I  believe  to  have  been  Daniel  Hanbury, 
for  only  by  a  life  of  constant  toil  could  he  have  gained 
the  eminence  and  distinction  which  have  been  accorded 
him  in  the  world  of  science,  and  to  which  both  this 
Society  and  British  pharmacy  may  refer  with  pride.  It 
will  always  be  for  me  a  happy  recollection  to  have  had 
the  privilege  to-day,  and  in  this  historic  hall,  of  rendering 
a  slight  tribute  to  his  memory. 


Metropolis  Notes. 


National  Gas  Exhibition. 

The  National  Gas  Exhibition  was  opened  at  Shepherd's 
Bush  on  October  1,  and  is  to  remain  open  until  Novem- 
ber. The  exhibition  is  designed  to  show  the  numerous 
uses  of  coal  gas  not  only  in  the  house,  but  in  various 
industries.  In  connection  with  the  exhibition  there  are 
popular  lectures  each  evening  on  gas  as  an  illuminant 
and  heating  agent,  as  well  as  conferences  during  the  day 
on  various  aspects  of  the  same  question. 

The  Historical  Medical  Museum. 
In  response  to  numerous  requests  it  has  been  decided 
to  defer  the  closing  of  the  Historical  Medical  Museum, 
Wigmore  Street,  London,  W.,  until  October  31.  During 
the  month  of  October  it  will  remain  open  from  10  a.m. 
to  6  p.m.  daily,  and  from  10  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 
After  this  date  it  will  be  closed  for  a  few  months  for 
re-arrangement  as  a  permanent  museum.  It  is  proposed 
to  reopen  the  museum  in  its  permanent  form  in  the  spring 
of  next  year. 

Anglo-American  Exposition,  1914. 

Sir  W.  A^  Tilden,  F.R.S.,  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Chemical  Industries  Committee  of  this  Exposition  at  the 
Whitehall  Rooms  on  Tuesday.    It  was  decided  that  the 
exhibits  in  the  section  shall  be,  as  far  as  possible,  of 
historical  interest,  showing    the   progress   made   in  the 
various  departments,  of  chemical  industries  during  the 
past  century.    The   Committee  passed  a   resolution  in 
favour  of  the  formation  of  a  British  Section  at  the  San 
Francisco  Exposition,  1915,  and  of  contributing  exhibits 
representative  of  the  chemical  industries  of  this  country. 
Trade  with  Canada. 
The  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  London,  Royal 
Colonial    Institute  Building,    Northumberland  Avenue, 
London,  W.C.,  is  endeavouring  to  get  the  principal  manu- 
facturing towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  to  combine  in  a 
scheme  for  a  travelling  exhibition  to  go  over  the  Canadian 
railways  with  a  view  to  stimulating  trade  between  Canada 
and  this  country.    The  Chamber  considers  that  the  United 
Kingdom's  share  (27,700,000/.)  of   the  import  trade  of 
Canada  (135.000,000/.)  is  insufficient,  and  hence  the  sug- 
gested travelling  exhibition.    They  propose  that  each  of 
the  manufacturing  cities  in  this  country  should  purchase 
a  high-grade  passenger  coach  from  one  of  the  Canadian 
railways  and  fit  it  up  as  a  showroom.    The  cost  of  a 
coach  would  be  about  2.500/.,   and  the  annual  cost  of 
running  it  between  2,000/.  and  3.000/.    This  cost  would 
be  refunded  by  exhibitors  in  the  coaches,  which  would 
be  fitted  up  with  show-cases  and  made  otherwise  suitable 
for  inspection  by   traders.     Amongst  the  manufactures 
that  are  appealed  to  are  drugs,  chemicals  and  allied  gcods, 
electrical  apparatus,  paints  and  colours,  indiarubber  goods, 
and  soaps.    We  gather  that  before  the  matter  is  finalh- 
decided   meetings  of  representatives    will   be  held  in 
London,    Halifax,    Derby,    Glasgow,    Cardiff,  Bristol, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  and  Birmingham.

Brevities. 

A  boy  engaged  last  week  in  washing  the  windows  of 
the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  B.  T.  Lloyd,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Great  Darkgate  Street,  Aberystwyth,  fell  and  fractured 
his  wrist. 

The  Runcorn  Guardians  have  decided  that  in  future 
they  will  keep  a  stock  of  drugs  at  the  workhouse  and 
children's  home  instead  of  these  being  provided  by  the 
medical  officer. 

The  local  committee  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference met  for  the  last  time  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  when  a  very  satis- 
factory report  was  received. 

The  Institut  Frangais  de  Londres,  Marble  Arch  House, 
London,  W.,  conducts  a  branch  of  the  Lille  University  at 
this  address.  There  is  also  a  commercial  department,  by 
means  of  which  English  students  can  gain  an  acquaintance 
with  French  business  methods. 

The  attention  of  the  Lambeth  Guardians  was  called 
at  their  meeting  on  September  25  to  the  unsafe  condition 
of  the  wall  of  the  Montford  House  Dispensary.  Ken- 
nington  Road,  London,  S.E.  The  Clerk  replied  that 
the  matter  would  receive  immediate  attention. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Hampstead  on  September  27  on 
Mr.  Frederick  Carl  Louis  Raiser,  aged  eighty,  of  Crediton 
Road,  West  Hampstead,  who  was  found  dead  in  bed,  a 
verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes  being  returned. 
Mr.  Raiser  was  in  business  as  a  drug-merchant  at  Mincing- 
Lane  House,  London,  E.G. 

Fifteen  students  are  attending  the  day-time  pharma- 
ceutical classes  in  chemistry,  physics,  and  botany  at  the 
Blackburn  Technical  School.  These  were  arranged  at 
the  instance  of  Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford,  and  the  members 
of  the  North-Eastern  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association 
have  agreed  to  allow  apprentices  who  have  passed  their 
Preliminary  examination  to  attend  in  the  day-time. 

The  competitors  in  the  special  class  for  chemists  in 
connection  with  the  Tunbridge  Wells  window-dressing 
competition  are  Messrs.  T.  G.  Batting,  of  16  Calverley 
Road;  Boots,  Ltd.,  of  Five  Wayes  and  4  Ye  Pantiles; 
Dunkley  &  Rogers,  of  58  High  Street :  A.  A.  Godkin,  of 
1  High  Street;  A.  E.  Hobbs,  of  33  Mount  Pleasant 
and  20  St.  John's  Road  ;  G.  Nicholson,  of  18  Ye  Pantiles; 
H.  S.  Pearmund,  of  17  Calverley  Road  and  47  High 
Street;  and  W.  A.  Phillips,  of  71  Camden  Road. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Barnstaple  Town  Council  on 
September  22,  the  Town  Clerk  announced  that  he  had 
received  an  application  for  a  poison-licence  from  Mr.  W. 
Dart,  but  as  the  necessary  fourteen  days'  notice  had 
not  expired  it  was  proposed  to  bring  it  forward  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Council.  Mr.  J.  Smale  said  that 
he  understood  no  more  licences  were  to  be  issued. 
The  Clerk  replied  that  the  application  had  to  be  con- 
sidered judicially,  so  that  it  could  be  decided  if  the 
circumstances  of  the  district  necessitated  another  licence. 
He  added  that  the  application  was  being  opposed  by  the 
chemists. 

Medicated  "Wines. 

At  Ilfracombe  on  Tuesday,  Dr.  Robert  Simps6n  (Ply- 
mouth), speaking  at  a  public  conference  of  the  Western 
Temperance  League,  referred  to  the  introduction  in  a 
most  attractive  form  of  so-called  medicated  wines,  pro- 
ducts mostly  obtainable  from  chemists,  though  recently 
some  of  them  were  being  displayed  in  the  shop  windows 
of  wine  and  spirit  merchants  as  part  of  their  ordinary 
stock.  He  condemned  them,  and  said  a  strong  and  in- 
creasing opposition  to  the  use  of  these  products  is  arising 
amongst  the  members  of  the  medical  profession.  Numbers 
of  cases  of  inebriety,  he  added,  owe  their  origin  to  indul- 
gence in  some  form  or  other  of  medicated  or  tonic  wines. 
He  quoted  analyses  in  support  of  his  statements.  A  reso- 
lution was  carried  urging  the  Government  to  introduce  a 
clause  into  the  Licensing  Act  making  it  obligatory  upon 


manufacturers  of  these  products  to  reveal  their  alcoholic 
and  drug-contents  upon  each  label. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

At  Messrs.  Boots'  new  shop  at  the  corner  of  Bull  Street 
and  Colmore  Row,  which  is  shortly  to  be  opened,  there  is 
to  be  a  fii'6t-rate  up-to-date  restaurant. 

Mr.  Wilfred  Hill,  of  the  County  Chemical  Works,  Brad- 
ford Street,  has  been  adopted  as  Parliamentary  candidate 
to  oppose  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  at  the  next  general 
election. 

Owing  to  the  breaking  of  a  gas  mantle  in  the  window 
of  Mr.  T.  Birkett's  pharmacy  in  Yardley  Road,  Acocks 
Green,  the  red-hot  ash  fell  on  some  gauze,  which  burst 
into  flame  and  did  some  damage. 

The  extension  of  lending  libraries  is  not  confined  to 
ironmongers  and  limited  companies,  but  is  passing  into 
the  region  of  suburban  pharmacies,  one  of  the  first  in 
this  district  being  that  of  Mr.  Watson,  Alcester  Lane  End, 
King's  Heath. 

By  the  help  of  the  evidence  of  Mr.  John  Atkinson, 
chemist,  Six  Ways,  Aston,  a  motorist,  against  whom  a 
policeman  gave  evidence  of  too  rapid  driving,  was  given 
the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  and  the  case  against  him  was- 
dismissed. 

A  woman  was  taken  to  the  General  Hospital  last  week 
suffering  severely  from  the  effects  of  poison.  To  get 
rid  of  a  cat  she  obtained  some  strychnine  and  other 
poisons,  and  some  of  the  poison  got  on  to  the  bread  she 
had  for  supper. 

It  is  announced  that  all  claims  against  the  estate  of  the 
late  John  Bellamy,  chemist,  Easy  Row,  Birmingham,, 
must  be  made  on  or  before  October  31,  when  the  executors- 
"  will  proceed  to  distribute  the  assets  among  the  parties 
entitled  thereto." 

Mr.  W.  Sadler,  who  for  many  years  had  the  Bridge- 
Street  Pharmacy,  Evesham,  has  sold  out  to  Messrs.  Boots, 
Ltd.,  and  is  going  to  the  Antipodes  to  devote  his  time  and 
energy  to  fruit- farming.  The  deal  wa6  effected  through, 
an  advertisement  in  the  C.  tt-  D. 

Mr.  Fred.  C.  Stephens,  registrar  of  births  and  deaths 
for  the  Birmingham  Board  of  Guardians,  and  Mr.  Richard 
A.  Carter,  who  resides  with  him,  swallowed  in  error  some' 
mercuric  photographic  tablets.  Mr.  Stephens  is  recover- 
ing, but  Mr.  Carter's  condition  is  so  critical  that  his 
depositions'  have  been  taken. 

As  an  instance  of  Insurance  dispensing  business,  the- 
proprietor  of  an  important  establishment  in  a  relatively 
unimportant  street  assured  a  local  correspondent  that  he 
dispenses  on  an  average  120  green  slips  per  day.  Between 
eight  and  nine  each  evening  he  has  often  a  dozen  people 
waiting  to  be  supplied  with  medicine  and  surgical 
appliances. 

Manchester  Notes. 

A  dinner  in  honour  of  Sir  Alfred  Hopkinson,  on  his 
retirement  as  Vice-Chancellor  of  Manchester  University, 
was  given  by  Convocation  on  Monday,  September  29,  at 
the  University. 

The  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  in  Manchester,  so  far 
from  abating,  seems  to  be  on  the  increase.  151  fresh 
cases  were  reported  last  week  in  Manchester,  compared 
with  ninety-four  in  the  previous  week.  The  Monsall 
Fever  Hospital  is  full,  and  consequently  most  of  the  cases 
are  receiving  home  treatment. 

A  Director's  Disability. 

Mr.  John  David  Marshall,  managing  director  of  Messrs* 
John  Bell  &  Croyden,  Ltd.,  chemists,  50  Wigmore  Street,. 
London,  W.,  appeared  in  person  before  the  Marylebone 
Registration  Court  on  September  29  to  support  his  claim 
for  a  vote  as  lessee  of  the  shop  property.  He  said  as  a 
limited  company  his  firm  had  no  vote,  but  as  they  had 
large  interests  in  the  borough  and  paid  heavy  rates,  he 
felt  that  he  was  entitled  to  one.  The  barrister  said 
theoretically  it  was  the  company  who  paid  the  rates,  and 
not  himseif.  Mr.  Marshall  agreed,  whereupon  the 
barrister  said  Mr.  Marshall  was  a  different  person  from 
the  company,  who  could  not  vote.  He  had  the  advan- 
tages of  a  limited  liability  company,  and  if  anything; 
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■went  wrong — although  he  did  not  for  a  moment  suggest 
such  a  possibility — his  private  property  would  be  safe. 
The  claim  was  accordingly  struck  out. 

Where  do  They  Go  to  ? 

The  Lambeth  Guardians  had  pointed  out  to  them  on 
September  26  by  the  Rev.  A.  Amos  that  the  requisition 
of  the  medical  superintendent  of  the  infirmary  included 
twelve  dozen  feeding-bottles.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
same  number  was  ordered  in  January,  and  wished  to 
'know  what  had  become  of  them.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  F. 
Briant,  J. P.,  L.C.C.)  replied  they  had  either  been  taken 
away  when  the  children  left  the  infirmary  or  had  been 
broken.  This  was  accepted  as  a  satisfactory  answer, 
but  in  regard  to  a  request  for  six  dozen  clinical  ther- 
mometers (the  same  number  was  supplied  in  July)  it  was 
remarked  that  seventy-two  seemed  to  have  vanished  in 
two  months.  The  patients  had  not  swallowed  them,  nor 
taken  them  out  when  they  left.  Another  item  was 
for  a  gross  of  eye-drop  bottles,  eighteen  months  ago  the 
same  number  being  ordered.  Here  again  a  hundred  and 
forty-four  seemed  to  have  disappeared  in  a  very  short 
space  of  time.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the  medical  super- 
intendent for  an  explanation. 

Athletics  and  Sports. 

At  the  London  Athletic  Club  autumn  meeting  at 
Stamford  Bridge  on  September  27,  Mr.  C.  N.  Seedhouse, 
son  of  Mr.  W.  Seedhouse,  chemist  and  druggist,  New- 
market, in  a  specially  framed  handicap,  ran  500  yards 
in  57 1!  seconds,  beating  E.  C.  Bredin's  time  over  the 
same  track  in  1895  of  58|-  seconds. 

Dispensers'  Appointments. 

Mr.  A.  R.  Redfern  has  resigned  his  appointment  as 
assistant  dispenser  at  the  Crumpsall  Workhouse,  Man- 
chester. 

Mr.  G.  Keats,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  resigned  his 
appointment  as  dispenser  of  the  Deptford  Dispensary  of 
the  Greenwich  Guardians. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Exeter  city  analyst  during  the  quarter  ended 
June  30  examined  nine  informal  samples  of  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre.  Three  of  these  were  17  to  43  per  cent,  de- 
ficient in  ethyl  nitrite. 

In  Stepney  last  quarter  one  sample  each  of  glycerin 
compound,  liquorice,  and  saffron  were  examined.  Of 
these  the  glycerin  was  adulterated  with  29  per  cent,  of 
sugar j  and  the  vendor  was  fined  10/.,  and  44s.  costs. 

Councillor  F.  Lonnon,  M.R.C.S.,  suggested  to  the 
Camberwell  Borough  Council  on  September  25  that  the 
analyst's  remark  in  his  report  "that  no  samples  of  drugs 
or  spirits  were  submitted  during  the  quarter" 
should  be  omitted,  as  he  thought  this  was  a  quarterly 
joke.  The  Mayor  pointed  out  that  the  report  was  a 
record  of  facts. 

According  to  the  annual  report  of  the  public  analyst  of 
Bristol,  of  1.301  samples  analysed  during  the  year,  107 
were  adulterated.  The  drugs  numbered  forty-two,  all  of 
which  were  genuine  with  the  exception  of  two  samples  of 
glycerin,  which  contained  10.5  per  cent,  of  glucose,  and 
■one  of  mercurial  ointment,  which  was  deficient  in  mercury 
by  63.9  per  cent. 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  Snaith  (Yorks)  on  September  25,  Wm.  Scult, 
Askem,  was  fined  30s.,  inclusive  of  costs,  for  laying 
poisoned  grain. 

At  East  Grinstead  (Sussex),  on  September  29,  Cyril 
Robinson,  footman,  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of 
stealing  a  camera,  value  1/.  Is.,  belonging  to  H.  S.  Martin, 
Ltd.,  chemists,  East  Grinstead. 

At  Wincanton  on  September  23,  Bertram  Ligg  was 
sentenced  to  twenty-one  days'  hard  labour  for  stealing  a 
box  containing  surgical  appliances  from  the  pharmacy  of 
Mr.  Ebenezer  Thos.  Carrington,  chemist  and  druggist, 
High  Street,  Wincanton. 

At  Brighton,  on  September  30,  William  George  Guir, 
errand-boy.  was  charged  with  stealing  21.  9.?.  10£<7.  belong- 
ing to  the  Lion  Drug  Stores,  Ltd.,  69  Lewes  Road. 
Brighton.     The  boy,  who  had  been  sent  with  the  money 


to  the  firm's  Queen's  Road  branch,  admitted  the  theft,  and 
was  bound  over  for  a  year  under  the  Probation  Act. 

At  Hammersmith,  on  September  26,  Coroner  Drew  held 
an  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Edward  Pearce  (33),  a 
bricklayer.  The  widow  said  deceased,  who  had  a  cold, 
would  not  consult  a  doctor,  but  on  September  20  went 
to  Mr.  Baldwin,  herbalist,  King  Street,  Hammersmith, 
and  brought  home  two  bottles  of  medicine  labelled 
"Lungwort"  and  "The  Composition."  James  Hemling- 
ton  Lovely,  who  described  himself  as  a  medical  student, 
and  assists  in  the  business  of  Baldwin  &  Co.,  herbalists, 
said  he  managed  the  branch  shop  at  190  King  Street, 
Hammersmith,  for  a  limited  company  with  eight  shops. 
He  did  not  prescribe  at  all  for  deceased.  People  asked 
for  cough-mixture  or  "Lungwort,"  which  contained 
horehound,  aniseed,  and  linseed.  The  "Essence  of  Com- 
position "  was  made  from  a  formula  of  Dr.  Fox,  and 
contained  bayberry,  Canadian  pine,  cloves,  ginger, 
and  cayenne.  The  two  preparations  were  sold  together 
usually,  the  charge  being  3s.  3f7.  They  were  sold  to 
anybody  who  came  and  said  he  had  a  cough,  in  the  same 
way  that  an  indigestion-mixture  was  sold  to  a  person 
who  said  he  had  indigestion.  Witness  did  not  con- 
sider it  prescribing. 

The  Coroner  :  If  a  person  asked  for  a  box  of 
Beecham's  pills  for  the  liver  it  would  not  be  prescribing, 
but  if  he  asked  for  something  for  the  liver  and  you 
gave  him  Beecham's  pills  that  would  be  prescribing. 

Dr.  B.  R.  Martin  said  there  was  nothing  harmful  in 
the  mixtures,  although  he  did  not  know  "bayberry." 
Mr.  Lovely  said  it  was  a  herb  grown  in  India,  or 
where  there  was  a  hot  climate.    It  was  a  carminative. 

Dr.  Spilsbury  said  death  was  due  to  acute  broncho- 
pneumonia, and  the  medicine  in  no  way  accelerated 
death.  After  some  remarks  by  the  Coroner  on  the 
danger  of  such  medicines  causing  delay  in  seeking 
skilled  advice  the  jury  found  a  verdict  of'"  Death  from 
natural  causes."

He  said  it  was  for 
a  lotion  for  his  leg-  The  apprentice  was  instructed  to 
supply  2  oz.  of  pure  carbolic  acid,  and  did  so.  In  con- 
sequence of  what  Mr.  Rountree,  another  assistant  in  the 
shop,  told  witness,  he  sent  Clements  after  the  accused  to 
get  the  bottle  from  him.  In  this,  however,  he  was  not 
successful,  but  a  policeman  wrenched  the  bottle  from 
accused  as  he  was  endeavouring  to  drink  the  acid. 
Contract  Question. 

At  Ballinasloe  on  September  27,  Patrick  Larkin,  J. P., 
was  prosecuted  for  acting  as  a  member  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  the  Ballinasloe  District  Asylum  in  April  and 
May  1912,  he  being  disqualified  to  act  as  such  member  as 
he  was  concerned  in  contracts  for  turpolene  from  the 
Reliance  Lubricating-oil  Co.  and  for  Jeyes'  fluid,  entered 
into  between  the  Ballinasloe  Asylum  Committee  and  his 
brother-in-law,  Mr.  P.  Fitzpatrick.  In  the  first  case  a 
fine  of  101.  was  imposed.  In  the  second  case  Mr."  Wm. 
Planner,  secretary  of  Jeyes'  Fluid  Manufacturing  Co., 
London,  gave  evidence  of  the  supply  of  Jeyes'  fluid  to 
Mr.  Larkin  in  40-gal.  vessels.  The  Magistrates  imposed  a 
nominal  fine  of  1.?.,  and  in  order  to  give  defendant  an 
opportunity  of  appealing  increased  it  to  21s.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Rubber  Teats. — The  agitation  against  inferior  and 
dangerous  rubber  tests  appears  likely  to  be  terminated. 
by  the  insertion  of  a  clause  in  a  new  decree  (in  prepara- 
tion) which  will  regulate  the  entry  of  all  "  poisonous 
substances  "  into  France.  The  Secretary  of  the  Whole- 
sale Druggists'  Association  points  out  that  there  is  no. 
real  need  for  a  new  law ;  the  rigorous  application  of 
existing  measures  would  amply  meet  the  case.  It  seems 
to  be  the  old  tale  of  the  Frenchman  who  proposed  to- 
abolish  all  existing  evils  by  a  one-clause  Act.  "  Clause  I. 
— All  existing  French  laws  shall  be  fully  or  really  applied 
and  carried  into  effect." 

The  New  U.S.  Tariff. — The  proposed  new  tariff  of  the- 
United  States  has  been  examined  by  the  Customs  Com- 
mittee of  the  Paris  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association. 
"Under  cover  of  Eree  Trade,"  this  body  reports,  "the 
tariff  really  consists  of  vexatory  measures  which  have- 
raised  unanimous  protest  from  all  European  Gpvern- 
ments.  Chemicals  and  pharmaceuticals  are,  it  is  true,, 
rated  lower  than  in  existing  tariffs,  but,  rates  being  ad 
valorem,  the  fiscal  and  inquisitional  system  which  there- 
from results  is  entirely  arbitrary.  The  American 
Treasury,  for  instance,  claims  for  its  representatives 
abroad  the  right  to  examine  the  books  and  documents  of 
exporters,  or  otherwise  to  refuse  admission  to  their  pro- 
ducts." 

Death  of  M.  Jules  Ogier. — M.  Jules  Ogier,  the  eminent 
chemist  and  toxicologist,  passed  away  on  Tuesday,  Sep- 
tember 30,  at  Paris,  at  the  comparatively  early  age  of 
sixty  years,  after  a  long  illness.  He  merits  a  prominent 
place  among  the  many  famous  chemists  which  it  is  the 
honour  of  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy  to  have  given  to- 
the  world.  Born  in  Paris,  he  became  Preparator  of 
Chemistry  at  the  School,  and  soon  afterwards  assistant  to 
Berthelot,  under  whose  guidance  he  published  some  re- 
markable works,  which  have  become  classical.  Thirty 
years  ago  Professor  Brouardel  selected  him  as  Director  of 
the  Toxicological  Laboratory  of  the  Institute  of  Legal 
Medicine  at  the  Paris  Prefecture  of  Police,  and  since  then 
he  has  frequently  rendered  signal  services  in  legal  cases, 
which  have  made  him  famous. 


CANADIAN  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy. — The  new  session 
opened  on  September  2,  the  number  of  students  on  the 
register  being  ninety-two. 

Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Association. — The  annual 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy, 
Toronto,  during  the  last  week  in  August,  and  was  a  record 
one  in  point  of  attendance.  There  were  present  225  mem- 
bers, and  other  visitors  made  up  a  total  of  about  400.  The 
President,  Mr.  J.  H.  H.  Jury,  in  his  address,  suggested 
a '  conference  between  the  representatives  of  the  various 
colleges  of  pharmacy,  with  a  view  to  providing  better 
education  for  students  and  granting  a  diploma  which 
would  be  accepted  in  every  province  of  the  Dominion. 
Reciprocity  of  diplomas  was  referred  to  as  a  subject  for 
the  Association  to  take  in  hand.  The  Secretary's  report 
showed  a  balance  in  hand  of  $678.  Among  the  papers  was 
one  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Burbidge  (Halifax)  on  "  An  Anglo- 
American  Pharmacopoeia,"  in  which  he  advocated  one 
Pharmacopoeia  for  the  English-speaking  races.  This  would 
take  the  form  of  a  general  Pharmacopoeia  with  addenda  of 
special  drug6  called  for  in  the  various  countries.  Mr.  A.  J. 
Johnston  (Sarnia)  read  a  paper  on  "Dominion  Registra- 
tion of  Pharmacists."  He  referred  to  the  disadvantages  of 
local  registration  and  of  the  variations  in  the  educational 
standards  in  each  province.  The  curriculum  should  be  on 
the  lines  of  that  in  force  at  the  Ontario  College  of 
Pharmacy,  with  the  addition  of  courses  of  analysis  of 
water,  urine,  and  blood,  and  bacteriology.  A  Dominion 
Pharmaceutical  Council  would  be  elected  by  the  druggists 
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-or  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council.  Mr.  W.  B. 
'Graham,  Registrar  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy, 
■gave  his  experiences  as  inspector  of  cocaine  sales  in  a  paper 
entitled  "  Administration  of  the  Anti-Cocaine  Laws."  He 
recommended  the  Government  to  appoint  a  Dominion 
inspector.  The  quantity  of  cocaine  sold  during  the  past 
year  in  Ontario  was  2,000  oz.  Mr.  J.  E.  Tremble  read  a 
paper  on  "Prices  in  Drug-stores  and  over-priced  proprie- 
taries," in  which  he  drew  attention  to  the  inadequate 
profits  on  many  proprietary,  medicines.  The  profit  should 
be  50  per  cent,  on  the  cost  price.  Mr.  John  Hargreaves 
suggested  "  Some  Amendments  to  the  Patent  and  Pro- 
prietary Medicine  Act."  Among  these  was  one  advocating 
a  Board  of  Commissioners  to  inspect  formulas  and  adver- 
tising matter,  and  another  that  the  price  printed  on  the 
package  should  be  the  one  at  which  all  retailers  should  be 
compelled  to  sell  the  proprietary  medicine.  Mr.  J.  H. 
Emery,  in  a  paper  entitled  "  How  can  the  Trade  be  made 
less  Drudgery?"  advocated  shorter  hours  of  business. 
The  new  officers  of  the  Association  elected  at  the  final 
meeting  were  :  President,  Mr.  E.  Nesbitt  (Winnipeg) ; 
Vice-President,  Mr.  John  Cochrane  (Victoria)  ;  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  Mr.  G.  E.  Gibbard  (Toronto).  An  invita- 
tion to  meet  in  Winnipeg  in  1914  was  accepted.

The  Commonwealth. 

Standards  tor  Food  and  Drugs. — The  report  of  the 
•second  conference  on-  uniform   standards  for  food  and 
drugs,  which  commenced  on  June  20  and  terminated  on 
June  27,  has  been  published.    The  important  point  for 
pharmacists  is  the  modifications  of  the  recommendations 
for    drugs    and    the    declaration    of    drugs    in  con- 
formity   with    the    views    put    forward    by  pharma- 
cists.      This     may     be     considered    as  satisfactory 
except    in    the    case    where    the    Western  Australian 
regulations      with      regard      to      proprietary  medi- 
cines have  been  recommended  for  the  whole  of  Australia. 
An  important  modification  has  been  made  in  the  require- 
ments  for  labelling,  the  principal  label    having  been 
abandoned.  In  regard  to  the  regulations  relating  to  drugs 
and  the  declaration  of  drugs,  the  principal  changes  are 
that  no  supplementary  standard  is  retained  in  the  regula- 
tions, except  anything  in  the  regulation  itself  or  any  Act 
in  force  or   regulations  made  thereunder.    The  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex  therefore  drops  out  of  the  recom- 
mendations   entirely.      Whereas    six    preparations  for 
which  British  Pharmacopoeia  ordered  olive  oil  or  arachis 
oil  and  eight  \vines  in  which  sherry  war,  named  were 
formerly  mentioned  irr  a  special  proviso,  a  general  pro- 
viso is  now  adopted,  allowing  the  use  of  cotton-seed  oil 
or_  wine  of  Australian  origin  wherever  specified.  Pro- 
prietary   medicines    compounded   by   a   pharmacist  are 
exempt  from  the  requirement  to  declare  the  presence  of 
any  of  the  specified  drugs,  provided  the  formula  has 
"been    deposited    with    the    Central    Health  Authority. 
Otherwise  every  package  containing  any  patent  or  pro- 
prietary medicine  is  to  contain  a  statement  (in  English) 
of  the  ingredients  and  the  proportions  of  the  same  in 
such  medicine.    But  exemption  from  this  particular  re- 
quirement may  be  granted  upovr  the  conditions  that  the 
particulars    are    deposited    with    the    Central  Health 
Authority,  no  change  is  made  in  the  composition  of  the 
medicine  without  notification  to  the  Authority,  and  that 
an    undertaking  is    signed    that  all    medicines   sold  or 
exhibited    or    intended    for    sale    in    Australia  shall 
comply  with  the  particulars  deposited.       The  previous 
recommendations  and  the  regulations  in  New  South  Wales 
provide  that  the  only  medicines  exempt  from  the  re- 
quirement of  declaration  are  those  supplied  on  prescrip- 
tion or  order  signed  by  a  legally  qualified  medical  practi- 
tioner.   If  a  registered  pharmacist  supplies  any  mixture 
he  must  declare  the  presence  of  the  drug  unless  it  was  for 


immediate  consumption  on  his  premises.    The  new  re- 
,    commendation  is  that  the  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  a 
mixture    supplied    by   a   registered    pharmacist  extem- 
;     poraneously  prepared  for  a  specific  and  individual  case, 
i    The  other  modifications  in  this  regulation  are  as  follows  : 

(1)  The  size  of  the  letters  in  which  the  declaration  is  to 
be  made  is  specified  as  bold-faced  sans-serif  capitals  of  not 
less  than  six  noints  face  measurement, 
i  (2)  The  declaration  is  to  apply  to  every  package  contain- 
ing medicines  or  medicinal  preparations  for  internal  or 
external  use  by  man. 

(3)  Whereas  previously  any  of  the  substances,  prepara- 
tions, derivatives,  or  alkaloids  or  glucosides  had  to  be  de- 
clared, the  wording  is  now  altered  to  make  it  "  poisonous 
chemical  derivatives  or  alkaloids  or  glucosides." 

(4)  Additions  are  made  to  the  list  of  drugs  the  presence 
of  which  must  be  declared.  Another  practical  amendment 
is  that  the  proportion  of  alcohol  in  a  medicine  is  to  be 
declared  as  not  more  than  so  many  parts  per  centum  of 
proof  spirit.  Formerly  both  alcohol  and  proof -spirit  had 
to  be  declared.  The  proportion  is  fixed  at  seventeen  and 
one-half  parts  per  centum  of  proof  spirit;  anything  below 
that  need  not  be  declared. 

Among  many  minor  alterations  are  the  following  : 
A  new  requirement  is  that  infants'  food  shall  not  contain 
any  preservative  substance,  and  a  slight  variation  is 
made  in  the  label  required  for  foods  which  do  not  con- 
form approximately  in  proportional  composition  with, 
human  milk.  The  wording  used  to  be  "  Not  suitable 
for  infants  under  the  age  of  six  months."  Now  it  must 
be  "  This  focd  should  not  be  given  toi  infants  under  the 
age  of  six  months  except  under  medical  direction."  And 
a  new  clause  is  added  : 

Any  infants'  food  which  contains  any  starch  of  which 
50  parts  or  more  per  centum  remain  unconverted  when  tho 
food  has  been  prepared  as  directed  shall  be  labelled  '  Not 
suitable  for  infants  '  in  bold-faced  sans-serif  capital  letters 
of  not  less  than  six-points  face  measurement." 

For  olive  oil,  in  addition  to  the  specific  gravity  0.913  to 
0.919  at  60°  F.,  a  saponification  value  of  from  185  to  196, 
and  an  iodine  value  of  from  79  to  90,  a  new  character  is 
added — viz.,  "a  refractive  index  of  from  1.4660  to 
1.4720  at  a  temperature  of  77°  F."  A  standard  is  intro- 
duced for  quinine  tonic  wine — viz.  : 

"  Wine  containing  quinine  or  a  compound  of  quinine 
(calculated  as  quinine)  in  proioortion  of  not  less  than  5  grains 
per  pint,  and  not  more  than  20  grains  per  pint." 

The  product  is  to  be  labelled  "  This  quinine  wine  con- 
tains (here  insert  the  number  of  grains)  grains  of  quinine 
per  pint.  It  does  not  conform  with,  the  standard  fixed 
by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia."  The  label  of  eucalyptus 
oil  must  indicate  the  presence  of  phellandrene  and  the 
percentage  of  eucalyptol,  but  this  declaration  shall  not 
be  required  when  the  oil  is  either  B.P.  and  is  labelled 
as  such,  or  haa  been-  distilled  from  one  species  of 
eucalyptus  only,  the  name  of  which  is  written  on  the 
label  in  the  usual  six-point  type. 

Western  Australia. 

Reciprocity. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  on  August  13  the  Registrar  stated  that  a  letter 
had  been  forwarded  to  the  parent  Society.  This  recalls 
the  reference  to  the  application  of  Mr.  William  Brown 
for  registration  in  Great  Britain,  and  states  that  the  pro- 
posals as  to  reciprocity  made  by  the  British  Society 
through  the  Colonial  Office  and  through  the  Premier  of 
Western  Australia  have  been  agreed  to  in  every  particular 
by  the  Council,  but  since  that  date  nothing  had  been 
heard,  either  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  anyone 
else. 

Proprietary  Medicines. — The  Minister  for  Health  is 
employing  the  Government  "Gazette"  in  pursuance  of 
his  attack  on  proprietary  medicines.  Reports  are  given 
of  alleged  analyses  of  bile  beans,  Zam  Buk,  Zam  Buk 
pills,  Rexona  ointment,  and  Laxo-Tonic  pills.  As  a  proof 
of  the  accuracy  of  his  analysis  Mr.  Mann  states  that 
he  has  made  up  a  pill  of  approximately  the  composition 
of  one  of  the  above,  though  perhaps  not  exactly  of  the 
right  proportions,  and  he  asks  the  Deputy  Commissioner 
for  Public  Health  to  taste  them  and  compare  with  the 
original  preparation.  Medical  comments  on  the  analyses 
are  furnished  in  a  subsequent  issue  of  the  "  Gazette."

TRADE  LAW. 

Arsenic  in  Epsom  Salts.— At  Leicester,  on  Septem- 
ber 27,  the  Leicester  Co-operative  Society  were  fined  21.,  and 
costs,  for  selling  Epsom  salts  which  contained  1  grain 
of  arsenic  per  lb.  at  their  stores  at  Blaby.  In  defence  it 
was  explained  that  by  some  means  commercial  and  medi- 
cinal Epsom  salts  had  become  mixed. 

Fixtures  Dispute.— At  the  Waltham  Abbey  County 
Court,  before  Judge  Tindal  Atkinson,  last  week,  Mr.  J.  R. 
Evans,  chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street,  Waltham  Cross, 
was  sued  by  the  executors  of  the  late  Ebenezer  Gibbons,  of 
Enfield,  N.,  for  7?.  10s.,  due  as  rent,  less  21.  10s.,  a  sum 
agreed  upon  for  certain  fixtures.  It  was  stated  that  Mr. 
Evans  vacated  a  shop  at  2  Ordnance  Road,  Enfield  Lock, 
belonging  to  Mr.  Gibbons,  and  the  question  was  whether 
21.  10s.  or  5/.  for  fixtures  was  to  be  deducted  from  the  rent. 
One  of  Mr.  Gibbons'  executors,  who  was  present  when  the 
agreement  was  made,  having  sworn  that  only  21.  10s.  was 
to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Evans,  the  Judge  found  for  the  plaintiffs 
for  the  sum  sued  for. 

Washing  Soda-water  Bottles.— At  Birmingham  County 
Court,  before  Judge  Ruegg,  K.C.,  last  week,  Mrs.  Hetty 
Newberry,  42  Woodstock  Road,  Handsworth,  claimed 
10?.  19s.  from  the  Keystones  Steam  Bottling  Co.,  mineral- 
water  manufacturers,  Lennox  Street,  as  compensation  for 
injuries  sustained  through  the  alleged  negligence  of  defen- 
dants or  their  servants.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that 
the  plaintiff  purchased  soda-water  from  the  defendants,  and 
one  bottle  of  it  which  she  drank  produced  gastritis  and 
inflammation  of  the  intestines,  there  being  signs  of  corrosive 
poisoning  consistent  with  taking  carbolic  acid  or  sulphuric 
acid.  His  Honour,  in  deciding  to  award  the  plaintiff  10/. 
damages,  without  costs,  said  defendants  had  apparently  a 
very  good  system  of  washing  bottles,  but  in  this  instance  the 
bottle  must  have  escaped  washing  in  some  way  or  another. 
He  wished  to  make  it  clear  he  was  finding  against  them 
purely  and  simply  on  the  question  of  breach  of  contract 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  which  imposes  a 
heavy  responsibility  upon  those  who  supply  food  to  the 
public,  and  under  which  the  action  was  taken. 

Oil  of  Juniper.— At  Pocklington,  Yorks,  on  Septem- 
ber 27,  Mr.  Thos.  Bowser  Cundall,  chemist  and  druggist. 
Market  Street,  Pocklington.  was  summoned  for  selling  oil 
of  juniper  not  conforming  to  the  tests  for  genuine  oil  of 
juniper.  Police-Superintendent  Crisp  proved  the  purchase 
of  3  oz.  of  the  oil  for  Is.  6<?.  Mr.  J.  A.  Foster,  F.I.C.,  the 
East  Riding  analyst,  stated  that  the  sample  possessed  no 
optical  rotation,  he  found  that  he  could  get  no  reading  on 
the  index  of  the  instrument;  neither  its  boiling-point  nor 
the  temperature  at  which  it  distilled  were  in  accord  with 
the  tests  obtained  with  oil  of  juniper  of  commerce,  or  as 
presented  in  Squire's  "  Companion  to  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia." Therefore  the  oil  was  not  oil  of  juniper. 
The  oil  did  not  possess  any  odour  of  the  fruit  of  the  juniper, 
and  had  a  specific  gravity  of  1.000,  instead  of  between  0.865 
and  0.895.  He  added  that  it  had  been  advised  that  the 
specific  gravity  be  raised,  and  that  there  are  points  of  dis- 
pute regarding  the  standards  for  oil  of  juniper.  Mr.  H.  S. 
Powell,  for  the  defence,  said  the  sample  had  been  in  stock 
for  fifteen  years.  He  would  prove  that  the  oil  had  acted 
in  the  way  the  properties  of  oil  of  jumper  should  act,  that 
It  was  right  in  colour  and  taste,  and  that  the  specific  gravity 
had  increased  because  of  age.  He  contended  that  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  the  sample  was  as  described,  and  was 
that  which  was  demanded  by  the  purchaser.  Mr.  Cundall 
said  he  had  not  before  sold  any  of  the  oil  in  the  form  of 
oil  of  juniper.  He  used  it  in  a  proprietary  medicine,  which 
had  given  satisfaction.  He  considered  that  the  oil  for  the 
purpose  required  had  improved  with  age.  He  had  done 
nothing  to  it,  and  there  was  no  adulteration.  A  fine  of  10s., 
and  4s.  costs,  was  imposed. 

Chemists'  Accounts.— At  the  West  London  County 
Court,  before  Sir  W.  Lucius  Selfe,  on  September  26,  Messrs. 
Cooper  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists,  sued  Mr.  A.  W.  Lundy, 
57  Millar  Road,  Brighton,  as  administrator  for  his  late 
father,  for  9/.  5s.  lid.,  the  price  of  medicines  supplied  by 
them  for  Mrs.  Lundy,  also  deceased.  Mr.  W.  de  B.  Herbert 
(instructed  by  Messrs.  W.  H.  &  A.  G.  Herbert),  who 
appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  told  his  Honour  that  in  May 
1910  Mr.  Lundy  (deceased)  brought  a  prescription  to  the 
plaintiffs'  Sloane  Street  branch  in  London,  which  was  to 
be  made  up  for  Mrs.  Lundy,  his  wife,  who  was  then  in  a 
nursing-home  at  39  Rowan  Road,  Fulham.  Mr.  Lundy 
subsequently  called  with  other  prescriptions  to  be  made  up, 
and  either  took  away  the  medicine  or  had  it  sent  to  Rowan 
Road  by  the  shop  porter.  On  other  occasions  a  lady  called 
for  the  medicine,  and  occasionally  orders  came  over  the 


telephone.  When  Mr.  Lundy  took  away  the  medicine  he 
occasionally  paid  for  it,  but  not  always.  Mrs.  Lundy  died 
in  December  1910,  and  the  following  "year  Mr.  Lundy  also 
passed  away,  leaving  374?.  in  cash,  to  which  the  present 
defendant  was  adjudged  administrator.  Mr.  Jenkins, 
manager  of  the  plaintiffs'  Sloane  Street  branch,  gave  evi- 
dence corroborative  of  this  statement,  and  was  cross- 
examined  at  some  length  by  Mr.  F.  W.  A.  Crishman,  who 
appeared  for  the  defendant,  his  Honour  also  putting  ques- 
tions as  to  the  rendering  of  the  account.  Evidence  having 
been  given  by  defendant  and  his  wife  as  to  the  illness  of 
Mrs.  Lundy.  sen.,  and  the  absence  in  the  father's  papers  of 
any  indebtedness  to  the  plaintiffs,  Mr.  Jenkins  was  recalled 
and  gave  brief  evidence  as  to  the  delivery  of  the  medicines 
to  Mrs.  Lundy.  Giving  judgment,  his"  Honour  said  he 
thought  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  judgment.  Mr. 
Lundy  was  not  separated  from  his  wife,  though  living  apart' 
from  her  for  health  reasons,  and  he  must  be  held  to  be 
responsible  for  medicines  which  were  necessaries  for  his 
invalid  wife.  There  was  evidence  that  he  ordered  a  por- 
tion of  the  goods  included  in  the  account  sued  for.  If  he 
had  not  done  anything  there  might  have  been  considerable 
difficulty  in  fixing  the  responsibility  on  him.  It  was  not 
suggested  that  the  goods  should  be  paid  for  by  anybody- 
else,  for  Mrs.  Robson  had  not  assumed  responsibility  after 
a  certain  date.  There  would  be  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs 
against  the  defendant  as  administrator  of  his  father's  estate, 
with  costs. — At  Folkestone  County  Court  on  September  23, 
before  Judge  J.  Shortt,  Mr.  John'W.  Stainer.  Ph.G,  Folke- 
stone, sued  and  recovered  from  Mr.  Isidor  Vachell  21.  12s. 
for  goods  supplied  to  Mrs.  Vachell.  The  defence  was  that 
defendant  was  not  liable,  and  a  deed  of  separation  between 
defendant  and  his  wife  dated  December  25,  1910,  and  a  deed 
of  settlement  made  on  December  7,  1909,  were  put  in  ev  - 
donee.  Mr.  Stainer  stated  that  defendant  had  dealt  with 
him  for  many  years,  and  he  had  not  told  him  that  his  wife 
was  responsible  for  her  own  debts.

In  May  the 
company  agreed  to  buy  the  French  letters  patent  relating 
to  _  the  process  from  Mr.  Murray  for  6,000/.  in  shares,  it 
being  further  agreed  that  Mr.  Murray  should  act  as  works 
manager  for  five  years  at  a  salary  of  200/.  per  annum. 
Disputes,  ending  in  litigation,  arose  regarding  the  pur- 
chase agreement,  and  in  April  last  Mr.  Murray  obtained 
judgment  for  three  months'  salary,  and  in  July  presented 
the  petition  for  a  winding-up  order.  The  accounts  filed 
thereunder  showed  liabilities  640/.,  assets  lis.  2d.  (exclusive 
of  the  French  letters  patent  and  unpaid  calls  of  no  realisable 
value),  and  a  deficiency  to  contributories  estimated  at 
7,137/.  The  Official  Receiver  was  left  in  charge  of  the 
liquidation.

After  graduating  in  Arts  at  Laval 
University,  and  as  a  pharmacist  at  the  Montreal  College 
of  Pharmacy  in  1882,  he  started  in  business  in  Quebec. 
He  also  had  experience  of  American  pharmacy  in  Troy, 
N.Y.,  and  at  Cookston,  Minn.  Ultimately  he  became 
laboratory  manager  to  Messrs.  Lyman,  Sons  &  Co., 
Montreal  (now  Lymans,  Ltd.),  remaining  with  them 
until  his  death.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Eleven  deaths  consequent  on  taking  poisons  have  been 
chronicled  since  our  last  issue.    Nine  of  these  were  suicidal. 

Carbolic  Acid. — Winnie  Beatrice  Radley  (29),  described 
as  a  traveller  for  toilet  preparations,  poisoned  herself  at 
Reading  with  this  disinfectant.  Five  bottles  were  found  in 
her  bedroom.  One  of  these  had  contained  8  oz.  of  carbolic 
acid  and  the  others  camphorated  chloroform. 

Laudanum  ended  the  life  of  John  Pilling  (72)  at  Halifax, 
and  James  Hodgson,  dairyman,  Liverpool. 

Morphine. — Mrs.  Emily  Cave  and  her  son  were  found 
noisoned  by  morphine  in  a  bedroom  at  a  King's  Cross 
hotel,  London.  The  boy  was  dead,  but  the  mother  is 
recovering. 

Oxalic  Acid. — Florence  Georgina  Brown,  charwoman,  died 
in  Lewisham  Infirmary  from  taking  twopennyworth  of  this 
poison  with  suicidal  intent. 

Potassium  Bichromate  solution,  used  as  furniture-stain, 
caused  the  accidental  death  of  Thos.  Chas.  Stirling  (37), 
upholsterer,  Peckham. 

Potassium  Cyanide  was  used  for  purposes  of  self-destruc- 
tion by  Harold  Alfred  Prickett  (33),  schoolmaster,  Brixton. 

Salt-of-Lcmon  was  the  suicidal  agent  used  by  Emma 
Roberts  (40),  Burton-on-Trent,  and  Edith  Grange'Sharples 
(20),  Wigan. 

Spirit-of-Salt. — An  unknown  man  was  found  poisoned  at 
Eltham  with  this  corrosive  chemical. 

Kind  not  Stated. — John  Hilton  (70),  builder,  poisoned 
himself  at  Sedgloy. 

The  exports  of  Persian  opium  from  Kermanshah  via 
Turkey  during  1912  amounted  to  1.383  cwt..  valued  at 
139,423;.,  as  compared  with  391  cwt.,  valued  at  28,034?.,  in 
1912. 

A  Presidential  Decree  has  been  issued  by  the  National 
Assembly  of  Salvador,  suspending  until  the  next  Session  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  the  execution  of  the  decree  im- 
posing revised  Customs  duties  on  pharmaceutical  speciali- 
ties of  foreign  manufacture  and  of  unknown  composition, 
etc. — Board  of  Trade  Journal.

Cook's  Brown  Windsor  Soap. — Messrs.  Edward  Cook 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Bow,  send  for  our  inspection  a  tablet  of 
their  Brown  Windsor  Soap  which  they  supplied  to  a 
retail  customer  more  than  six  years  ago.  The  retailer 
appears  to  have  overlooked  it,  and  was  agreeably  sur- 


prised on  opening  the  box  to  find  the  soap  in  such 
excellent  condition  that  he  sent  a  specimen  of  it  to  Bow. 
The  packer's  label  shows  that  the  soap  was  packed  on 
July  26,  1907.  We  find  that  the  colour  of  the  soap  is 
unfaded,  the  perfume  sweet,  the  stamping  sharp,  and 
in  use  the  soap  is  all  the  better  for  its  long  storage. — The 
company  announce  in  this  issue  that  they  have  again  pro- 
duced their  special  list  of  soaps  suitable  for  Christmas 
trade.  This  is  well  worth  obtaining,  as  the  lines  mentioned 
are  good  sellers  and  are,  moreover,  profitable  to  the 
retailer. 

Mulford's  Specialities. — We  have  received  from  the 
H.  K.  Mulford  Co.,  119  High  Holborn,  London,  W.C., 
samples  of  some  of  their  special  preparations.  The 
various  serums  and  vaccines  in  which  the  firm  specialise 
have  been  referred  to  already  in  the  C.  &  D.  Hepatone 
is  a  granular  effervescent  preparation  of  sodium  phos- 
phate put  up  in  round  bottles  containing  5  oz.,  each 
bottle  being  furnished  with  an  aluminium  measure — it  fits 
over  the  cork — which  enables  the  user  to  gauge 
accurately  the  dose.  Mulford's  toilet-talcum  is  in 
oval  tins  with  a  sprinkler  top.  The  label,  which  covers 
the  body  of  the  tin,  has  upon  it  vignette,  in  colours,  of  a 
woman's  head,  and  the  upper  portion  of  the  tin  is  gilt, 
giving  the  package  a  high-class  appearance.

"Merck's  Annual  Report." — Volume  XXVI.  for  1912 
has  been  issued  this  week  by  Mr.  E.  Merck,  Darmstadt. 
(London  office  :  66  Crutched  Friars,  E.C.)  The  present 
volume  is  somewhat  larger  than  usual  ;  it  consists  of  524 
pages  and  a  supplement,  and  well  maintains  the  high 
standard  which  the  compilers  have  fixed  for  the  work. 
It  begins  with  a  special  article  on  lecithin,  which  occupies 
seventy  pages  and  gives  an  able  epitome  of  all  that  is 
known  of  this  substance,  including  the  methods  of 
administration.  There  follow  400  pages  devoted  to 
abstracts  regarding  new  drugs  or  to  new  facts  about  old 
drugs.  The«e  are  very  well  prepared,  and  are  furnished 
with  references  to  the  original  articles.  As  a  supplement 
to  the  "  Report  "  an  article  is  given  on  "  The  Assay  and 
Standardisation  of  Digitalis  Preparations,"  by  Professor 
R.  Heinz,  of  Erlangen,  in  which  are  given  the  methods 
of  assay  and  standardisation  of  digitalis  preparations 
adopted  in  the  Pharmacological  Institute  of  the  Erlangen 
University.  A  limited  number  of  copies  of  the  "  Report  " 
are  available  for  distribution  to  chemists,  and  copies  can 
also  be  purchased,  at  Is.  6'J.,  through  booksellers. 

Neurettes. — Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb, 
Ltd.,  60  Bartholomew  Close,  London,  E.G.,  and  Liver- 
pool, have  issued  Neu- 
rettes as  a  counter- 
adjunct.  These  are  com- 
posed of  aceto-salicylic 
acid,  caffeine  citrate,  and 
phenacetin,  and  are  a 
useful  remedy  for  head- 
ache and  neuralgia. 
Neurettes  are  packed 
in  screw-capped  flasks, 
which  are  enclosed  in  car- 
tons, as  shown  in  the  illus- 
tration. 

The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  with  the  Diary 
and  the  C.  tfc  D.  series  of 
books  for  chemists,  have 
been  exhibited  at  the 
Ghent  Exhibition,  and  we 
have  received  an  intima- 
tion from  the  Board  of 
Trade  that  the  Inter- 
national      Jury  have

New  Remedies. 


Brophenine.— This  body  is  a  complicated  phenetidine 
derivative,  bromoisovalerylamino-acetphenetidine,  of  the 
formula  CaHs.O.a^NH.CO.CtL.CO.CHBr.CIRCHjb.  It 
is  a  white  amorphous  powder,  slightly  soluble  in  water, 
odourless,  and  tasteless,  melting  at  150°.  It  is  a  powerful 
sedative  and  anti-neuralgic.  Dose  :  Five  to  20  grains  three 
times  a  day. 

Kresopbine.— Under  this  name  a  coal-tar  derivative  has 
been  placed  upon  the  market.  It  consists  of  the  tar  de- 
prived of  all  constituents  other  than  phenols  and  derivatives 
of  pyrocatechin.  It  forms  a  reddish-brown  liquid,  which  is 
free  from  any  burning  taste,  and  is  easily  miscible  with  all 
organic  solvents.  Its  use  is  identical  with  that  of  other 
coal-tar  products. 

MTovocol.— This  new  remedy  is  the  sodium  guaiacol  phos- 
phate. It  forms  a  white  crystalline  powder,  easily  soluble 
in  water,  and  containing  45  to  50  per  cent,  of  guaiacol.  It 
is  recommended  in  cases  where  guaiacol  is  indicated,  in 
doses  of  0.5  gram  three  times  a  day. 

Paracodine.  —  This  body  is  dihydrocodeine.  prepared  by 
reducing  the  alkaloid  by  nascent  hydrogen.  It  is  a  strong 
base,  forming  needles  melting  at  65°,  and  is  soluble  in 
water.  It  is  prepared  in  the  form  of  the  tartrate  and  the 
hydrochloride,  both  of  which  salts  are  easily  soluble  in 
water.  It  is  recommended  as  a  cough  remedy  in  very  small 
doses. 

Tannapbtol  ;.-  a  condensation-product  of  tannic  acid, 
albumen,  and  benzonaphthol.  It  is  an  amorphous  powder, 
used  as  an  internal  antiseptic,  or  externally  as  a  dusting 
powder. 

Hamburg  Trade.— A  British  consular  report  on  the  trade 
and  commerce  of  Hamburg  during  1912  has  been  issued  this 
week,  and  although  extending  to  seventy-nine  pages  it  con- 
tains little  of  direct  interest  to  the  drug-trade.  A  large 
increase  in  imports  and  export's  of  general  produce  is  noted. 

Cinchona  in  Java.— At  a  meeting  of  the  T.iiwangie  Tea 
Estates,  Ltd.,  held  in  London  on  September  25,  the  Chair- 
man announced  that  the  yield  of  Java  cinchona  for  1912 
was  215,600  lb.  ;  the  cost  of  production  was  2±d. 
per  lb.,  and  the  net  price  realised  was  ~5fod.  per  lb.,  giving 
lied,  per  lb.  profit.  The  net  proceeds  of  the  cinchona-crop 
amounted  to  3,368^.  Is.,  and  the  cost  of  cultivation  and 
proportion  of  general  charges,  etc.,  to  2,823?.  Is.  Id.,  leaving 
a  net  profit  of  544/.  19s.  9d.  The  Chairman,  in  the  course 
of  his  speech,  said  that  harvesting  cinchona  by  uprooting 
has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum.  "  We  have  removed  only 
diseased  trees,  trees  that  had  reached  their  age-limit,  and 
those  which  were  growing  in  isolated  clumps  among  tea- 
lields  and  were  in  the  way  or  undesirable  where  they  stood 
as  harbourers  of  helopeltis.  Of  course,  we  have  also  har- 
vested branch  bark  in  the  ordinary  way.  We  are  glad  to 
be  able  to  inform  you  that  the  hoped-for  agreement'  with 
manufacturers  has  been  reached,  and  the  price  has  been 
raised  from  about  3  cents  per  unit  to  5  cents  per  unit.  This 
agreement  took  effect  as  from  July  15  last  and  holds  good 
for  five  years.  The  agreement  involves  restriction  of  output 
of  bark  to  figures  of  estimates  rendered  in  advance  by 
gardens  which  are  parties  to  the  agreement."

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS.

-A  Mere  List  of  the  Subjects 

discussed  at  the  International 
'Congress  at  The  Hague  is  sufficient  to  show  the  width 
■and  complexity  of  pharmaceutical  interests,  and  the  neces- 
sity of  a  high  standard  of  education  for  all  who  would 
■be  eminent  in  our  branch  of  the  healing  art.  Many  of 
the  subjects  have  for  us  "Britishers"  a  sympathetic 
-interest  only,  relating  as  they  do  to  conditions  different 
from  our  own,  but  there  remain  many  that  concern  us  as 
nearly  as  they  do  our  foreign  brethren,  and  among  these 
that  of  pharmaceutical  education  itself  is  one  of  the  most 
important.  It  is  a  subject  that  is  always  with  us,  but 
was  never  more  urgent  than  now.  Two  papers  dealing 
with  it  were  read  at  the  Congress.  Dr.  Ranwez  might 
have  taken  as  the  motto  for  his  the  old  tag,  "  Multum 
non  multa."  His  chief  contention  seems  to  have  been 
.that  since  no  student  can  possibly  master  in  the  time  at 
his  disposal  all  the  subjects  with  which  the  pharmacist 
has  to  deal,  everyone'  should  be  allowed  to  specialise  on 
those  best  adapted  to  his  own  intellectual  development ; 
that  "a  uniform  programme  for  all  ought  to  be  rejected," 
and 

The  Curriculum  of  Pharmacy 

not  be  allowed  to  "degenerate 
into  the  course  of  a  professional  school."  I  am  afraid 
the  idea  that  even  technical  education  should  have  for 
its  chief  object  the  development  of  the  intelligence  rather 
than  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  for  immediately 
practical  purposes  has  not  yet  entered  the  scholastic 
mind,  but  there  can  be  no  question  that,  accepting  this 
as  our  ideal,  Dr.  Ranwez  is  right.  It  is  well  to  know 
something  of  everything,  but  it  is  necessary  to  know  one 
thing  well ;  and  not  only  so,  but  the  habit  of  close  study 
is  itself  an  education,  and  the  mastery  of  one  subject 
gives  us  an  immense  advantage  in  studying  any  other. 
Unfortunately,  however,  examinations  have  to  be  passed, 
though  Professor  de  Graaf  says  they  are  useless,  and  we 
cannot  as  pharmaceutical  students  confine  ourselves  to 
the  subjects  for  which  we  really  have  an  aptitude. 
Still,  in  any  rational  system  of  examinations  such  mastery 
of  any  important  subject  as  proves  a  candidate  to  be  a 
really  good  man  ought  to  count  more  than  at  present 
■it  does  with  us  against  comparative  failure  in  others. 
Another  subject  of  universal  interest  discussed  at  the 
'Congress  was 

The  Language  of  the  International  Pharmacopoeia, 

upon  which 

no  decision  was  arrived  at,  I  sincerely  hope  there  will  be 
'no  hasty  adoption  of  Esperanto,  either  by  itself  or  in 
■conjunction  with  Latin.  Whatever  advantages  it  may  have 
as  a  temporary  medium  of  international  commercial  com- 
munication it  seems  to  me  distinctly  inferior  to  Latin 
in  a  learned  work  like  the  Pharmacopoeia,  authoritative 
and  permanent,  and  one  of  a  long  historical  series.  And 
the  proposal  to  combine  it  with  Latin  is  particularly 
inept.  If  the  latter  is  used  at  all,  why  not  altogether  ? 
It  showed  itself  in  mediaeval  times  sufficiently  plastic  for 
such  a  purpose,  though,  like  Greek  before  it,  it  has  lost 
its  place  as  the  universal  language  of  the  learned.  The 
amount  of  Latin  required  already  by  pharmacists  would 
■enable  them  to  acquire  sufficient  for  the  reading  of  such 
a  work  with  less  additional  trouble  than  would  be  needed 
for  the  mastery  of  Esperanto,  the  vocabulary  of  which 
is  said  to  be  very  difficult,  and  its  grammar  defective. 

Uva  Ursi 

is  not  the  best  instance  Dr.  McWalter  might 
have  given  of  a  famous  old  "  simple  "  for  a  while 
neglected  but  now  coming  again  into  favour.  It  is  not 
so  very  old,  as  simples  go.  Fliickiger  and  Hanbury  say 
it  was  first  described  by  Clusius  in  1601,  but  from  the 
fact  that  Gerard  copies  from  him  a  description  of  the 
plant  in  his  edition  of  1597  I  conclude  that  it  must  have 
been  mentioned  in  his  Spanish  flora  of  1576.    Spain  is) 


one  of  the  countries  in  which  it  was  first  used.  Gerard's 
description  does  not,  however,  apply  exactly  to  our 
uva  ursi  (Arctostaphylos),  for  he  says  the  berries  are 
black,  and  Johnson  adds  that  the  flowers  are  of  a 
"  whitish  purple. "  He  figures  it  as  Vaccinia  Ursi,  or 
Beare  Whortle  berries.  Lemery,  who  refers  to  Gerard 
and  his  authority,  says  correctly  that  the  berries  are  red, 
but  he  confuses  the  plant  with  Vitis  idaa.  Neither 
Gerard  nor  he  says  anything  of  its  use  of  calculous 
troubles.  Whatever  plant  they  were  speaking  of,  uva 
ursi  did  not  appear  in  our  London  Pharmacopoeia  until 
1788.  Lathom,  in  his  edition  of  Healde  (1791)  has  a  long 
article  upon  it  as  a  novelty  in  our  practice,  based  mainly 
on  Murray's  "Apparatus  medicaminum,  ii.,"  in  which  it 
is  called  Arbutus  Uva  Ursi,  after  Linnaeus.  He  warns 
his  reader  against  confusing  it  with  the  "  red  whortle- 
berry," and  gives  it  the  same  English  name  as  Gerard; 
but  in  spite  of  this,  Clarke,  in  his  Conspectus  of  1811, 
has  "Uva  Ursi  Folia,  L.D.,  Red  Whortleberry." 
Lathom  says  it  was  first  brought  into  prominence  as  a 
remedy  for  bladder  and  urinary  diseases  by  some  experi- 
ments made  at  Vienna  in  1756,  which  is  seven  years 
earlier  than  the  date  given  in  the  "  Pharmacographia  " 
for  its  introduction  by  Gerhard  and  others  at  Berlin. 
The  most  extraordinary  claims  were  made  for  it,  as  that 
it  would  dissolve  the  stone ;  but  Lathom  shows  that  it 
had  not  fulfilled  its  promise,  and  speaks  of  it  much  more 
moderately.  It  had  apparently  no  place  in  our  popular 
medicine,  but  had  been  used  locally  in  Spain  and  the 
South  of  France. 

The  Unqualified  Assistant 

appears  to  be  a  problem  of  diffi- 
culty in  Holland  as  in  this  country,  and  so  far  as  I 
can  gather  the  situation  is  even  more  complicated  there 
than  it  is  here.  I  have  no  objection  to  young  ladies 
taking  up  pharmacy  and  qualifying  as  pharmacists,  but 
it  is  exceedingly  short-sighted  policy  for  the  employer 
to  make  use  of  these  women  at  a  salary  for  which  men 
could  not  possibly  be  expected  to  work.  The  inevitable 
result  of  this  will  be  to  drive  men  out  of  the  profession 
altogether  or  into  the  "  open  drug  shops."  I  take  it  that 
on  the  Continent,  as  in  this  country,  there  are  distinct 
classes  of  businesses — the  high-class,  scientific,  dispensing 
business,  and  the  common  drug  shop,  which  will  be  the 
analogue  of  our  drug  stores  and  cash  chemists,  or  probably 
even  our  herbalists.  It  will  be  a  bad  day  for  Continental 
pharmacy  when  the  women  mainly  possess  the  qualifications, 
leaving  the  sales  side  of  the  business  to  unqualified  men. 
I  am  not  sure  whether  some  such  tendency  is  not  also 
growing  on  this  side  of  the  North  Sea,  only  here  the 
problem  is  not  quite  the  same,  the  trouble  with  us  being 
educational  as  well  as  economic. 

The  Quality  of  the  Glass 

from  which  medicine  bottles  are 
made  is  sometimes  of  great  importance,  particularly  when 
mixtures  containing  nearly  neutral  solutions  of  alkaloids 
are  being  dispensed.  The  difficulty  is  felt  especially  with 
ampoules,  since  in  such  cases  the  solution,  being  for  hypo- 
dermic administration,  must  be  as  nearly  neutral  as  pos- 
sible. Where  there  is  the  slightest  trace  of  alkali  in  the 
glass  the  active  ingredient  in  the  solution  is  apt  to  be 
decomposed  and  precipitated.  The  simplest  test  is  that 
suggested  by  Dr.  Moller — namely,  to  put  a  few  drops  of 
phenolphthalein  in  the  bottle,  fill  it  up  with  distilled  water, 
then  place  the  bottle  in  a  water  bath.  If  the  glass  is 
alkaline  a  pink  colour  is  developed  immediately.  It  is 
extremely  difficult  to  get  rid  of  the  alkali.  Washing  with 
acid  removes  the  surface  alkali,  but  does  not  permanently 
cure  the  trouble.  I  have  found  from  experience  that 
many  instances  of  mysterious  decomposition  have  been 
traced  to  the  glass,  and  it  ought  to  be  carefully  pointed 
out  to  students,  in  their  pharmaceutical  training,  what  the 
'  risks  are  in  this  direction,  and  how  they  may  be  obviated. 
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We  beg  to  advise  the  Trade 
that  we  have  now  placed  a

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Editorial  Articles. 

The  Opening  of  the  Session. 

When  the  late  Joseph  Ince  delivered  the  inaugural 
address  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Blcomsbury  Square, 
in  1882,  he  said,  "  Never  shall  I  forget  the  eventful 
evening  of  October  7,  1868,  when  this  annual  function 
was  instituted,''  and  later  on  (referring  to  John  Cargill 
Brough,  who  was  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist in  1868)  he  remarked,  "  It  "would  be  treason  to  long 
friendship  not  to  bear  one  in  loving  memory  this  evening, 
who  took  so  deep  an  interest  in  the  establishment  of  these 
inaugural  addresses."  Plenry  Bowman  Brady,  a  very 
intimate  friend  of  Brough's,  delivered  the  1868  address, 
which  at  the  time  was  regarded  as  a  new  phase  of  organi- 
sation following  upon  the  responsibilities  placed  upon  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  by  the  Pharmacy  Act.  1868.  We 
find  in  our  issue  of  October  15,  1868,  the  following  para- 
graph regarding  the  matter,  apparently  from  a  "  Square" 
pen  : 

"  Not  without  deep  consideration  did  the  Council 
venture  on  the  experiment  of  an  Introductory  Address.  It 
was  felt  that  the  higher  position  in  which  the  Society  was 
placed  linked  special  duties  to  increased  advantage,  and 
that  it  behoved  those  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  care  of 
rising  pharmaceutists,  both  officially  to  extend  the  hand  of 
welcome  and  to  tell  them  clearly  and  lovingly  how  best 
they  might  enter  on  their  career." 

During  the  forty-five  years  that  have  since  elapsed 
many  distinguished  men  have  addressed  the  students, 
but  for  the  first  time  on  Wednesday  of  this  week  an 
American  pharmacist,  Dr.  Frederick  Belding  Power,  has 
had  the  distinction,  and  it  was  an  exceedingly  happy 
thought  of  his  to  look  back  upon  the  work  of  Daniel 
Hanbury,  showing  its  place  in  pharmaceutical  progress, 
how  thorough  were  Hanbury's  methods,  and  to  what 
extent  the  study  of  his  subjects  has  been  continued.  The 
result  is  a  most  interesting  record.  Few  things  can  be 
more  stimulating  to  those  beginning  directed  studies  in 
pharmaceutical  subjects  than  an  exposition  of  work 
started  by  one  of  their  predecessors  which  has  become  of 
world-wide  interest.  In  this  case  the  work  and  the  man 
were  so  esteemed  by,  pharmacists  and  scientific  men  that 
they  instituted  a  memorial  to  Daniel  Hanbury  in  the  form 
of  a  gold  medal  as  an  award  for  "high  excellence  in 
the  prosecution  or  promotion  of  original  research  in  the 
chemistry  and  natural  history  of  drugs."  Upon  this 
occasion  it  was  bestowed  upon  Dr.  Power,  a  worthy 
assistant  of  Fliickiger,  Hanbury 's  coadjutor.  He  had 
also  the  distinction  of  drawing  an  audience  to  the  Square 
on  Wednesday  such  as  has  not  been  excelled  6ince  1868, 
the  lecture  theatre  being  crowded  to  overflowing.  Nor 
will  anyone  who  was  present  forget  the  exceptional 
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tributes  to  the  orator  which  were  paid  after  the  address  by 
Sir  William  Tilden,  the  first  Bell  scholar,  by  Professor 
Remington,  one  of  Dr.  Power's  first  teachers,  and  by  Mr. 
Nicholas  H.  Martin,  the  colleague  and  successor  of  Dr. 
Brady,  the  first  sessional  orator.  The  character  of  the 
speeches  made  by  these  three  pharmacists,  distinguished 
in  different  departments  of  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  and 
their  fine  appreciations  of  the  Hanbury  medallist  justify 
the  fullness  which  we  give  to  them  in  our  report,  and  leave 
nothing  to  add. 


Australian  Imports. 

The  Australian  Association  of  British  Manufacturers  of 
Melbourne  have  again  issued  their  tabulated  statement 
showing  the  share  of  the  import  trade  during  1912  ob- 
tained by  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  and  the  United 
States  in  respect  of  only  such  goods  as  are  produced  or 
manufactured  in  the  United  Kingdom — i.e.,  competitive 
manufactured  merchandise.  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner 
in  Australia  has  compiled  the  statement,  which  shows 
that  last  year  the  gross  imports  from  all  countries 
amounted  to  76,239,871?.,  as  compared  with  64,602,242?.  in 
1911.  Deducting  the  non-competitive  items  such  as  rice, 
sugar,  tea,  etc.,  there  is  a  balance  of  61,230,761/.  Of  this 
amount  it  has  been  ascertained  by  the  Commissioner  that 
the  United  Kingdom's  share  of  competitive  manufactured 
merchandise  is  38,317,485?.,  or  62.58  per  cent.,  as  com- 
pared with  61.45  per  cent,  in  1911,  63.43  per  cent,  in 
1910,  and  63.61  per  cent,  in  1909.  Germany's  share  was 
6,992,317?.,  or  11.42  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  11.99 
per  cent,  in  1911 ;  and  the  share  of  the  United  States  was 
7,199,669?.,  or  11.76  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  11.54. 
Details  are  given  of  these  competitive  imports,  the 
tabulated  statement  showing  this  by  groups  of  products, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  selection  :

Taking  pharmaceutical  chemicals  as  of  chief  interest  in 
the  above  table  we  find  that  the  percentage  from  the 
United  Kingdom  was  57.51,  which  compares  with  57.42 
in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  six  States  of  the  Common- 
wealth, Western  Australia  is  our  best  customer  for 
pharmaceutical  chemicals,  with  75.8  per  cent,  of 
United  Kingdom  origin,  New  South  Wales  being  lowest 
with  52.7  per  cent.  Queensland  received  70  per  cent, 
from  the  United  Kingdom,  Tasmania  69.4  per  cent.,  South 
Australia  61.1  per  cent.,  and  Victoria  56.6  per  cent.  Our 
trade  with  Tasmania  in  pharmaceutical  chemicals  fell  off 
by  10  per  cent.,  but  with  the  other  States  there  is  a  slight 
increase.  The  United  Kingdom  did  70.14  per  cent,  of  the 
trade  in  industrial  chemicals,  which  is  3  per  cent,  less  than 
in  the  previous  year,  Western  Australia  being  our  largest 
customer  with  79.9  per  cent.  The  paint  and  varnish 
figures  look  healthy,  with  81.24  per  cent,  of  the  total  trade  ; 


but  the  percentage  (45.78)  of  surgical  and  scientific  instru- 
ments shipped  by  the  United  Kingdom  needs  looking  into, 
the  United  States  having  28.1  per  cent,  and  Germany 
19.4  per  cent,  of  the  business. 


The  Asafetida  Problem. 

In  a  report  to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Drug  Market,  Dr.  H.  B. 
Rusby  makes  a  contribution  to  the  asafetida  controversy 
in  the  following  statement  : 

"  The  standards  for  this  article  are  still  most  unsettled. 
Mr.  Harrison,  the  English  chemist,  has  produced  figures  to 
show  that  Dr.  H.  A.  Seil's  use  of  the  lead  number  as  a 
test  is  useless.  He  showed  such  a  difference  (as  I  now  recall) 
as  15  to  180  in  the  lead  number  of  different  portions  of 
asafetida.  Mr.  Harrison's  claim  is  preposterous  on  its  face. 
Such  a  difference  could  not  exist  in  substances.  In  assert- 
ing that  two  samples  of  asafetida  show  this  difference,  he 
assumes  that  both  are  asafetida,  and,  since  this  is  the  very 
question  at  issue,  he  begs  the  question.  Of  course,  if  we 
are  to  start  out  by  admitting  that  everything  shipped  in 
asafetida  boxes  is  asafetida,  then  there  need  be  no  lead 
number  at  all,  for  portions  of  these  contents  consist  of  stones. 
There  is  the  utmost  need  for  some  careful  study  of  the  origin 
and  identity  of  asafetida  et  al.  at  the  point  of  production. 
Meantime,  we  shall  all  be  kept  guessing,  and  one  man's 
guess,  under  the  circumstances,  is  about  as  good  as 
another's." 

But  the  trouble  is  that  merchants  on  both  sides  of  tire 
Atlantic  have  to  pay  for  Dr.  Rusby's  guesses. 

Proprietaries  and  Insurance  Prescriptions. 

A  considerable  amount  of  irritation  has  been  caused 
by  the  prescription-pricing  department  of  the  County  of 
London  Insurance  Committee  through  their  disallowing 
charges  in  chemists'   accouncs   for  special  preparations 
prescribed  by  panel  doctors  for  insured  persons.  For 
example,  a  doctor  prescribed  aspirin  and  the  chemist  dis- 
pensed it,  but  when  he  rendered  his  account  the  pricing 
department  of  the  Insurance  Committee  reduced  the  price 
of  the  aspirin  to  that  of  aceto-salicylic  acid.    It  should 
be  noted  at  the  outset  that  dictation  by  Insurance  Com- 
mittees to  doctors  as  to  what  they  should  prescribe  is  at 
variance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15  of  the  National 
Insurance  Act,  1912,  and  the  regulations  made  under  it, 
and  docking  chemists'  accounts  in  the  manner  indicated 
is  distinctly  illegal.     The  pricing  department's  only  justi- 
fication for  their  extraordinary  procedure  is  a  circular 
which  the  Insurance  Committee  issued  to  panel  doctors 
in  July,  and  to  which  reference  was  made  in  The  Chemist 
and  Dkuggist  at  the  time.    Since  then  the  Committee 
has  issued  the  same  circular  as  an  inset  in  a  revised  list 
of  panel  doctors  which  has  been  distributed  to  panel 
chemists.    That  circular  simply  suggested  to  the  doctors 
that  "as  a  general  rule  prescriptions  should  not  be  given 
to  patients  for  such  medicines  or  compounds  where  the 
constituent  drags  are  included  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, Codex,  a.nd   Squire's  Companion."  Chemists 
should  note  that  this  was  merely  a  suggestion,  and  the 
Committee  have  not  ruled  that  they  will  not  pay  for 
special    or   proprietary  medicines    prescribed   by  panel 
doctors,  but  the  action  of  the  pricing  department  has 
appeared  to  give  colour  to  that  idea.    We  observe  that 
the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee   dealt  with  the 
matter  at  its  meeting  last  week  reported  in  this  issue.  It 
does  not  appear  to  be  sufficiently  understood  that  Insur- 
ance Committees  have  no  authority  to  dictate  to  panel 
doctors  how  they  should  prescribe,  nor  can  they  refuse  to 
pay  for  drags  and  medicines  of  any  kind  that  are  pre- 
scribed within  the  terms  of    the  regulations.      It  is 
apparent,  however,  that  if  exceptionally  expensive  forms 
of  medicines,  whether  proprietary  or  non-proprietary,  are 
regularly  ordered,   the   Drug  Fund  will  not  meet  the 
charges,    and    that    was    the    reason    which  actuated 
the   Pharmaceutical   Standing   Committee  on  Insurance 
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excluding  such  medicines  from  the  printed  tariff  and 
giving  the  cue  that  the  prescribing  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines should  not  be  encouraged.  That  is  a  totally  different 
matter  from  the  idea  which  seems  to  prevail  in  some 
quarters  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  substitute 
for  prescribed  proprietary  medicines  articles  which  these 
encouragers  of  substitution  regard  as  the  same.  It  is 
something  like  that  idea  that  has  got  into  the  London 
Insurance  Committee's  pricing  department,  and  their 
marking  down  of  accounts  has  had  the  not  surprising 
result  of  inducing  some  panel  chemists  not  to  dispense 
such  prescriptions  at  all,  while  it  has  also  conveyed  to 
others  the  idea  that  they  may  replace  branded  articles 
with  cheap  substitutes.  The  sooner  such  erroneous 
notions  are  dispelled  the  better,  and  we  understand  that 
the  L.I.C.  has  realised  the  seriousness  of  the  position, 
and  chemists  will  be  paid  in  full  for  medicinal  pro- 
prietaries which  have  been  or  may  be  dispensed.  The 
Scottish  principle  will  be  commended  to  doctors. 

Federation  Internationale 
Pharmaceutique. 


THE  second  annual  meeting  of  the  International  Federa- 
tion of  Pharmaceutical  Societies  was  held  in  the 
Salle  des  Fetes  de  l'Exposition  at  Ghent  on  September  23. 
Professor  Dr.  L.  van  Itallie  presided,  and  the  following 
delegates  were  present  :  Dr.  Salzmann,  representing 
Germany  ;  Mr.  Collard,  Mr.  Louisel,  and  Mr.  Joly,  repre- 
senting France ;  Mr.  H.  L.  Moller  (Denmark)  ;  Mr.  0.  de 
Koritsansky  (Austria-Hungary)  ;  Dr.  A.  S'chamelhout  and 
Mr.  V.  Haazen  (Belgium)  ;  Dr.  W.  van  der  Slooten  (Hol- 
land) ;  Mr.  D.  Blumenthal  (Russia)  ;  Mr.  P.  Fiora  (Italy)  ; 
and  also  the  General  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  J.  Hofman  (The 
Hague). 

After  the  meeting  was  opened,  the  members  of  the 
organising  committee,  appointed  by  the  Tenth  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Pharmacy  at  Brussels,  received  a 
memorial  diploma  in  recognition  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  organisation  had  been  carried  out. 

The  Report  of  the  Secretary 
shows  that  the  organisation  of  the  Eleventh  International 
Pharmaceutical  Congress  has  been  the  chief  occupation 
during  the  past  year,  but  preliminary  steps  have  been 
taken  to  establish  an  international  correspondence  office 
for  the  pharmaceutical  Press,  and  much  was  done  to  place 
the  organisation  in  touch  with  foreign  countries.  Up  to 
now  the  following  associations  and  societies  have  joined 
the  Federation  :  The  "Deutsche  Apotheker  Verein  "  and 
•the  "Deutsche  Pharmazeutische  Gesellschaft "  of  Ger- 
many: the  "  Oesterreichische  Pharmazeutische  Gesell- 
schaft "  and  the  "  Allgemeine  Oesterreichische  Apotheker 
Verein"  of  Austria;  "La  Nationale  Pharmaceutique" 
of  Belgium;  the  "  Danmarks  Apotheker  Foreningen  "  of 
Denmark  ;  the  "  Association  Generale  des  Syndicate  Phar- 
maceutiques  de  France  "  of  France  ;  the  "  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain"  ;  the  "  Magyarorszagi  Gyogyszp- 
reszi  Egyesulet "  and  the  "Budapest]  Gyogyszereszi 
Testulet  "  of  Hungary  ;  the  "  Nederlandsehe  Maatschappij 
terbevordering  der  Pharmacie"  of  Holland;  the  "  Aller- 
hochst  bestatigte  St.  Petersburger  Pharmaceutische 
Gesellschaft  "  ;  the  "  Societe  de  Pharmacie  de  Moscou  "  ; 
the  "  Societe  de  Pharmacie  de  Varsovie  "  and  the 
"  Societe  de  Pharmacie  du  Bassin  de  Dombrowa  et  de 
Czestochowa  "  of  Russia;  the  "  Finska  Apotekare  Fore- 
ningen" and  the  "  Farmaceutiske  Foreningen"  of  Fin- 
land: the  "  Norges  Apotheker  Forening  "  of  Norway; 
the  "  Societatia  Farmaeistilor  din  Romania"  of  Rou-  I 
mania;  the  "  Apothekare  Societeten  "  and  the  "  Sveriges 
Farmacevt  Forbund  "  of  Sweden  ;  the  "  Schweizerische 
Apothekerverein  "  of  Switzerland  ;  the  "  Federazione  degli 
Ordini  dei  Farmacisti  dTtalia"  of  Italy;  and  there  are, 
in  addition,  twenty-five  associate  members.  Last  year 
the  expenses  were  small,  being  chiefly  the  payments  for 
administration  and  correspondence,  and  for  binding  of 
the  magazines  which  are  to  form  in  the  near  future  an 
international  library.  It  is  anticipated,  however,  that  the 
expenses  will  increase  considerably,  owing  to  the  publi- 


cation, shortly,  of  a  second  and  a  third  bulletin.  It  is 
intended  to  publish  in  one  of  the  bulletins  a  survey  of 
all  the  subjects  that  have  been  treated  by  the  ten  Inter- 
national Congresses  of  Pharmacy. 

The  Treasurer's  Report 
was  next  taken,  the  financial  report  being  audited  and 
confirmed.  Then  followed  the  reports  of  Messrs.  Salz- 
mann, White,  and  Martin  regarding  the  amount  of  the 
contributions  which  the  several  societies  should  pay  to 
the  Federation.  Dr.  Salzmann  proposed  to  leave  the 
contribution  as  it  is  now  arranged  in  the  statutes,  namely  ; 
100/.  (4/.  3s.  4c/.)  for  societies  with  an  average  of  500 
members,  with  a  regular  graduation  up  to  a  maximum  of 
800/.  (33Z.  6s.  8c/.),  paid  by  societies  that  have  more  than 
5,000  members.  Messrs.  Martin  and  White,  on  the  other 
hand,  proposed  to  reduce  the  contribution  of  the  larger 
societies,  so  as  to  make  the  maximum  500/.  (20J.  16s.  8c/.) 
a  year.  This  would  mean  a  decrease  of  the  annual  receipts 
by  about  1,000/.  (41/.  13s.  4c/.).  Dr.  Salzmann  and  other 
delegates  pointed  out  that  for  such  societies  as  have  more 
than  5,000  members  a  sum  of  800/.  only  means  10  to  15 
centimes  (Id.  to  lgc/.)  per  member,  and  cannot  be  con- 
sidered heavy,  especially  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that 
smaller  societies  of  about  fifty  members  have  to  pay  1/. 
(10c/.)  per  member  annually.  Attention  was  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  only  the  Dutch  Government  is  paying  an  annual 
contribution  to  the  International  Federation,  and  it  is 
felt  that  other  Governments  should  also  contribute.  The 
official  representatives  of  the  different  Governments  at  the 
International  Congress  are  to  be  requested  to  draw  the 
attention  of  their  Governments  to  this  fact,  and  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Congress  will  send  an  official  request  for 
contributions  to  the  various  Governments.  While  the 
Federation  does  not  receive  these  contributions,  the  meet- 
ing was  of  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  that  the  receipts 
should  not  be  decreased  by  the  national  societies.  The 
French  delegates  agreed  with  this,  withdrew  their 
motion  for  a  reduction,  and  are  to  propose  to  the  Associa- 
tion Generale  des  Syndicats  Pharmaceutiques  de  France 
that  the  present  rate  of  contributions  should  be  main- 
tained. 

A  Press  Bureau. 
The  next  point  was  the  institution  of  an  International 
Pharmaceutical  Press  Office.  The  meeting  was  in  favour 
of  the  establishment  of  such  an  office,  and  a  motion  of 
the  French  delegates  was  carried  to  request  the  national 
societies  to  determine  which  pharmaceutical  magazines 
should  be  acknowledged  as  coming  within  the  definition 
laid  down.  The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  was  then 
discussed,  and  it  was  resolved  that  the  list  of  pharma- 
ceutical societies,  with  their  committees  and  branches, 
as  published  in  the  first  Bulletin,  shall  be  revised  and 
published  every  three  years,  and  that  the  list  of  journals 
be  published  every  five  years. 

Other  Business. 

It  was  further  resolved  that  for  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Federation  travelling  and  hotel  expenses 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Association,  while  for  general  meet- 
ings the  travelling  expenses  of  the  President  and  the 
General  Secretary  shall  be  paid  by  the  Association,  and 
those  of  the  Vice-Presidents  and  the  Assistant  Secretaries- 
shall  be  paid  only  if  they  do  not  attend  those  meetings 
as  delegates  of  a  society. 

The  committee  was  authorised  to  fix  the  date  of  the 
next  meeting  during  1914,  and  Mr.  Collard  suggested 
that  it  should  be  held  if  possible  in  a  place  where  a 
national  society  of  one  of  the  countries  that  have  joined 
the  Federation  is  holding  its  annual  meeting. 

In  the  Evening 
there  was  a  reception  by  the  Town  Council  at  the  Town 
Hall,  Ghent,  to  which  both  the  Committee  of  the  Inter- 
national Federation  and  the  members  of  the  general  meet- 
ing of  Belgian  chemists  were  invited.  A  welcome  was 
given  toy  the  Burgomaster  (Mr.  Haazen),  which  was 
acknowledged  by  Professor  van  Itallie,  the  President  of 
the  Federation.  Later  on  a  supper  was  given  in  honour 
of  the  Federation  by  the  Council  of  the  Flemish  Chemists' 
Society. 
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National  Health  Insurance. 

Administration  of  Medical  Benefit  as  regards 
Chemists'  Interests. 


Future  Arrangements. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Association  of  Phar- 
macists (see  this  issue,  index  folio  542)  Mr.  P.  F. 
Rowsell,  J.P.,  F.C.S.,  Chairman  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  on  Insurance,  was  present  as  a  mem- 
ber, and  in  the  course  of  the  proceedings  stated  with 
reference  to  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Septem- 
ber 24  (see  C.  <t-  D.,  September  27,  index  folio  497) 
that  the  Committee  proposed  that  prices  should  be  the 
nearest  halfpenny  up  and  not  down.  Mr.  Rowsell  said 
some  chemists'  panels  were  endeavouring  to  make  special 
bargains  with  their  Insurance  Committee.  It  was  true 
that  each  Insurance  Committee  had  power  to  make  its 
own  arrangements,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
missioners. The  tariff  proposed,  however,  was  for  the 
•whole  kingdom,  and  he  did  not  think  they  would  be 
wise  to  get  anything  different  from  the  tariff  sent  out  by 
the  Standing  Committee.  As  soon  as  everything  was  in 
complete  working  order  he  believed  that  the  Insurance 
Commissioners  would  see  that  they  had  uniformity.  He 
himself  brought  forward  a  proposal  that  dressings, 
lints,  and  appliances  should  be  standardised.  In 
reply  to  Mr.  H.  W.  Gadd,  who  said  that  before  the 
period  for  the  next  tariff  expired  there  would  be  a 
new  Pharmacopoeia,  Mr.  Rowsell  replied  that  such  a  con- 
tingency would  be  provided  for.  Mr.  Rowsell  said  the 
proposal  was  that  the  Standing  Committees  of  Great 
Britain  should  act  in  all  executive  matters,  that  work 
should  devolve  more  fully  in  future  on  the  National 
Committees,  and  when  any  decision  was  arrived  at  by 
the  Standing  Committee,  as  being  the  wish  of  the 
National  Committees,  it  should  then  be  communicated 
to  the  Organisation  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  which  sKould  in  turn  communicate  with  the 
local  Associations.  In  that  way  they  would  have  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Standing  Committee  each 
performing  its  own  functions,  but  working  in  absolute 
harmony. 

Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
(Scotland). 

A  meeting  of  this  committee  was  held  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  on  Friday,  September  26,  at  10  a.m.,  Mr. 
J.  P.  Gilmour  in  the  chair.  Messrs.  Bell,  Bethune,  Cox, 
Drummond,  Forbes,  Giles,  D.  Gilmour,  J.  P.  Gilmour, 
Guthrie,  Hendry,  Lennox,  McNab,  Muir,  Simpson, 
Storrar,  and  Thomson  were  also  present.  Apologies  were 
intimated  from  Messrs.  Cockburn  and  Lawrence. 

The  Chairman  welcomed  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bethune  (In- 
verness) and  R.  L.  Hendry  (Edinburgh),  who  had  been 
co-opted  in  room  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry  and  Dr.  J.  F. 
Tocher. 

The  1914  Drug  Tariff. 
The  Chairman  reported  on  the  meetings  of  the  Joint 
Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  in  London  on  Sep- 
tember 11  and  24.  He  recalled  the  decisions  of  the  first 
meeting,  as  reported  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  September  13.  index 
folio  431,  adding  that  it  was  also  agreed  that  in  the 
arrangements  for  1914  the  dispensing  charges  in  the 
present  drug  tariff  should  remain  as  at  present  so  far  as 
England  and  Wales  are  concerned.  In  the  case  of  Scot- 
land it  _ was  understood  that  an  endeavour  would  be  made 
to  obtain  a  modification  of  the  scale  of  dispensing  charges, 
•which,  under  the  different  conditions  prevailing  in  Scot-' 
land,  would  place  Scottish  pharmacists  more  on  a  level 
with  English  and  Welsh  pharmacists  in  regard  to  re- 
muneration for  professional  services.  It  was  agreed  that, 
broadly  speaking,  the  drug  tariff  should  remain  unaltered 
exoept  in  so  far  as  the  prices  should  be  adjusted  to  the 
present  market  rates.  The  whole  of  the  matters  con- 
sidered were  remitted  to  a  small  joint  committee  of  seven 
members,  which  met  on  September  24  (C.  &  D.,  Septem- 
ber 27,  index  folio  497),  and  went  through  the  whole 


of  the  Tariff  proposals  in  detail.  Various  suggestions 
were  considered,  including  a  proposal  that  where  chemists 
are  required  to  copy  the  particulars  of  the  original  pre- 
scription on  a  repeat  form  a  copying  fee  of  Id.  should  be 
allowed ;  also  that  in  certain  rural  areas  payment  for 
carriage  of  medicines,  and  possibly  also  for  the  cost  of 
bottles  supplied,  might,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  and  the  Commissioners,  be  made  a  charge 
against  the  drug  fund.  It  was  reported  that  already 
several  meetings  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  and 
Local  Medical  Committees  had  been  held  in  different  parts 
of  Scotland,  and,  so  far  as  the  reports  to  hand  indicated, 
it  appeared  that  in  every  case  the  medical  practitioners 
expressed  their  willingness  to  agree  to  chemists  being 
paid  for  dispensing  work  in  accordance  with  the  Scottish 
scale  of  dispensing  charges.  After  full  consideration  it 
was  remitted  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Chairman 
and  Secretary  and  Messrs.  Bell,  Hendry,  and  Muir,  to 
make  the  final  adjustments. 

Checking  Prescriptions. 
A  representation  was  submitted  as  to  the  deputation 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  (Scotland), 
which  waited  upon  the  Commissioners  with  reference  to 
securing  payment  for  the  checking  of  prescriptions.  The 
passing  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1913,  having 
changed  the  situation  in  regard  to  this,  the  Standing 
Committee  had  not  proceeded  with  their  intention  to 
petition  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  with  a  view 
to  securing  payment  for  such  work  from  the  Administra- 
tive Expenses  Fund  of  the  various  Insurance  Committees. 
There  was  submitted  to  the  committee  a  suggested  scheme 
whereby  the  checking  of  prescriptions  could  be  done  in  a 
central  office  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  be  at  once  expeditious,  impartial,  uniform,  and 
economical. 

Statutory  Pharmaceutical  Committees. 
The  Committee  also  had  under  consideration  the  pro- 
bable arrangements  as  to  the  setting  up  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committees,  and  the  views  of  the  Committee  were  referred 
to  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  to  be  given  effect  to  in  any 
regulations  that  may  be  submitted  for  consideration  by 
the  Insurance  Commissioners.  It  was  indicated  that  these 
committees  will  be  elected  by  the  panel  in  each  area, 
and  probably  meetings  will  be  convened  for  that  pur- 
pose on  some  early  date.  Meantime  it  is  desirable  that 
local  associations  should  be  considering  and  arranging 
for  putting  forward  names  of  likely  chemists  to  consti- 
tute these  new  statutory  Pharmaceutical  Committees.  It 
was  also  explained  that  the  setting  up  of  these  com- 
mittees and  the  possibility  of  administrative  expenses 
being  paid  out  of  money  allocated  from  the  Medical 
Benefit  Funds  altered  the  position  of  the  proposed  scheme 
for  constituting  a  representative  Pharmaceutical  Stand- 
ing Committee  for  Scotland.  The  idea  of  a  delegate  from 
each  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  giving  a  general  Council 
of  fifty-six  members  from  whom  a  smaller  Executive 
might  be  appointed,  was  favourably  considered.  It  was 
remitted  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Cockburn. 
J.  P.  Gilmour,  Guthrie.  McNab,  and  Muir,  to  formulate 
a  scheme  on  the  lines  indicated,  to  be  submitted  to  local 
Associations  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees. 

The  One-mile  Limit. 
The  Committee  considered  the  complaints  with  regard 
to  Section  30  of  Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  relating  to 
dispensing  beyond  the  one-mile  limit-  It  was  agreed  that 
a  stated  case  for  the  revision  of  this  proposal  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners.  The  question 
of  the  farming-out  of  dispensing  was  also  considered,  and 
suggestions  made  for  effectively  preventing  this  system, 
which,  it  was  pointed  out,  is  unfair  to  the  ordinary 
panel  chemists.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  the  payment 
of  a  capitation  fee  of  2s.  to  doctors  for  all  insured  per- 
sons, whether  they  obtain  any  medicines  or  not,  greatly 
depletes  the  drug  fund  in  certain  districts,  and  a  strong 
feeling  was  expressed  in  favour  of  doctors  being  paid 
for  medicines  supplied,  in  the  same  way  as  any  other 
person  who  comes  to  an  agreement  with  the  Insurance 
Committee  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances. 
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Medical  Benefit  Administration. 

With  special  reference  to   the  supply   of   medicines  and 
appliances. 

Aberdeen.— The  Insurance  Committee  met  on  Septem- 
ber 26,  when  the  following  recommendations  made  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  the  county  were  considered : 

(1)  That  arrangements  should'  be  made  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee for  the  checking  of  the  chemists'  accounts  and  prescrip- 
tions ;  and  (2)  that  only  prescriptions  which  are  marked  by  the 
doctors  as  "urgent"  should  be  prescribed  after  business  hours" 
and  on  Sundays  and  holidays'. 

The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-committee  reported  that  it  had 
been  resolved  meantime  to  defer  consideration  of  the  question 
of  the  checking  of  the  accounts  and  prescriptions.  With 
regard  to  "urgent"  prescriptions,  the  sub-committee  con- 
sidered the  proposal  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  to 
be  reasonable,  and  they  were  of  opinion  that  the  same 
should  be  given  effect  to  forthwith.  The  Clerk  had  accord- 
ingly been  instructed  to  advise  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee to  this  effect,  'and  to  request  them  to  bring  this 
decision  to  the  notice  of  the  chemists  and  doctors  on  the 
panel. 

Ayr.— At  the  last  meeting  of  the  County  Insurance  Com- 
mittee. Bailie  Smith  (Kilwinning)  said  he  would  like,  in 
connection  with  the  Insurance  Commissioners'  circular  on 
proprietary  medicines,  to  know  which  were  patent  medi- 
cines or  secret  medicines.  Dr.  Sandilands  said  there  are 
two  kinds  of  proprietary  medicines.  Fellows'  syrup  is  in 
one  class  and  Mother  Sicgel's  syrup  in  another,  coming 
under  the  designation  of  secret  remedies.  Fellows'  syrup 
would  be  allowed  to  be  prescribed  under  certain  circum- 
stances, although  it  was  not  advised  by  the  Commissioners, 
because  the  composition  is  known  and  it  can  be  prescribed 
in  another  form. 

Barrow-in-Purness.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Barrow-in- 
Furness  Insurance  Committee  on  September  24,  a  discussion 
took  place  respecting  urgent  dispensing  by  doctors  on 
the  early-closing  day  and  on  Sundays.  It  was  stated  that 
an  agreement  had  been  entered  into  between  the  Committee 
and  the  Pharmacists'  Association  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
panel  doctors  on  the  other  hand,  whereby  the  doctors  had 
agreed  to  dispense  medicines  in  all  urgent  and  serious  cases 
requiring  attention  on  Thursday  afternoons  and  Sundays, 
and  at  all  other  times  when  the  chemists'  shops  were  closed. 
It  was  added  that  there  was  also  a  question  with  regard  to 
dispensing  in  the  Walney  district  of  the  borough,  which 
would  be  further  considered  at  a  future  meeting.  Mr. 

E.  P.  Wake,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  arrangement, 
said  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  agreement  covered  all  that 
they  could  reasonably  expect  as  far  as  the  chemists  were 
concerned.  In  order  to  test  the  matter,  he  had  placed  it 
before  the  Barrow  Trades'  Council,  which  represented 
something  like  forty-seven  approved  Societies,  and  he 
asked  for  their  opinion  in  the  interests  of  the  chemists.  The 
whole  of  the  representatives  of  the  Societies  were  in  favour, 
so  long  as  the  provisions  were  strictly  adhered  to,  in 
having  no  desire  of  breaking  the  chemists'  half-holiday  and 
Sunday.  They  distinctly  understood  that  in  all  cases  that 
were  considered  serious  and  a  matter  of  urgency  the  doctors 
w-ere  prepared  to  prescribe  and  dispense  at  their  surgeries 
on  Thursday  afternoons  and  Sundays.     In  seconding,  Mr. 

F.  J.  Sanson  remarked  that  the  chemists,  as  a  body  of  hard 
workers,  always  had  been  and  always  were  willing  to  help 
the  Insurance  Committee.  Dr.  J.  T.  Williams  said  it  was 
all  very  well  for  Mr.  Wake  to  speak  of  "  the  unfortunate 
chemists"  in  the  way  he  had  done,  and  he  (the  speaker) 
took  it  from  what  had  been  said  that  it  was  wrong  to  take 
away  some  portion  of  the  chemists'  leisure  time,  and  right 
to  impose  extra  labours  on  the  doctors.  Anyone  who  read 
the  Act  must  admit  that  the  framers  of  it  took  particular 
care  to  keep  the  dispensing  of  medicines  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  doctors.  He  was  not  prepared,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  all  his  professional  brethren  were  falling  in  with  the 
arrangement,  and  he  holding  the  view^s  that  he  did  hold 
of  the  essential  point,  to  express  his  opinions  before  that 
Committee.  Dr.  J.  Livingstone,  after  remarking  that  the 
number  of  bottles  of  medicine  to  be  made  up  was  not  very 
excessive,  said  they  were  all  agreed,  after  a  consultation 
with  the  chemists,  that  it  would  be  rather  hard  for  the 
latter  to  have  to  open  on  Thursday  afternoons  and  on 
Sundays  to  dispense.  He  added  that  the  work  would  be  no 
hardship  on  the  doctors.  Dr.  A.  Reed  remarked  that  if 
insured  persons  understood  the  position  they  would  go  to 
the  chemists  for  their  medicine  on  Thursday  mornings  and 
on  Saturdays.  Mr.  S.  Dowry  asked  who  was  to  determine 
what  cases  were  serious  and  urgent,  and  he  suggested  that 
they  should  delete  the  words  "  urgent  "  and  "  serious,"  and 
nut  in  "  all  cases."  Dr.  Williams,  again  speaking,  said 
there  was  considerable  difference  between  chemists  and 
doctors.    Medical  men,  who  had  had  a  large  percentage  of 


their  private  practice  taken  away  from  them,  were  not  likely 
to  keep  the  same  quantity  and  variety  of  medicines  as  they 
did  previously.  The  ordinary  doctor  only  kept  a  beggarlv 
supply  of  bottles  and  pills.  Dr.  Reed  :  "  Speak  for  your- 
self." Dr.  Livingstone:  "I  don't  keep  a  beggarly  suu 
of  bottles  and  pills."  Dr.  Reed:  "I  have  the  same  supply 
as  before."  Dr.  Williams  retorted  that  certain  men  would, 
by  the  arrangement,  benefit  more  than  the  framers  of  the 
Act  intended,  and  the  Commissioners  would  uphold  his  con- 
tention that  the  Committee  were  unwarrantably  taking 
away  from  the  poor  people  a  considerable  portion  of  their 
rights.  Mr.  Wake  repudiated  this  assertion,  and  went  on 
to  say  that  one  must  admit  that  there  was  an  essential 
difference  between  doctors  and  chemists,  and  they  wanted 
to  make  it  perfectly  clear  that  it  was  urgent  and  serious 
cases  that  doctors  would  prescribe  and  dispense  for  when 
the  chemists  were  closed.  In  the  very  nature  of  things  they 
could  not  servo  the  doctors  as  they  were  serving  the 
chemists.  He  thought  it  a  piece  of  absolute  selfishness  for 
an  insured  person  to  go  to  a  chemist's  shop  any  day  and 
at  any  hour  and  demand  a  bottle  of  medicine.  He  added 
that  he  did  not  think  they  could  entertain  the  idea  of 
deleting  the  words  "  serious  "  and  "  urgent."  It  was  very 
clear  that  the  chemists  and  doctors  had  worked  har- 
moniously together  in  this  matter.  The  Committee  then 
ratified  the  agreement  mentioned. 

Brighton.  The  prescriptions  dispensed  by  the  forty-three 
chemists  on  the  panel  during  the  quarter  ended  April  14 
numbered  28.909.  of  the  value  of  849/.  10*.  2d.,  and  for  the 
quarter  ended  July  14.  27.944,  worth  895/.  8s.  11(7. 

Burton-on-Trent.— The  Insurance  Committee's  checker 
reports  that  during  tho  second  quarter  the  chemists  dis- 
pensed 11,848  prescriptions,  ranging  in  price  from  ^d.  to 
9s.  8d.,  and  costing  388/.  3s.  10(7.  The  average  price  per 
prescription  was  7.86(Z.  The  over-charges  amounted  to 
21.  9s.  5d.,  and,  taking  credit  for  under-charges,  the  net 
deductions  were  only  11.  17s.  bd.  The  checking  was  done 
by  Mr.  A.  H.  M.  Purse,  of  Sunderland. 

Devon.  —The  County  Insurance  Committee  have  issued 
a  circular,  which  we  reprint  literatim  "  The  following 
list  has  been  submitted  to  the  County  Medical  Committee 
and  representatives  of  the  County  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee, and  accepted  by  both  as  a  list  of  articles  which 
practitioners  on  the  panel  cannot  prescribe  within  the  scope 
of  Medical  Benefit,  and  therefore  the  same  should  not  be 
dispensed  at  the  expense  of  the  drug  fund  :

Dumbartonshire. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  held  in  Glasgow  on  September  24,  Mr.  T. 
Guthrie  (Chairman)  presiding,  the  dispensing  tariff  sug- 
gested by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  (Scot- 
land) was  unanimously  adopted.  The  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  intimate  to  the  Insurance  Committees  within  tho 
county  that  increased  dispensing-fees  would  be  necessary  for 
next  year  ;  arrangements  were  also  made  to  lay  the  matter 
before  the  various  Medical  Committees.  Figures  were  given 
showing  that  the  Drug  Funds  in  Dumbarton  County,  Dum- 
barton Burgh,  and  Clydebank  Burgh  were  in  an  entirely 
satisfactory  state. 

Exeter.— The  local  Chemists'  Association  is  asking  that 
the  "  special  "  Insurance  prescriptions  be  submitted  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  examination,  as  there  was 
reason  to  believe  articles  not  intended  to  be  covered  bv  the 
Act  had  been  ordered.  The  fixing  of  November  30  as 
the   date  for  tariff  revision    makes  it  necessary  for  the

Flintshire.— Mr.  Percy  Ashfield  presided  at  the  meeting 
of  the  County  Pharmaceutical  Association  on  September  24. 
Various  complaints  made  by  pharmacists  with  reference  to 
illegible  Insurance  prescriptions  were  discussed.  These  also 
included  forms  with  no  writing  either  on  Form  A  or  on 
Form  B,  "  Rep.  mist."  written  on  forms  together  with  other 
items,  thus  rendering  it  impossible  to  comply  with  the  Com- 
mittee's instructions  of  grouping  these  with  the  original 
prescription  and  pinning  all  values  together.  It  was  de- 
cided to  make  a  complaint  to  the  Insurance  Committee. 
The  proposed  Federation  of  Pharmacists,  as  suggested  by 
Mr.  Bailey,  was  discussed,  but  it  was  felt  that  it  was  in- 
judicious to  support  any  movement  that  was  likely  to  prove 
an  embarassment  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee, or  possibly  militate  against  the  success  of  the  work 
being  so  ably  carried  on  by  Mr.  Woolcock  and  his  confreres. 
The  following  chemists  were  proposed  as  the  new  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee :  Rhyl,  St.  Aeaph,  and  Rhudd- 
lan :  Mr.  Percy  J.  Ashfield,  Mr.  A.  E.  Slinn ;  Prestatyn : 
Mr.  Hughes  ;  Buckley  :  Mr.  Barker  ;  Flint :  Mr.  Topping  ; 
Holywell:  Mr.  S.  Jones;  Hawarden  :  Mi-.  Bloor :  Mold: 
Mr.  D.  Hughes ;  Shotton  and  Connah's  Quay  :  Mr.  Jones. 
Mr.  P.  J.  Ashfield  was  appointed  a  delegate  to  attend  the 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  on  Insurance  matters  to  be  held 
next  May. 

Grimsby. ---A  meeting  of  the  Grimsby  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  on  September  23,  Mr.  J.  A.  Hawdon  (Pre- 
sident) in  the  chair.  Seven  members  and  the  Secretary  (Mr. 
C.  H.  Ashton)  were  present.  Mr.  Carr  drew  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  cards  sent  out  by  the  Association  giving 
official  dispensing  hours  were  not  correct  in  regard  to 
Lindsey.  It  was  decided  that  small  cards  should  be  printed 
and  sent  to  all  doctors  in  Cleethorpes,  giving  the  correct 
hours.  In  accordance  with  a  request  from  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  the  following  chemists  were  nominated 
secretaries  for  the  various  Parliamentary  Divisions :  For 
Grimsby,  Mr.  H.  W.  Colley ;  Louth,  Mr.  F.  W.  Dennis; 
Caistor,  Mr.  W.  H.  Osborne;  Horncastlc,  Mr.  F.  W.  Heely 
(Alford).  The  following  alterations  and  suggestions  on  the 
drug  tariff  were  discussed,  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  sent 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  : 

(1)  Where  the  price  of  aqua  deetillata  is  not  allowed,  all  other 
distilled  waters  to  be  Id.  per  3  o*.  instead  of  id.  per  6  oz. 

(.2)  Prices  to  be  calculated  to  the  nearest  id.  or  {d.  up. 

(3)  Eimplastrum,  belladonna  and  emplastrum  oaurtharidis  to  be  bd. 
per  square  foot. 

(4)  All  .rectified-spirit  tinctures  to  be  bd!.  per  oz.,  and  all 
tinctures  costing  over  4s.  per  lb.  (according  to  Evans's  list)  to  be 
bd.  per  oz. 

(5)  The  following  alterations  to  be  anade  :  Extract,  cascara  liq., 
3d.  per  oz. ;  iodoform,  2s.  per  oz. ;  liquor  morpkina?,  5d.  per  oz. ; 
pil.  ferri,  Id.  doz. ;  spirit,  artheris,  sp.  ietheris  co.,  and  sp.  juniper., 
bd.  per  oz. ;  ung.  hydrarg.  nit.,  3d.  per  oz. ;  ung.  hyd.  amnion., 
3d.  per  oz. ;  ung.  hyd.  ox.  flav.,  2d.  per  oz.  ung.  iodoform,  4(2. 
per  oz. ;  potass,  iodide  and  all  iodides  to  be  increased  .in  price. 

(6)  Liq.  copaib.  co.,  liq.  san.tal.  co.,  and  pulv.  lini  to  be  added 
to  tariff. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Bailey  (Highgate)  urged  that  a  National 
Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committees  be 
formed  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  The  Association  agreed 
to  support  any  such  scheme.  Mr.  Armistead  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Association. 

Kent.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
September  24,  it  was  announced  that  the  Commissioners 
had  approved  of  the  proposed  late  fee  of  bd.  per  prescrip- 
tion dispensed  between  10  p.m.  and  7  a.m.  During  the 
second  quarter  2.847Z.  17.9.  5d.  had  been  paid  to  chemists. 
The  Kent  Medical  Committee  suggested  a  levy  of  a  certain 
sum  per  insured  person,  with  the  doctors'  consent,  should 
be  deducted  from  their  quarterly  payments  made  by  the 
Committee,  and  placed  to  the  account  of  the  Medical  Com- 
mittee. Mr.  J.  Harcombe  Cuff  said  that  under  the  new 
Act  the  Committee  could  vote  a  certain  sum  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  doctors'  and  chemists'  committees,  and  he 
would  like  to  know  the  effect  of  the  present  proposals  on 
this.  The  Clerk  replied  that  it.  could  not  yet  be  stated  what 
the  effect  would  be.  Mr.  Cuff  thereupon  moved  that  the 
matter  be  deferred  for  further  information.  Lord  Darnley 
(Chairman),  in  seconding,  remarked  that  more  informatiok 
was  necessary  before  the  Committee  went  further.  The  three 
medical  members  expressed  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Cuff  need 
be  under  no  apprehension  as  to  the  present  proposals, 
seeing  that  the  levy  would  be  of  a  purely  voluntary  nature, 
and  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  compulsory  levy  under 
the  new  Act'.  Dr.  Higgs  said  this  was  only  an  endeavour 
to  raise  money  to  carry  on  certain  administrative  work,  and 
if  the  doctors  were  willing  that  it  should  be  carried  out 
in  the  way  suggested,  he  thought  the  chemists  should  have 
no  objection.    In  the  end  Mr.  Cuff's  motion  was  adopted. 


Lancashire.  — The  Insurance  Committee,  in  a  circular 
letter  dated  September  25,  state  that  "  as  it  is-  obviously  im- 
possible for  the  Insurance  Committee's  staff  to  enter  into 
a  detailed  correspondence "  regarding  deductions  from 
chemists'  accounts,  the  Committee  have  decided,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  chemists'  representatives,  to  deal  with 
these  in  future  in  the  following  manner : 

(1)  The  scripts  when  received  will  be  checked  with  the  chemists' 
account. 

(2)  The  scripts  which  comply  with  the  tariff  will  be  passed 
for  payment  subject  to  the  money  in  the  Drug  Fund  being  suffi- 
cient. 

(3)  Scripts  which  contain  errors  an  pricing,  or  which  are  not  in 
conformity  with  the  drug  tariff  and  the  Committee's  regulations, 
will  be  returned  to  the  chemist  with  the  corrections  shown  in  red 
ink,  and  payment  will  mot  be  made  to  the  chemists  for  the  scripts 
which  contain  alterations  until  the  necessary  corrections  have  been 
agreed  to  by  him  or  otherwise  adjusted,  whereupon  such  pre- 
scriptions can  be  included  with  the  following  month's  account. 

(4)  If  the  chemist  disagrees  with  the  deductions,  he  should 
return  the  prescriptions  to  the  treasurer  with  a  statement  of  his 
reasons  for  disagreeing,  and,  if  necessary,  the  disputed,  pre- 
scriptions shall  be  brought  before  the  County  Pharmaceutical 
Committee. 

The  Committee  have  further  decided  that  prescriptions  in 
which  proprietary  concentrated  mixtures  are  ordered  shall 
be  correctly  priced  by  dividing  the  maker's  price  per  lb. 
by  9  =  price  per  fluid  oz.  It  is  also  added  that  prescriptions 
for  the  second  quarter  relating  to  mixtures  prescribed  by 
short  title  (other  than  proprietary  mixtures,  but  including 
repeats),  and  not  grouped  together  as  directed  in  the  cir- 
cular of  April  15,  shall  be  returned  to  the  chemist  to  be  so 
classified  and  the  first  one  priced  in  detail.  The  Treasurer 
states  that,  unless  requested  not  to  do  so,  he  will  return 
the  prescriptions  for  such  arrangement,  and  accounts  will 
be  debited  with  the  amount  paid  on  account  of  these  pre- 
scriptions. After  pricing  out  in  detail  where  necessary, 
these  prescriptions  are  to  be  treated  as  though  payment 
thereon  had  not  previously  been  claimed,  and  included  in 
the  next  account. 

London.  The  London  Insurance  Committee  on  Septem- 
ber 25  agreed  that,  in  accordance  with  the  Medical  Benefit 
Regulations,  and  subject  to  the  concurrence  of  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee,  payment  in  advance  to  the 
extent  of  75  per  cent,  of  the  amount  due  be  made  to 
chemists  on  the  London  panel  in  respect  of  the  first,  second, 
and  third  quarters  of  the  medical  year  1913-14.  Six  medical 
referees  were  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  checking 
malingering.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-committee  reported 
that  administrative  difficulty  had  arisen  in  connection  with 
the  provision  of  drugs  and  appliances  for  Medical  and 
Sanatorium  Benefits,  and  that  the  prescription-forms  had 
been  revised  in  order  to  give  medical  practitioners  an 
opportunity  of  indicating  for  which  Benefit  a  drug  is  pre- 
scribed ;  but  in  practice  doctors  frequently  failed  to  mark 
the  forms  appropriately,  either  omitting  to  indicate  that  the 
drug  was  ordered  in  connection  with  Sanatorium  Benefit,  or 
stating  that  the  drug  was  part  of  Sanatorium  Benefit  when 
such  was  not  the  case.  The  Committee  decided,  as  a  per- 
manent arrangement,  in  consultation  with  the  local  Medical 
Committee  and  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  to 
arrive  at  an  estimate  of  the  proportion  in  which  drugs  were 
provided  for  Sanatorium  and  Medical  Benefit,  and  to  order 
payment  in  future  on  that  basis.  The  standards  for  cotton- 
wool, lint',  and  gauze  (G.  &  D.,  July  26.  index  folio  128) 
were  approved. — A  meeting  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  of  the  County  of  London  Association  of  Pharma- 
cists was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square  on  Friday,  Septem- 
ber 26.  In  absence  of  the  President.  Mr.  H.  Skinner  was 
voted  to  the  chair.  Apologies  were  received  from  Messrs.  E. 
White  (President).  J.  Y.  Fairweather,  and  A.  E.  Gray.  The 
new  edition  of  the  "  Prescribers'  Pharmacopoeia  "  was  con- 
sidered, and  it  was  decided  to  take  no  action  in  regard  to 
its  recognition  by  chemists  in  the  London  area.  The  ques- 
tion of  proprietary  medicines  was  then  discussed.  It  was 
reported  that  the  London  Insurance  Committee  had  dis- 
allowed many  proprietaries,  and  had  deducted  their  value 
from  the  accounts.  The  meeting  expressed  its  disapproval 
of  this  action,  and  decided  that  each  chemist  should  send 
back  to  the  Insurance  Committee  all  "  scripts  "  which  have 
been  returned  to  him,  with  a  letter  stating  that  he  objects 
to  the  amount  being  deducted  from  his  account,  and  that 
he  is  reporting  the  matter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  London 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  (Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher).  It  was 
considered  advisable  before  sending  back  prescriptions  that 
the  chemist  should  keep  a  record  of  the  items  disallowed 
and  the  price  charged  for  same.  The  resolution  of  the 
North-East  London  Pharmacists'  Association  was  then 
taken  and  discussed,  together  with  a  proposal  to  draw  up 
.a  list,  as  example,  of  proprietaries  which  should  not  be 
supplied  bv  chemists.  As  a  result  of  this  discussion,  it  was 
pronosed  by  Mr.  Keall,  and  seconded  bv  Mr.  Woolcock. 
that  a  sub-committee  be  appointed  to  deal  with  this  matter 
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and  report  to  the  full  committee  in  due  course.  The  meet- 
ing accordingly  elected  Messrs.  Keall,  Skinner,  and  Tocher 
as  members  of  the  sub-committee.  After  considerable  dis- 
cussion as  regards  the  supply  of  proprietaries,  it  was  de- 
cided that  each  chemist  should  for  the  present  use  his  own 
discretion  in  supplying  them,  bearing  in  mind  the  terms 
"proper  and  sufficient  medicines,"  until  the  report  of  the 
sub-committee  appointed  to  consider  the  matter  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  full  committee,  but,  in  accordance  with  the 
arrangement  agreed  upon  by  the  joint  committee  of  doctors 
and  pharmacists  "  patent  or  secret  remedies  "  should  not 
be  supplied.  It  was  agreed  that  this  matter  would  be  fully 
discussed  by  a  joint  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee at  a  later  date.  The  formation  of  the  new  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  the  County  of  London  was 
then  considered,  and  it  was  decided  that  preparation  should 
be  made  for  the  election,  which  will  follow  the  issue  of  the 
regulations  by  the  Commissioners.  Subsequently  it  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Keall,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lownsbrough,  and 
carried,  that  each  Association  should  be  asked  to  nominate 
gentlemen  who  would  be  willing  to  serve  as  representatives 
on  the  new  Committee,  and  that  the  names  and  addresses 
of  candidates  should  be  forwarded  to  the  County  Secretary 
'(Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher)  at  the  earliest  moment.  "  Rep.  mist." 
was  again  brought  forward  for  discussion,  and  after  due 
consideration  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  request- 
ing the  London  Insurance  Committee  to  notify  all  panel 
doctors  to  discontinue  the  writing  of  "  Rep.  mist."  on  pre- 
scription-forms, as  the  practice  interferes  with  the  right  of 
insured  persons  to  free  choice  of  chemist  and  at  the  same 
time  causes  great  inconvenience  by  delay  in  supply.  The 
Committee  was  then  informed  that  in  the  proposed  new 
tariff  for  1914  provision  is  made  for  a.  clerical  fee  of  Id. 
for  each  prescription  which  requires  to  be  copied,  including 
"  Rep.  mist."  This  charge  will  tend  to  reduce  the  number 
of  repeats  ordered.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  ter- 
minated the  proceedings. 

Manchester.—  Messrs.  F.  W.  Bates  and  G.  A.  Mallinson 
(Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee), in  replying  to  a  correspondent  in  the  "  Manchester 
Guardian,"'  who  objected  to  the  ban  on  certain  proprietary 
preparations,  state  that  the  latter  apparently  missed  the 
essential  point — namely,  that  "  nothing  is  objected  to  on 
the  ground  of  cost  only,  but  on  the  ground  of  excessive  cost, 
due  to  trade-mark  rights  and  proprietary  values  on 
ordinary  articles.  The  Chemists'  Committee  may  or  may 
not  be  autocratic,  but  so  long  as  the  discount  clause  holds 
good  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  see  that  the  Drag  Fund  is 
used  for  buying  drugs.  Who  can  bo  better  fitted  than  a 
committee  of  chemists  to  estimate  the  real  market  value  of 
drugs  in  any  form?  " — On  September  30  there  were  four  more 
letters,  one  by  "  Clear  Thinking,"  who  is  evidently  a  phar- 
macist, pointing  out  the  "  intolerable  nuisance  "  of  so  many 
trade-names  for  the  same  substance,  a  long  list  of  those 
for  phenolphthalein  being  given.  "  Analyst  "  stated  :  "  The 
'Pharmaceutical  Codex'  probably  embodies  the  most 
notorious  attempt  to  encourage  general  substitution  and 
piracy  ever  sanctioned  by  a  respectable  body."  He  also 
a  dded : 

It  id?  undeniable  that  nnany  of  the  anost  valuable 
medicines  in  use  at  the  present  time  are  proprietary.  The 
•doctor  knows,  and  lie  is  the  only  man  who  can  know,  that  many 
proprietary  remedies  are  more  successful  than  Pharmacopoeia 
products.  All  Pharmacopoeias  are  years  behind  the  times.  A 
Pharmacopoeia  contains  only  the  products  that  have  been  proved 
in  long  practice ;  it  invents  nothing.  Important  inventions  and 
improvements  always  come  from  the  outside,  and  are  adopted  or 
adapted  by  the  Pharmacopoeia.  Therefore  the  physician)  who 
limits  himself  to  Pharmacopoeia  products  or  to  official  or  semi- 
official products'  is  hopelessly  behind  the  times. 

"  M.D."  complained  that  a  drug  used  extensively  in  his 
private  practice  for  the  last  ten  years  is  now  proscribed, 
and  that  a  chemist  writes  suggesting  he  prescribes  "this, 
that,  or  the  other  in  place  of  it,"  at  the  same  time  ad- 
mitting that'  neither  is  a  true  substitute.  _  Also  that  per- 
mission has  been  given  to  supply  a  certain  banned  oint- 
ment to  one  insured  person  and  to  no  other.  He  said  it  is 
no  new  attitude  for  the  chemists  to  act  arbitrarily  as  to 
what  a  doctor  shall  or  shall  not  prescribe.  It  had  been 
his  unfortunate  experience  since  the  Act  came  into  force  to 
find  that  some  chemists,  either  from  ignorance  or  design, 
have  dispensed  just  as  they  pleased  regardless  of  the 
prescriptions.  "  M.D."  then  went  on  to  make  the  following 
allegations  : 

On  one  short  morning  round  of  visits  a  little  time  ago  I  found 
Jin  less  than  three  mixtures  for  three  different  patients  wrongly 
dispensed  by  three  different  chemists.  The  errors  were  those  ot 
omission  and  of  substitution.  A  week  or  two  ago  in  a  very  serious 
case,  finding  my  patient  considerably  worse,  I  examined  the 
mixture,  and  discovered  that  out  of  five  ingredients  two  at 
least  were  wrongly  dispensed.  The  chemist  who  dispensed  the 
mixture  confessed  to  me  that  not  only  did  he  not  stock  the  two 
missing  ingredients,  'but  that  he  had  never  heard  of  them. 


To  this  replies  from  Messrs.  Bates  and  Mallinson  and  Mr. 
Harry  Kemp  have  been  published.  The  former  point  out 
that  800,000  prescriptions  have  been  dispensed,  and  no  charge 
such  as  "  M.D."  mentions  has  been  made  to  the  Committee. 
Mr.  Kemp  calls  upon  "  M.D."  to  formulate  his  case  of  mal- 
practice for  investigation  by  the  Insurance  Committee,  of 
which  he  is  a  member.  The  letters  have  caused  quite  a 
flutter  in  the  local  pharmaceutical  ranks.  The  number  of 
Insurance  prescriptions  is  increasing  as  the  weather  gets 
colder. 

Middlesex.— Under  the  auspices  of  the  Western  Pharma- 
cists' Association  a  meeting  was  held  at  Ealing  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Ealing,  on  Tuesday  evening,  September  30,  to 
nominate  four  candidates  to  represent  the  Ealing  and  dis- 
trict chemists  on  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 
Fifty-eight  chemists  from  Acton,  Chiswick,  Ealing,  Han- 
well,  and  Brentford  were  present,  and  Mr.  E.  F.  Strick- 
land presided,  besides  Messrs.  A.  E.  Bailey.  John 
Humphrey,  and  Herbert  Skinner  of  the  Committee  of 
the  County  of  Middlesex  Association  of  Pharmacists,  from 
which  a  suggestion  had  emanated  that  an  Association 
should  be  formed  for  the  district  as  one  of  its  branches. 
Messrs.  Strickland  (Ealing),  Webber  (Chiswick),  Walsham 
(Hanwell),  and  A.  Roberts  (Acton)  were  nominated  for  the 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  It  was  also  unanimously 
decided  to  form  a  local  Pharmaceutical  Association  cover- 
ing the  five  districts,  and  Messrs.  -Strickland  and  Weston 
were  instructed  to  call  a  meeting  at  an  early  date  to  carry 
this  into  effect. — The  Executive  Committee  of  the  County  of 
Middlesex  Association  of  Pharmacists  has  issued  a  report 
on  its  work  up  to  September  30,  in  the  course  of  which  the 
following  paragraphs  occur : 

"  Doubtless  there  are  some  pharmacists  in  the  county  who  are 
not  quite  satisfied  with  the  work  that  has  been  done  on  their 
behalf ;  in  their  opinion  either  too  great  or  too  little  advantage 
has  been  taken  of  opportunities  for  improving  the  position  of 
pharmacists.  To  such  critics  the  Committee  can  only  reply  that 
in  all  its  operations  it  has  sought  to  secure  the  greatest  good  for 
the  greatest  number,  and  endeavoured  to  establish  principles  which 
will  be  of  lasting  benefit  rather  than  waste  energy  over  details 
which  are  bound  to  rigJit  themselves1.  Moreover,  all  that  has 
been  done  has  been  accomplished,  not  by  salaried  officials,  buT 
by  a  small  body  of  private  individuals  who,  at  great  personal 
inconvenience  and  even  sacrifice,  have  endeavoured  to  serve  their 
fellow  craftsmen,  in  the  county  faithfully  and  well.  This  has  been, 
particularly  marked  in  the  case  of  the  .honorary  secretary,  to 
whose  painstaking  and  unselfish  labours  for  the  common  weal  the 
other  members  ot  the  Ctmmittee  desire  to  bear  witness. 

•According  to  the  provisions  of  the  National  Insurance.  Aot,  1913, 
this  Committee  must  now  be  reconstituted,  as  it  ceases  to  exist 
as  an  official  body  on  October  15  next.  In  a  few  days  you  will 
receive  instructions  for  electing  the  new  local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  which  is  take  its  place.  The  members  of  this  Associa- 
tion who  are  satisfied  with  the  work  that  the  Committee  has  done 
on  their  behalf  will  doubtless  be  glad  to  know  that  the  majority 
of  the  present  members  are  willing  to  stand  for  re-election,  and, 
if  re-elected,  to  continue  to  represent  the  interests  of  pharma- 
cists engaged  in  the  work  of  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing 
in  Middlesex." 

The  balance-sheet  shows  receipts  of  241.  12s.,  of  which  13?.  is 
from  subscriptions,  and  the  whole  of  the  amount  has  been 
spent,  101.  12s.  being  for  postage. 

Sheffield.—  The  Insurance  Commissioners  have  refused  to 
sanction  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  to  the  pharmacist 
engaged  for  the  purpose  of  checking  prescriptions  and 
chemists'  accounts,  except  as  a  temporary  expedient  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  six  weeks.  The  Commissioners  state 
that  the  whole  procedure  with  regard  to  the  checking  of 
the  accounts  is  under  consideration.  Mr.  Clarence  Hollings- 
worth,  who  had  been  appointed,  refused  to  accept  the  post 
for  six  weeks  only,  and  it  has  been  decided  to  appoint  a 
temporary  assistant  at  35.5.  per  week. 

Southampton.— The  Finance  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  reported  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  that  a  chemist  had  written  protesting  against  a 
reduction  in  his  priced  prescriptions,  and  _  giving  notice 
that  he  did  not  agree  with  the  alterations  in  his  account 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on  Insurance. 

Surrey. —The  Insurance  Committee  on  September  24  had 
before  them  a  report  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-committee 
regarding  complaints  made  in  respect  to  deductions  from 
chemists'  accounts  for  the  quarter  ended  April  15.  The 
Secretary  of  the  County  Association  of  Pharmacists  wrote 
requesting  that  the  matter  be  placed  before  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  to  be  remedied,  and  stated 
it  was  hardly  fair  that  deductions  should  bo  made  without 
the  creditor  being  able  to  see  why  such  was  done.  The 
sub-committee  recommended  that  Mr.  Neathercoat  be  asked 
to  consider  the  best  means  of  giving  effect  to  the  request, 
and  that  the  matter  be  further  considered  later  on.  Sir 
E.  Ellis  said  the  application  of  the  chemists  was  a  reason- 
able one,  and  the  sub-committeo  desired  to  know  the 
cheapest  and  best  way  in  which  if  could  be  done.  The 
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Chairman  also  thought  the  deductions  should  not  be  con- 
tinued, and  ought  to  have  been  remedied  at  first.  Subse- 
quently it  was  decided  that  chemists  take  farthings  up. 

Warwickshire.  —The  first  quarter's  payments  to 
chemists  amounted  to  1,018?.  2s.,  and  in  the  second  quarter 
to  1,037?.  13s.  lid.  The  payments  to  doctors  for  the  supply 
of  medicines  were  256?.  8s.  3<7.  in  the  first  quarter,  656?.  4s. 
in  the  second  quarter,  and  333?.  19s.  3(Z.  (in  advance)  for  the 
third  quarter. 

Worcestershire.— The  following  chemists  have  been 
appointed  on  the  District  Insurance  Committees  for  the 
county: — Bromsgrove  :  Messrs.  W.  Corbett  and  W.  F. 
Noak";  Droitwich :  Messrs.  F.  Cole  and  Stephen  Harris; 
Evesham  :  Messrs.  J.  J.  Meakins  and  W.  J.  Craven  ;  Hales- 
owen :  Messrs.  T.  Cooper  and  A.  E.  Kennersley ;  Kidder- 
minster :  Messrs.  Maurice  Smith  and  G.  H.  _  Taylor ;

''Drug  Tariff  Informer." — In  our  observations  upon  this 
series  of  tables  for  drugs  outside  the  tariff,  compiled  by 
Messrs.  Geo.  Shiach  Kitehin  and  John  B.  McVitae,  Glas- 
gow, we  stated  that  the  ounce  scale  is  in  10-grain  divisions, 
whereas  the  divisions  are  30  grains ;  and  when  we  said 
that  the  prices  range  from  j<?.  to  6s.  we  had  in  mind  the 
fact  that  the  table  gives  the  range  by  halfpennies  from 
gtf.  to  lUd.,  and  then  by  shillings  from  Is.  to  5s.  The 
"  Informer  "  may  be  obtained  for  5s..,  post  free,  from  Mr. 
G.  Shiach  Kitehin,  chemist,  Pollokshields,  Glasgow,  and 
stocks  are  held  by  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  London; 
Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd..  Liverpool ;  Messrs. 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  Birmingham;  Messrs. 
Harkness,  Beaumont  &  Co.,  Edinburgh  ;  and  Messrs.  W.  & 
R.  Hatrick  &  Co.,  Glasgow. 

The  Insurance  Commissioners  have  this  week  gazetted 
notices,  one  of  which  is  to  the  effect  that,  in  pursuance  of 
the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  Sections  15  and  65  of 
the  National  Insurance  Act.  1911,  and  by  the  National 
Insurance  (Joint  Committee)  Regulations,  1912,  they  are  to 
make  regulations  as  to  the  administration  of  Medical  Bene- 
fit, amending  the  National  Health  Insurance  (Administra- 
tion of  Medical  Benefit)  Regulations,  1912.  Draft  copies 
will  be  available,  but  probably  not  this  week.  Our  inqui'-i^s 
indicate  that  the  regulations  do  not  refer  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committees.  The  draft  regu- 
lations in  respect  to  these  appear  not  to  ha  ve  been  considered 
by  the  Advisory  Committee,  which  consideration  is  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  their  publication.  Our  inquiries  also 
indicate  that  the  long-expected  draft  will  be  available  in  the 
course  of  the  next  fortnight.  The  Commissioners  intimate 
in  the  "London  Gazette"  that  they  are  to  make  a  special 
order  excluding  from  the  operation  of  the  first  part  of  the 
1911  Act  the  following  among  other  classes  of  employment : 
Duly  qualified  medical  practitioner:  public  analyst;  regis- 
trar, assistant  registrar,  or  deputy  registrar  of  births, 
marriages,  or  deaths:  and  employment  under  a  contract  of 
apprenticeship  without  money  payment.

Council-meeting. 

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  Octo- 
ber 1.  All  the  councillors  were  present  with,  the  excep- 
tion of  Mr.  J.  R.  Young,  whose  indisposition  the 
President  said  is  but  temporary.  Mr.  Richard  Brem- 
ridge  has  presented  the  Society  with  a  large  portrait  of 
Mr.  C.  B.  Allen,  which  the  Council  accepted  with  grati- 
tude. The  President  reported  on  his  visit  to  Viennai 
and  The  Hague  as  representative  of  the  Society.  Mr. 
W.  H.  Gibson  and  Mr.  F.  A.  Rogers  emphasised  the  needs 
of  the  Benevolent  fund,  the  latter  commending  the  col- 
lecting-box system  for  use  in  the  pharmacy.  Four 
annuitants  are  to  be  elected  to  the  Fund  on  December  9. 
The  Local  Associations  Committee  is  to  give  a  lead  on 
the  question  of  co-ordinating  Pharmaceutical  Insurance- 
Committees  so  soon  as  the  regulations  are  issued  by  the 
National  Insurance  Commissioners.  The  negotiations, 
regarding  a  grant  from  the  Board  of  Education  in  aid 
of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  have  advanced  another  stage. 
A  draft  agreement  embodying  the  conditions  of  recipro- 
city of  pharmaceutical  diplomas  between  this  country  and 
New  South  Wales  was  approved  by  the  Council. 


The  Councillors  present  were  Mr.  E.  White  (Presi- 
dent), Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin  (Vice-President),  Mr.  W.  H. 
Gibson  (Treasurer),  and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen,  F.  E. 
Bilson,  W.  P.  Cross,  J.  H.  Cuff,  W.  L.  Currie,  F.  J. 
Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  D.  Gilmour,  A.  Hagon,  J.  F. 
Harrington,  J.  Harrison,  E.  T.  Neathercoat.  L.  M. 
Parry,  F.  A.  Rogers,  P.  F.  Rowsell,  F.  P.  Sergeant, 
and  T.  A.  White. 

The  President  opened  the  proceedings  punctually  at 
eleven  by  welcoming  back  the  councillors  after  the  holi- 
days. He  was  unable,  however,  to  promise  that  the 
work  to  be  accomplished  would  lessen  in  volume  com- 
pared with  last  year. 

The  President  also  drew  attention  to  a  large  photo- 
graphic portrait  of  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen,  which  has  been 
presented  to  the  Society  by  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge, 
who,  it  was  directed,  is  to  be  thanked  for  the  gift. 

The  President's  Visits. 

The  President  then  presented  reports  dealing  with  his 
visits  as  a  delegate  from  the  Society  to  Vienna  and  The 
Hague.  The  report  referring  to  Vienna  was  in  connection 
with  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Exhibition  promoted) 
by  the  Allgemeine  Oesterriches  Apotekervereines.  Mr. 
R.  S.  Herrlinger  acted  as  the  President's  guide  at  Vienna, 
and  in  his  company  Mr.  White  attended  the  Exhibition, 
which  was  opened  on  September  6  by  Prince  Zdenko- 
von  Lobkowitz  and  other  Government  officials.  He 
afterwards  attended  the  inaugural  banquet,  and  the  next 
week  had  an  opportunity  of  speaking  to  the  Archduke 
Karl  Franz  Josef,  who  made  inquiries  regarding  the 
state  of  pharmacy  in  England.  The  report  further 
referred  to  the  relative  position  of  pharmacist*  in  Great 
Britain  and  Austria,  and  to  the  fact  that  in  Austria 
certain  poisons  may  only  be  sold  on  medical  prescription. 

The  report  on  the  visit  to  the  International  Congress 
of  Pharmacy  referred  to  the  advantages  which  follow 
from  being  an  accredited  representative  of  the  British 
Government  and  the  courtesies  which  he  and  the  Secre- 
tary (Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock)  received  from  the  British 
Charge  d'Affaires  at  The  Hague.  The  chief  events  of 
the  Congress  were  outlined  in  the  report,  and  a 
reference  made  to  the  Dutch  scheme  of  health  insurance- 
with  which  the  Secretary  has  taken  care  to  familiarise 
himself. 

After  presenting  the  reports  the  President  asked  that 
official  letters  of  thanks   might  be  forwarded  to  those 
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persons  who  had  received  and  entertained  him  during 
his  visits. 

This  was  agreed  to. 

Elections. 

Eighteen  members  were  then  elected,  and  forty-one 
student  associates,  while  twenty-nine  persons  were 
restored  to  the  Society.  Seven  persons  had  their  names 
restored  to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists, 
having  made  the  required  declaration  and  paid  the 
restoration-fee  of  one  guinea. 

Finance  Committee. 
The  Treasurer  then  presented  the  report  of  th; 
'Finance  Committee.  According  to  this  the  receipts  of 
the  General  Fund  since  August  have  been  2,322/.  14s.  9d., 
made  up  as  follows  :  Penalties  and  costs,  150/.  8s.  6d.  ; 
subscriptions,  105/.  10s.  6(/.  ;  "Journal  "  and  publications, 
1,063/.  16s.  ;  restoration-fees,  etc.,  12/.  4s.  ;  registration- 
fees,  159/.  12?.  ;  school  fees,  18/.  ;  examination'-fees, 
798/.  2s.  ;  allowance  for  spoiled  stamps,  5/.  In.  9d.  After  de- 
ducting the  balance  of  the  amounts  authorised  for  payment 
at  the  last  meeting  a  balance  remained  of  533/.  13s.  Id. . 
from  which  the  following  payments  were  recommended  : 
"Journal"  and  publications,  386/.  19s.  3</.  ;  stationery, 
■etc.,  37/.  0.?.  10c/.  ;  current  expenses,  350/.  ;  salaries,  etc., 
345/.

10rf.— a  total  of 
1.446/.  12-?.  4(7.  The  balances  on  the  Benevolent  Fund 
were  as  follows  :  Current  account,  963/.

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  the  Treasurer 
compared  the  balances  with  what  they  were  a  year  ago, 
and  said  that  the  General  Fund  has  3,000/.  on  deposit, 
and  that  the  payments  are  this  year  less  by  855/.  In 
regard  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  the  amount  of  subscrip- 
tions received  has  been  "reasonably  good,"  but  the  Fund 
is  greatly  in  need  of  money.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
funds  will  be  practically  depleted,  and  already  there  is 
1,000/.  owing  to  the  General  Fund.  He  suggested  that  a 
whip  round  of  the  Associations  should  furnish  all  the 
money  that  is  needed.  It  was  also  stated  that  money 
had  been  returned  from  two  collecting-boxes,  yielding — 
Mr.  Martin  (Worthing)  1/.,  and  Mr.  J.  Hamerton 
■(Lewisham)  17s.  6d.  The  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assist- 
ants', and  Apprentices'  Association  has  also  sent  a  dona- 
tion of  two  guineas. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Resolutions  were  also  adopted  authorising  the  Treasurer 
to  pay  the  moieties  due  of  the  various  scholarships. 
Benevolent  Fund  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  committee  was  taken  in  committee. 
This  contained  an  estimate  that  by  December  31  the 
balance  on  the  current  account  would  be  reduced  to  133/. 
There  are  now  twenty-eight  annuitants  on  the  Fund, 
three  having  died  during  the  year.  It  was  recommended 
that  four  be  elected  on  December  9,  and  a  list  of  seven 
candidates  was  approved.  Grants  were  also  recom- 
mended of  147/.  8s. 

Mr.  Rogers,  Chairman  of  the  committee,  in  moving  the 
adoption  of  the  report,  made  an  earnest  appeal  for  funds. 
He  mentioned  the  unique  position  of  the  Fund  in  be.ng 
worked  free  of  expense.  He  said  that  no  matter  how 
"busy  a  chemist  may  be,  or  how  little  his  reward  m'ght 
he  for  his  labiurs,  he  should  be  able  to  contribute  some- 
thing to  the  Fund.  He  referred  approvingly,  to  the  system 
of  collecting-boxes  which  was  inaugurated  last  year. 

Mr.  Gifford  added  that  the  catholicity  observed  in 
the  administration  of  the  Fund  enables  even  those  who 
are  not  members  of  the  Society  to  subscribe  to  it. 

The  President  mentioned  that  there  are  thirty-five 
■collecting-boxes  in  use,  from  which  a  regular  income  is 
expected. 

Mr.  Parry  said  the  boxes  are  useful  for  receiving  small 
payments  at  personal  weighing-machines. 

•  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  referred  to  the  electron  he  is  in- 
terested in  of  an  orphan  to  the  Wolverhampton  Orphan- 
age. He  had  received  a  considerable  number  of  papers, 
hut  efforts  should  not  be  relaxed,  as  about  600  votes  are 
needed. 

Mr.  Gilmour  spoke  'of  the  valuable  aid  which  the  Fund 
renders  in  promoting  peace  of  mind  in  the  aged,  and 


also  of  the  impartiality  with  which  the  Fund  is  adminis- 
tered. 

The  report  was  adopted  and  also  a  resolution  regarding 
the  election  of  four  annuitants  on  December  9. 

Apprentices  Registered.. 

The  Registrar  made  his  monthly  return  of  apprentices 
or  students  registered.  The  number  this  time  is  seventy- 
nine  since  July. 

Local  Associations  Committee. 

Mr.  Neathercoat  presented  the  report  of  the  meeting 
of  this  committee  held  on  the  previous  day.  -  This 
stated  that  since  the  last  meeting  local  associations  have 
been  advised  regarding  stock  mixtures,  the  May  meeting 
of  delegates,  and  the  new  statutory  pharmaceutical  com- 
mittees. The  Secretary  reported  to  the  committee  that 
he  visited  the  South-West  London  Association  of  Phar- 
macists on  September  26  and  found  it  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  A  scheme  of  district  meetings  was  discussed 
and  approved  for  submission  to  the  Council.  The  con- 
templated conference  of  delegateo  from  local  Associa- 
tions regarding  Section  33  of  the  National  Insurance  Act 
Amendment  Act  was  considered.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Commissioners'  regulations  definite  steps  cannot  yet  be 
taken  in  the  matter.  It,  was  recommended  that  the 
Secretary  be  authorised  to  convene  the  Conference  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  regulations  have  been  issued. 

Mr.  Neathercoat  explained  the  various  parts  of  the 
report,  and  said  the  first  district  meeting  will  be  held 
at  Chester  on  October  22.  The  question  of  co-ordinating 
pharmaceutical  committees  is  engaging  attention,  and  a 
lead  will  be  given  as  soon  as  the  regulations  are  issued. 

Mr.  Bilson  agreed  that  the  lead  must  come  from  the 
Council,  which  was  never  in  a  better  position  to  give  it 
than  it  is  to-day. 

Mr.  Currie  hoped  there  would  be  no  further  multi- 
plication of  associations  for  chemists  to  join.  It  would 
be  a  political  error  to  spring  more  new  bodies  on  the 
country. 

Mr.  *  Rowsell  inquired  regarding  the  suggested  con- 
ference of  delegates,  and 

Mr.  Neathercoat  explained  that  these  would  be  dele- 
gates from  local  Associations.  As  the  meeting  would  b'e 
held  as  soon  as  the  regulations  have  been  issued,  many 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  would  not  have  been 
formed. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Parry,  the  Secretary 
said  that*  November  1  is  the  last  day  for  submitting  the 
new  tariff  to  Insurance  Committees. 

Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  was  added  to  the  Local  Associations 
Committee. 

Parliamentary  Committee. 
The  part  of  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  which  was  taken  in  public 
referred  to  the  acceptance  of  the  pharmaceutical  section 
in  the  National  Insurance  Act  Amendment  Act.  It  was 
also  stated  that  the  revised  drug-tariff  is  ready  to  be 
sent  out.  A  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  select  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1914. 

Correspondence. 
The  Board  of  Education  intimated  acceptance  of  the 
Society's  application  for  a  grant  in  aid  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy. 

Several  councillors  asked  about  this  matter,  particu- 
larly in  regard  to  the  conditions  that  will  be  attached 
to  the  grant.  The  President  said  that  there  are  prac- 
tically no  conditions  beyond  an  undertaking  to  continue 
the  school  and  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  existing 
students.  He  promised,  moreover,  to  bring  the  matter 
before  the  Council  for  acceptance. 

The  Educational  Institute  of  Scotland  asked  for  the 
recognition  of  the  new  Medical  Preliminary  examination. 

The  President  explained  that  the  question  is  whether 
the  old  Medical  Preliminary  should  be  continued  for 
pharmaceutical  students. 

Mr.  Sargeant  said  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  raise  the 
standard  of  the  examination  at  the  present  time. 
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■  Mr.  Gilmour  suggested  that  the  new  examination  could 
be  accepted,  in  addition  to  the  old  examination,  until 
the  new  regulations  regarding  the  Preliminary  are  de- 
cided upon. 

.  This  course  was  agreed  to. 

The  Colonial  Office  forwarded  a  copy  of  the  Opium  >ct, 
1913,  for  the  Bahamas.  The  President  is  to  deal  with  this. 

A  Bell  scholar  who  has  passed  the  Minor  examination 
this  month,  was  given  permission  to  continue  the  Major 
course  this  session. 

The  Salters'  Company  approved  of  the  selection  of 
Mr.  W.  R.  Pratt  as  Salters'  Research  Fellow  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Imperial  Reciprocity. 
Correspondence  was  received  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Western  Australia  and  the  Pharmacy  Board 
of  Tasmania,  submitting  details  of  the  curricula  and 
examinations  with  a  view  to  reciprocity  of  pharmaceutical 
diplomas. 

The  Secretary  said  the  matter  is  not  yet  sufficiently 
forward  for  discussion,  and  it  was  adjourned. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  draft  reciprocity  agreement 
which  had  been  arranged  with  Mr.  Wadsworth.  on 
behalf  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South  Wales. 
This  embodied  the ,  details  which  are  desirable  in  the 
interests  of  the  two  Societies,  and  it  is  hoped  will  form  a 
good  model  for  other  bodies. 

The  draft  was  approved  of. 

The  Society's  Staff. 

The  remainder  of  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  was  taken  in  committee. 
On  resuming,  certain  recommendations  of  the  sub-com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  the  status  and  conditions 
of  the  Society's  staff  were  adopted.  These  recommen- 
dations involve  the  appointment  of  Mr.  H.  Moon  as 
Deputy  Registrar,  and  the  alteration  of  the  title  of  Mr. 
J.  Rutherford  Hill  tfoom  "an  Assistant  Secretary  in 
Scotland"  to  "Resident  Secretary  in  Scotland." 

This  concluded  the  public  business. 


Opening  of  the  Session. 

The  seventy-second  session  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
was  opened  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  October  1,  when  the 
lecture-theatre  was  crowded  in  all  parts.  The  sessional 
address-  was  given  by  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  F.C.S.,  director 
of  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Laboratories,  who  was 
also  presented  with  the  Hanbury  gold  medal.  The  Presi- 
dent came  into  the  lecture-theatre  a  few  minutes  after 
three  o'clock,  and  was  accompanied  by  most  of  the  Coun- 
cillors and  examiners-,  besides  the  professors  and  distin- 
guished guests.  When  all  were  seated  it  was  noticed  that 
the  President  was  supported  on  the  right  by  Dr.  Power, 
Sir  W.  A.  Tilden,  F.R.S.,  Professor  J.  P.  Remington

Alfred  Wright,  Mr.  R.  F.  Young. 

The  occasion  was  one  of  reunion,  and  after  the  proceed- 
ings concluded,  about  five,  nearly  an  hour  was  spent  in 


the  Examination  Hall  over  a  cup  of  tea.  Seldom  has  the 
School  had  so  happy  and  successful  an  inauguration. 

The  President,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  said  : 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — We  are  met  for  the  discharge 
of  a  very  pleasant  function — namely  the  distribution 
of  the  prizes  and  other  awards  gained  here  during 
the  past  session.  For  some  years  it  has  been  the 
custom  to  have  the  distribution  of  prizes  at  the  end 
of  the  session — relating  entirely  to  the  prizes  gained  in 
the  school  of  the  Society — in  June,  and  in  October  to 
have  this  opening  of  the  session,  when  the  scholar- 
ships and  prizes  outside  the  school  were  distributed 
and  the  inaugural  address  delivered.  This  year,  the 
Council  decided,  in  its  wisdom — I  speak  of  the  Council 
as  always  wise  whatever  happens — (laughter  and 
applause) — to  combine  the  two  functions  so  as,  if 
possible,  to  have  a  concentrated  interest  and  a  bigger 
attendance.  We  hope,  and  indeed  we  feel  sure,  that 
the  attendance  here  to-day  has  quite  justified  the  Council 
in  making  the  alteration.  Now  the  first  part  of  my 
duty  is  to  call  upon  the  Dean  to  report  upon  the 
progress  of  the  school  during  the  session  and  the  prize 
competitions. 

Retort  on  the  School. 
The  Dean  (Professor  H.  G.  Greenish)  reported  that 
last  session  seventy-three  students  attended  in  the  school, 
of  whom  fifty-eight  entered  for  complete  Minor  or 
Major  courses.  With  very  few  exceptions  work  was 
maintained  steadily  throughout  the  whole  period  of 
study,  with  very  satisfactory  results  at  the  statutory 
examinations.  .The  twenty-two  students  in  the  Major 
class  presented  themselves  for  examination  and  only 
one  failed  to  satisfy  the  examiners.  In  the  Minor 
results,  though  good,  were  not  quite  so  satisfactory, 
thirty-one  passing  out  of  forty.  The  Dean  then  referred 
to  the  results  of  the  class  examinations,  viz.  :

Professor  Greenish  also  spoke  of  the  successes  of  in- 
dividual students  in  other  examinations,  then 

The  Prizes  were  Presented 
by  the  President,  whose  witty  remarks  to  the  recipients 
were  much  appreciated.  Thus,  to  Mr.  Collins  he 
said  that  the  name  on  the  Martindale  medal  and 
the  face  on  the  medal  ought  to  be  an  inspiration 
to  him,  because  the  name  of  Martindale  is  revered 
in  every  place  where  pharmacy  is  practised.  (Hear, 
hear.)  Addressing  Miss  Grimshaw,  he  expressed 
wonder  at  what  the  men  had  been  doing  that 
they  allowed  the  ladies  to  take  so  many  of  the  most 
coveted  prizes.  Miss  Grimshaw  could  not  have  done- 
better  had  she  tried.  He  believed  her  father  was  present 
on  that  occasion — in  fact,  he  had  lunched  with  him — 
(laughter) — and  he  was  as  pleased  on  the  occasion  as 
she  must  be.  He  hoped  that  next  year  they  would  again 
see  her  at  the  table.  Calling  next  for  Miss  Yates,  the 
President  remarked  that  the  ladies  had  won  three  out 
of   five    medals.      This    was    not    a    fair    proportion — 
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(laughter) — and  he  hoped  that  during  the  coming  session 
the  men  would  work  a  bit  more  zealously  than  they  had 
done  in  the  last  one,  in  order  to  equalise  matters. 

Herbarium  Competition. 

Mr.  Holmes,  the  adjudicator  in  the  Herbarium  Com- 
petition, read  his  report  thereon.  He  stated  that  since 
Miss  Gertrude  Wren  carried  off  the  silver  medal  in  1906 
no  lady  student  had  competed  for  a  herbarium  prize. 
He  repeated  what  he  had  reported  to  the  August  meeting 
of  the  Council,  the  awards  being  :  Silver  medal,  John 
Maurice  Bryan ;  bronze  medal.  Miss  J.  M.  K.  Ledger ; 
and  certificate  of  honour,  Miss  Vera  M.  Lord.  Mr. 
Bryan  and  Miss  Ledger  then  received  their  medals,  both 
being  heartily  applauded. 

Before  calling  upon  Mr.  E.  H.  Farr  to  report  on  the 
award  of  the 

Pereira  and  Other  Medals 
the  President  briefly  explained  the  object  of  the  com- 
petition for  these  medals  by  the  youngest  pharmaceutical 
chemists  in  the  country. 

Mr.  Farr  told  how  they  had  been  won,  as  follows  : 
Pereira  medal,  J.  C.  Jinks;  Silver  medal,  S.  K.  Crews; 
and  Bronze  medal,  W.  Cooper. 

The  President,  in  congratulating  Mr.  Jinks,  said  : 
"You  have  heard  what  Mr.  Fair  has  said  about  you. 
I  hope  you  deserve  it.  (Laughter.)  Everyone  will  be 
disappointed  if  you  do  not,  in  future  years,  prove  your- 
self an  ornament  to  the  school."  (Applause.)  To  Mr. 
Crews  he  remarked  that  he  had  er.rned  no  mean  distinction. 

The  Jacob  Bell  Scholarships 
were  next  on  the  programme,  and  Mr.  Gamble  reported 
that  out  of  the  fourteen  candidates  the  examiners  found 
Cyril  Jack  Eastland  and  Arthur  Joseph  Somer  to  be  the 
best.  He  congratulated  Mr.  Eastland  in  that  he  had 
very  excellent  papers  on  all  subjects,  and  very  easily  led 
the  field  on  every  subject.  Mr.  Gamble  added  that  it  had 
been  a  disappointment  to  him  that  no  single  candidate 
took  German.  He  did  not  know  if  this  was  because 
French  was  an  easier  examination.  He  hoped,  in  any 
case,  that  it  did  not  mean  that  pharmacists  did  not  care 
for  German,  because  it  was  important  that  they  should 
learn  it  if  they  coveted  higher  positions.  (Applause.)  The 
syllabus  of  the  examination  effected  its  purpose  very 
well. 

The  President,  in  presenting  the  scholars  with  gifts 
of  books,  expressed  the  hope  that  in  future  years  they 
would  cherish  the  memory  of  the  Society  which  had  been 
their  pharmaceutical  nurse.  (Applause.) 

The  Salters'  Research  Scholarship 
was  next  presented  to  Mr.  W.  R.  Pratt. 

Dr.  Power  then  read  the  inaugural  sessional  address, 
which  is  printed  on  p.  36  (index  folio  514). 

Vote  of  Thanks. 

Sir  William  Tilden  was  accorded  an  enthusiastic  recep- 
tion when  he  responded  to  the  call  of  the  President.  He 
said  :  Mr.  President,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, — I  regard 
at  as  a  great  privilege  to  have  been  permitted  to  attend 
•on  this  interesting  occasion,  and  I  should  like  to  return 
my  hearty  thanks  to  the  President  and  Council  for  the 
invitation  they  were  good  enough  to  extend  to  me.  But 
may  I,  before  I  pass  on  to  the  duty  which  has  been  im- 
posed upon  me,  just  mention  one  fact  which  strikes  me 
personally?  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  attending 
pharmaceutical  meetings  in  these  buildings — originally  in 
the  room  upstairs,  not  here — for  upwards  of  fifty  years,  and 
on  every  occasion  that  I  have  come  to  a  meeting  up  to  the 
present  time,  I  have  been  sitting  beside  the  President  a 
gentleman  of  the  name  of  Bremridge.  (Hear,  hear.) 
Not  only  do  I  miss  to-day  my  old  friend  Richard,  who 
has,  of  course,  recently  retired  from  among  you,  but  my 
memory  carries  me  back  to  old  Elias  Bremridge,  who 
was  a  very  good  friend  to  me  and  a  great  many 
of  my  contemporaries.  I  mention  this  because,  as  I  say, 
it  strikes  me  that  this  is  the  first  occasion  that  I  have  been 
to  a  pharmaceutical  meeting  and  found  no  Bremridge 
present. 

Well,  now,  I  am  permitted  to  have  the  great  privilege 
of  asking  you  to  return  a  very  cordial  vote  of  thanks  to 


the  lecturer  on  this  occasion.  And  perhaps  I  may  venture 
to  say  that  there  are  not  many  people  in  this  room  better 
qualified  to  do  that  than  I  myself  am — (applause) — for 
this  simple  reason.  In  the  first  place,  I  spent  five  years 
in  the  study  and  practice  of  pharmacy,  or  four  yeai'6  in 
practice,  and  one  year  in  the  school  here,  and  I 
spent  upwards  of  a  year  in  the  laboratory  of  a  chemist 
who  was  famous  in  his  day,  and  whose  name,  I  am  sure, 
is  familiar  to  Dr.  Power  if  not  to  everyone  present — I 
mean  Dr.  Stenhouse.  Stenhouse  was  a  man  who  devoted 
himself  to  just  that  department  of  chemistry  which  Dr. 
Power  so  ably  represents.  'Stenhouse  made  his  great 
reputation  in  consequence  of  having  isolated  from  vege- 
table sources  probably  the  largest  number  of  definite 
principles  that,  I  think,  can  be  claimed  by  almost  any 
body,  or  any  chemist,  in  the  whole  range  of  chemical 
literature.  (Hear,  hear.)  In  1862,  I  remember,  at  the 
Great  Exhibition,  he  had  a  case  of  products  of  his 
own  discovery — I  hope  they  have  not  been  dispersed.  It 
was  a  remarkable  case  of  products  of  all  sorts,  which 
were  the  results  of  his  own  original  research.  It  was  a 
great  advantage  to  me  to  be  associated  with  Dr.  Stenhouse, 
and  to  learn  from  him  something  of  his  ways.  And  I 
think,  in  a  sort  of  way,  it  influenced  my  work  in  after- 
life, because  I  have  always  been  interested  in  this  sort 
of  plant  chemistry.  When  I  was  a  young  demonstrator 
iir  the  school  here — ("hear,  hear,"  and  applause) — more 
than  five-and-f orty  years  ago,  I  did  what  I  could  to  carry 
on  little  researches  in  connection  with  vegetable  products, 
and  perhaps  I  may  venture  to  congratulate  the  Council 
to-day  upon  the  enormous  difference  of  aspect,  the 
enormous  difference  of  spirit,  which  prevails  to-day  in- 
reference  to  that  kind  of  work.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  remem- 
ber writing  a  little  paper  on  decoction  of  aloes,  and  it 
was  read  at  an  evening  meeting,  or  at  the  conference. 
It  was  thought  to  be  all  right,  but  when  I  tried  to  find 
the  constitution  of  aloin  and  other  somewhat  novel  pro- 
ducts, I  was  told  that  probably  the  Council  would  not 
like  that  as  it  was  a  little  too  scientific.  (Laughter.) 
Now  I  think  the  Council  may  claim  that  all  that  has  now 
changed.  (Applause.)  You  have  here  a  school  in  which 
scientific  principles  are  applied  to  pharmacy,  and  you 
have  a  considerable  body  of  purely  scientific  work 
emanating  from  the  laboratories  of  the  school.  You  have 
a  Salters'  Research  Fellow,  whose  business  it  is  to  find 
out — not  what  is  in  decoction  of  aloes,  but  to  find  out 
what  he  can  about  .the  changes  that  take  place,  and  I 
always  maintain  that  that  is  the  right  spirit  in  which  the 
research  should  be  conducted.    (Hear,  hear.) 

With  this  preliminary,  perhaps  I  may  be  allowed  to 
ask  you  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  resolution  which 
I  will  put  in  a  moment.  I  am  sure  you  won't  fully  appre- 
ciate as  I  do  the  immense  services  which  have  been 
rendered  by  Dr.  Power  to  vegetable  physiology — (ap- 
plause)— unless  you  have  read  a  considerable  number  of 
his  papers.  I  have  read,  I  will  not  venture  to  say  all, 
but  I  have  read  a  great  many  of  them,  and  I  am  often 
astonished  at  the  extraordinary  insight,  the  extraordinary 
skill  that  he  displays,  not  merely  like  Stenhouse  and  the 
earliest  chemists,  getting  things  different,  but  actually 
separating  them  in  such  a  condition  of  purity  that  in 
a  great  many  cases  they  can  be  quantitatively  estimated. 
And  I  will  say  again,  some  of  his  results  have  caused 
me — possessing  as  I  do  some  little  experience  of  this 
kind  of  thing — the  utmost  surprise  and  feeling  of  admira- 
tion. ("  Hear,  hear,"  and  applause.)  Dr.  Power  hasto- 
day  recommended  the  students  to  look  at  Hanbury's  work, 
and  I  would  support  that  recommendation  in  the  strongest 
possible  way.  I  do  not  know  if  pharmaceutical  students 
differ  from  other  students.  Unfortunately  I  did  not,  but, 
generally  speaking,  students  on  these  occasions  act,  but 
not  on  the  advice  that  is  offered  to  them.  (Laughter  and 
"  hear,  hear.")  It  is  perhaps  better  that  the  young  men 
should  go  their  own  way,  but  it  is  not  a  great  thing  for 
them  to  remember  that  some  men  have  lived  before  them, 
and  among  those  people  are  those  whose  names  are 
Hanbury  and  Power.  ("Hear,  hear,"  and  applause.)  I 
therefore,  not  only  urge  them  to  read  "  Pharmacogranhia  " 
and  Hanbury's  "Science  Papers,"  but  to  read  and  care- 
fully study  the  works  of  Dr.  Power  and  his  associates. 
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(Hear,  hear.)  For  there  you  have  models — models,  I  say 
— of  research  of  a  character  the  difficulty  of  which  can 
only  be  fully  appreciated  by  those  who  try  their  hands  at 
the  same  sort  of  business.  ("  Hear,  hear,"  and  applause.) 
And  now,  Sir,  I  won't  detain  you  any  longer.  My  busi- 
ness is  now  to  ask  you  to  return  cordial  thanks  to  Dr. 
Power,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  we  shall  all  have  the 
opportunity  of  reading  this  splendid  discourse  at  home 
and  at  our  leisure.  (Applause.) 

The  President  :  I  should  like  to  ask  Professor  Rem- 
ington, of  Philadelphia,  to  support  the  resolution.  The 
name  of  Remington  is  known  to  everybody  in  this  room, 
particularly  on  account  of  his  books  and  his  well-known 
reputation.  He  happens  to  be  a  very  old  friend  of  Dr. 
Power,  and  we  are  fortunate  to  have  him  in  England  at 
the  present  time.  I  am  sure  he  will  be  pleased  to 
support  the  resolution. 

Some  Humour  and  Pathos. 
Professor  Joseph  P.  Remington  (Philadelphia),  who 
was  welcomed  with  hearty  applause,  said  :  I  second  the 
resolution  with  all  my  heart.  We  are  here  because  we 
heard  that  Dr.  Power  was  to  receive  this  very  great 
honour.  I  do  not  know  who  arranged  it,  but  the  Inter- 
national Congress  of  The  Hague  was  fixed  at  such  a  time 
as  suited  us  to  be  here  to  witness  the  conferring  of  this 
great  honour  on  Dr.  Power.  (Applause.)  May  I  follow 
the  example  of  Sir  William  Tilden  by  making  a  few 
remarks  before  seconding  the  resolution  ?  And  in  the  first 
place  let  me  pay  some  notice  to  the  students.  My  heart 
always  goes  out  to  the  students,  because  I  am  with  them 
all  the  time.  I  may  tell  you  that  Dr.  Power  was  one 
oi  my  first  students.  I  had  the  honour  of  being  his 
instructor  as  far  back  as  1872.  (Applause.)  I  do  not 
suppose  there  is  one  in  the  room  who  remembers  anything 
that  happened  as  far  back  as  1872.  (Laughter.)  Well, 
you  know,  ours  is  a  young  country.  (More  laughter.)  I 
noticed  that  when  those  students  came  forward  to  get 
their  prizes  they  were  a  little  bit  slow.  Now,  we  have 
never  been  accused  of  that.  (Laughter  and  applause.) 
They  certainly  were  a  little  bit  backward  in  coming 
forward,  as  we  say  over  there,  but  nevertheless  they 
managed  to  get  right  here  to  get  their  prizes,  and  a 
happier  lot  could  not  be  seen.  They  had  a  lustre  in  their 
eye,  and  appeared  as  if  they  were  grinning  all  over  them. 
(Laughter.)  I  remember  Dr.  Power  very  well  indeed. 
His  graduation  was  almost  at  the  same  time  as  I  took 
up  lecturing  and  was  made  a  member  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy.  There  was  in  the 
same  class  another  American  whom  I  call  an  International 
pharmacist — no  less  than  Henry  S.  Wellcome — (loud  ap- 
plause)— who  has  done  so  much  to  bring  all  pharmaceutical 
research  and  all  medical  research  together,  and  make 
pharmacy  and  medicine  more  useful  as  beneficent  institu- 
tions for  the  cure  of  ill-health,  for  the  cure  of  disease, 
by  promoting  health  in  every  way.  Continuing,  Professor 
Remington  said  :  Certainly  you  have  great  examples  here  : 
names  of  men  who  are  here,  names  of  men  who  have 
gone  to  their  reward.  And  I  too,  Sir,  miss  a  face.  There 
does  not  seem  to  be  quite  the  same  aspect  to  be  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  without  seeing 
Michael  Carteighe,  and  grasping  his  hand,  the  hand  of 
that  hearty  Irishman  whose  symbol  was  work,  and  who 
did  so  much  for  English  pharmacy — ay,  and  for  American 
pharmacy.  I  could  go  on  to  mention  the  names  of  those 
who  are  missing,  but  at  the  same  time  that  is  the  usual 
course  of  events.  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  your  President  and  his  colleagues  for  their  great 
cordiality,  for  their  expressions  of  kindness,  and  for  the 
real  help  that  they  gave  to  myself  and  to  my  colleague, 
Professor  Koch,  when  we  were  at  The  Hague  last  week. 
From  what  has  transpired  during  the  last  few  weeks  it 
seems  as  if  England  and  America  are  being  drawn  to- 
gether nearer  and  nearer  every  day.  ("  Hear,  hear,"  and 
applause.)  And  I  hope  the  time  will  never  come  when 
there  will  be  anything  else  but  peace  and  happiness  and 
concord  in  the  relations  between  the  Mother  and  the 
Daughter.  (Renewed  applause.)  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  this  occasion  is  one  which  I  feel,  in  pharmacy, 
will  draw  us  together.  I  feel  that  in  presenting  this 
Hanbury  medal  to  Dr.  Power  you  are  doing  all  this. 


Well,  he  deserves  it;  in  every  respect  he  has  earned  it. 
("Hear,  hear,"  and  applause.)  At  the  same  time, 
it  is  an  occasion  when  American  pharmacy  can 
come  to  English  pharmacy  and  rejoice  with  you 
over  the  presentation  of  this  medal.  We  are  progressing 
in  the  United  States;  going  forward  as  you  are.  We 
feel  the  necessity  for  continued  research.  Every  day 
makes  it  more  important  than  ever  that  progress  and 
development  should  be  made,  and  they  are  going  on  at  a 
terrific  rate.  Dr.  Power's  career  presents  to  us  a  record 
of  continual  and  persistent  toil  with  one  object  before 
him — exhaustive  scientific  research.  He  has  gone  for- 
ward in  his  object  until  now  he  has  attained  this  great 
honour.  (Hear,  hear.)  May  I  say  something  about  the 
last  occasion — the  first  and  the  last  until  now — when  a 
Hanbury  medal  went  to  the  other  side — across  the  Atlan- 
tic ?  That  was  in  1893,  when  Michael  Carteighe  brought 
that  Hanbury  medal  over  with  him  to  Chicago  to  the 
great  World's  Fair  which  was  held  there  in  that  year,  to 
present  it  to  the  man  whom  Dr.  Power  delights  to*  honour 
— Professor  John  Maisch.  (Hear,  hear.)  Unfortunately, 
Professor  Maisch  was  then  dying  at  his  home  in  Philadel- 
phia. At  the  Seventh  International  Congress,  which  met 
at  Chicago  at  that  time,  Mr.  Carteighe  handed  me  the 
medal  and  asked  that  I  would  personally  give  it  to  Pro- 
fessor Maisch.  Never  in  my  life  will  I  forget  that  scene. 
I  went  to  his  wife,  after  the  meeting  in  Chicago,  and 
told  her  that  I  was  the  bearer  of  the  medal.  I  told 
her  that,  if  possible,  I  would  like  to  give  it  personally 
to  Professor  Maisch.  Professor  Maisch  was  dying.  He  had 
an  affection  of  the  oesophagus ;  it  was  impossible  for  him 
to  swallow,  and  for  three  months  he  just  like  flickered 
out.  He  was  in  his  room,  the  western  sun-rays  were  just 
going,  and  his  wife  held  him  up.  He  was  just  able 
to  recognise  me,  but  I  told  him  of  the  great  honour  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  had  con- 
ferred upon  him,  and  then  handed  him  the  medal.  And 
his  eyes  glittered,  and  he  thanked  me — his  voice  was 
hardly  gone.  How  many  times  do  we  see  scientific  men 
working,  working,  working  to  the  end  of  their  lives ; 
finally,  at  the  last  moment  to  receive  the  honours  and 
rewards  of  their  labours  ?  In  the  case  of  Dr.  Power,  it 
will  be  different.  I  am  sure  he  has  still  the  promise  of 
many  years  of  usefulness.  ("Hear,  hear,"  and  loud 
applause.)  He  is  still  with  us,  and  I  hope  that  to  you, 
lo  me,  to  all  of  us,  and  to  the  future  students  who  may 
come  to  these  halls,  the  example  of  Dr.  Power's  great 
industry,  great  ability,  and  continual  work  will  be  an 
incentive.    (Loud  applause.) 

Mr.  N.  H.  Martin  :  I  would  only  ask  one  minute  to 
support  this  vote  of  thanks,  and  to  congratulate  Dr. 
Power  on  the  choice  of  the  subject  of  his  address.  I  do 
not  think  anything  more  inspiring  could  have  been  read 
before  the  students.  The  keynote  of  Daniel  Hanbury 's 
life  was  thoroughness.  That  book  of  his,  "  Pharmaco- 
graphia, "  bristles  with  references.  I  know  from  my  own 
personal  knowledge  that  not  one  single  reference  was 
recorded  which  was  not  verified  by  Daniel  Hanbury 
personally.  That  same  quality  of  thoroughness  also  in- 
spires the  lecturer  in  all  his  work.  He  favours  me  by 
sending  me  copies  of  the  various  researches  which  he 
makes,  and  while,  like  Sir  William  Tilden,  I  have  not 
read  them  all,  but  most  of  them,  I  admire  the  work  that 
he  has  done,  and  I  congratulate  the  Society  on  his 
receiving  this:  medal.  I  may  also  add,  as  a  personal 
thing,  that  I  was  present — Mr.  Martindale  and  myself 
went  to  Chicago  along  with  Mr.  Carteighe,  and  I  was  in 
that  sense  part  bearer  of  the  medal  which  Professor 
Remington  handed  to  Professor  Maisch. 

Presentation  of  the  Hanbury  Medal. 

The  President  :  There  is  no  need  for  me  to  put  the 
resolution,  as  it  is  received  with  acclamation.  We  have 
reserved  the  most  interesting  function  to  the  last.  The 
Hanbury  medal  is  founded  in  memory  of  the  late  Daniel 
Hanbury.  We  thought  it  fitting  that  to-day  there  should 
appear  on  the  wall  the  very  fine  portrait  of  Daniel  Han- 
bury. I  believe  it  is  really  a  very  good  portrait  of  him 
as  he  was  shortly  before  his  death,  and  it  appears  there 
so  that  Dr.  Power  should  see  the  face  of  Hanbury. 
Shortly  after  his  death  in  1875  there  was  a  fund  collected 
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to  perpetuate  his  memory.  The  fund  was  invested,  and 
the  proceeds  are  used  to  provide  a  medal  which  is  given 
every  second  year  to  some  scientific  investigator  who 
follows,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the  lines  of  Daniel  Han- 
bury,  who  was  chiefly  distinguished  for  his  investigation 
of  the  natural  history  and  chemistry  of  drugs.  This  year 
oun  choice  has  fallen  upon  Dr.  Frederick  Belding  Power. 
(Applause.)  Dr.  Power  was  born  in  America,  and  when 
still  a  young  man  he  was  an  accredited  pharmacist  in  the 
States.  Then  eventually  he  came  to  Europe  and  matricu- 
lated at  the  University  of  Strasburg.  There  he  came  under 
the  charm  of  the  personality  of  Professor  Fliickiger.  It  is 
a  curious  coincidence  that  Professor  Fliickiger  was 
awarded  the  first  Hanbury  medal  in  1881,  and  that  to-day 
we  have  one  of  his  pupils  receiving  it  in  succession  to  him. 
(Applause.)  That  association  of  the  name  of  Professor 
Fliickiger  with  the  medal  is  very  fitting  to  the  whole  of 
this  ceremony,  for  he  and  Daniel  Hanbury  were  associated 
for  many  years  in  joint  work  which  they  undertook  and 
which  has  lived  in  "  Pharmacographia."  (Applause.)  We 
are  enabled  also,  by  the  generosity  of  Sir  Thomas  Han- 
bury— I  wish  to  associate  his  name  with  this  award — to 
present  the  sum  of  50?.  with  the  medal.  I  am  sure  that  in 
adding  Dr.  Power's  name  to  the  list  of  illustrious  men  who 
have  preceded  him  we  are  doing  nothing  more  than  adding

lustre  to  that  assembly  of  great  men.  (Loud  applause.) 
Dr.  Power's  work  has  already  been  mentioned  by  Sir 
William  Tilden  and  Professor  Remington.  His  industry 
is  amazing.  The  volume  of  his  work  in  the  Wellcome  Re- 
search Laboratory  is  sustaining,  and  its  quality  is  no  less 
sustaining.  We  feel  sure  that  the  Hanbury  medal  is 
merely  a  reward  of  merit  which  has  been  very  richly  de- 
served. (Hear,  hear.)  Turning  to  the  recipient  of  the 
honour,  the  President  said  :  Dr.  Power,  I  have  to  ask  you, 
sir,  to  accept  from  my  hands  this  medal,  and  I  feel  that 
the  whole  meeting  joins  with  me  in  wishing  you  long  life 
and  prosperity.  May  you  have  every  success  in  your  after- 
life !  I  congratulate  you  on  the  honour  done  you.  (Loud 
applause.) 

Dr.  Power,  on  rising  to  acknowledge  the  presentation, 
received  a  hearty  ovation.  There  are  times,  he  said,  when 
one  realises  the  inadequacy  of  words  to  express  one's 
innermost  feelings,  even  though  they  be  those  of  thanks 
and  gratitude.  Such  an  occasion  is  the  present  moment. 
There  is  no  scientific  honour  that  I  should  value  more 
highly  than  the  Hanbury  medal,  and  there  is  certainly 
none  higher  throughout  the  world  that  pharmacy  can 
bestow  on  account  of  its  associations,  which  extend  far 
into  the  past  and  have  become  hallowed  by  time.  The 
beautiful  token  which  you  have  now  presented  to  me  wTil 
always  be  a  very  precious  possession.  In  receiving  this 
medal  and  the  memento  which  accompanies  it  I  cannot, 
perhaps,  express  my  feelings  and  appreciation  more  fully 
or  more  fittingly  than  to  assure  you  of  my  grateful  thanks. 
(Applause.) 

The  President  concluded  the  proceedings  by  inviting 
the  company  to  take  tea  in  the  Examination  Hall. 


MEDICAL  GLEANINGS. 


The  Use  of  Adamon. 

Adamon  has  been  employed  successfully  by  Frank  as 
an  anaphrodisiac  in  doses  of  3  grams  either '  in 
powders  or  tablets.  It  is  of  use  in  the  complications 
following  gonorrhoea,  which  are  often  very  painful  and 
difficult  to  treat.  (See  0.  tt-  D.  Diary,  1913,  p.  468.) 
Treatment  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
Dr.  J.  C.  Voight,  in  "  The  Lancet,"  gives  further  par- 
ticulars of  his  treatment  of  phthisis  with  guaiacol.  The 
following  is  Dr.  Voight's  prescription  for  guaiacol  mix- 
ture, which  is  given  with  or  without  guaiacol  carbonate 
capsules  or  "  palatinoids  "  : 

Guaiacol  pur.    hvxxx.-xl. 

Quin.  hydrochlor  gr.  xx.-xxv 

Spt.  vin.  rectif  

Tr.  gentian,  co  jiij. 

Aq.  ad   3viij . 

Sig.  :  Half  a  teaspoonful,  gradually  increased  to  two  tea- 
spoonfuls,  to  be  given,  well  diluted  with  water,  three  times 
daily,  after  meals. 

The  small  dose  of  guaiacol  thus  administered  is  increased 
gradually  by  the  addition  of  guaiacol  carbonate.  The 
guaiacol  itself  is  given  in  rectified  spirit  of  wine  because 
it  is  found  to  agree  better  with  the  stomach  when  thus 
dissolved  and  subsequently  diluted  with  water.

Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher  (Aberdeen),  on 
behalf  of  the  members,  cordially  thanked  Mr.  Hunter  for 
his  address.  Mr.  Reith.  Secretary  to  the  Aberdeenshire

Parliamentary  Division.  The  Secretary  mentioned  that  Mr. 
C.  W.  Ridyard,  of  Codnor,  would  at  the  next  meeting  give 
an  address  on  Insurance  matters.  The  retiring  President 
was  thanked  for  his  services  during  the  past  year. 

Exeter.  —At  the  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Association  of 
Pharmacists  on  September  25,  the  President  (Mr.  E. 
Lemmon)  reported  that,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution 
passed  at  the  last  meeting,  overtures  had  been  made  to 
certain  city  firms  and  the  Grocers'  Association,  with  the 
view  to  certain  proprietary  articles  not  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list 
being  kept  out  of  stock.  He  thought  the  effect  on  the 
quack  medicines  would  be  very  marked  if  they  could  get 
other  Associations  to  join  with  them  in  this  movement. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  stated  that  he  had  written  to  the 
Chemists'  Associations  at  Swansea,  Glasgow,  and  East- 
bourne, informing  them  of  the  articles  which  the  Exeter 
Association  proposed  to  select.  The  matter  was  deferred 
until  the  next  meeting.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Milton, 
seconded  by  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  it  was  unanimously  decided 
to  recommend  Mr.  D.  Reid  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
for  appointment  as  Divisional  Secretary  for  Exeter,  Mr. 
M.  Foster  for  the  Tiverton  Division,  and  Mr.  J.  Nicholson 
for  the  Honiton  Division.  The  meeting  discussed  at  some 
length  communications  received  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  dealing  with  local  organisation.  In  this  connec- 
tion the  President  remarked  that  they  did  not  want  any 
more  bodies  started  to  make  mischief  between  associations  or 
committees  which  were  already  in  existence.  Now  that  they 
had  got  a  Standing  Committee  which  had  done  good  work, 
they  ought  to  support  them  in  every  possible  way,  and  not 
listen  to  any  scheme  which  might  draw  them  after  false 
gods.

Toxinone. --This  body,  which  has  been  very  favourably 
reported  upon  clinically,  is  aoetamino-mercury  benzoate  of 
sodium.  C,H,(NH.COCH,)(HgOH)(COONa).  *  It  is  recom- 
mended in  either  syphilitic  or  non-syphilitic  cases  where 
intravenous  injection  is  indicated.  It  is  a  powder,  contain- 
ing: 48  per  cent,  of  mercury,  and  is  easily  soluble  in  salt 
solution  or  in  a  0.2-per-cent.  solution  of  piperazine. 

Oil  of  Cypress.— Lalone  publishes  some  details  in  refer- 
ence to  this  oil  in  the  "  Bull.  Soc.  Chim.  de  France  "  (1913, 
xiii.-xiv.,  15,  752).  He  states  that  the  medicinal  use  of  this 
oil  is  on  the  increase,  and  that  although  there  are  several 
varieties  growing  in  the  Alpes-Maritimes,  le  Var,  and  the 
Basses  Alpes,  it  is  Cupressus  sempcrvirens  fastigiata  which 
is  usually  emploved  for  distillation-purposes,  and  which  is 
most  esteemed.  This  tree  (the  small  branches)  yields  about 
1  kilo,  of  essential  oil  from  491  kilos,  of  the  raw  material, 
while  the  branches  of  Cupressus  lusitanica  give  1  kilo,  of 
oil  from  400  kilos.  The  two  oils  differ  in  odour  and  colour, 
that  from  C.  sempcrvirens  being  of  a  darkish-brown  colour, 
and  that  from  G.  lusitanica  being  pale  yellow.  The  two 
oils  have  the  following  characters  :

The  Tariff  Bill  passed  the  American  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives on  September  30. 

The  Wine-trade  of  the  United  States  is  expecting 
that  the  original  sweof-wine  law  of  1890  will  be  repealed  and 
replaced  by  a  law  increasing  the  tax  of  3c.  per  gal.  on 
brandv  used  in  the  fortification  of  sweet  wine  to  $1.10. 
It  is  thoueht  that  if  this  change  is  made,  the  ouality  of 
domestic  wines  will  suffer  deterioration  through  the  use  of 
sodium  benzoate  and  other  substances  not  naturallv  found 
in  wines.  Should  this  deterioration  occur,  the  effect  will 
be  noticed  by  manufacturers  of  patent  medicines,  who,  it 
is  estimated,  use  a  million  gallons  of  sweet  wine  a  year. 
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TRADE  REPORT. 

The  prices  given  In  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  q  jalities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  Duyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

rPHE  end  of  the  quarter  finds  buying  operations  restricted 
J-  in  many  quarters  to  current  requirements  as  regards 
drugs.  In  heavy,  chemicals,  however,  interest  is  taken  in 
next  year's  requirements,  which  are  now  being  covered 
at  mostly  previous  rates  and  in  some  cases  a  slight  advance. 
The  changes  include  an  advance  in  boric  acid  by  21.  per 
ton,  but  borax  is  unaltered.  Contracts  for  bichromates  of 
potash  and  soda  are  now  being  booked  for  1914  at  un- 
changed rates'.  Citric  acid  is  again  slightly  dearer  on 
further  American  buying;  tartaric  acid  is  being  drawn 
freely  off  contract,  and  prices  are  firmer;  soda  tart,  and 
pulv.  seidlitz  are  dearer.  Glycerin  has  been  advanced 
51,  per  ton  for  c.p.,  and  the  rise  foreshadowed  in  santonin 
is  now  a  fact.  Salol  is  2^d.  lower,  acetyl-salicylic  acid 
being  unchanged.  Other  changes  include  a  reduction  in 
celery  seed,  Calabar  beans,  and  cevadilla,  while  chamomiles 
have  been  selling  at  easier  rates.  Opium  is  steady,  large 
holders  in  primary  markets  being  firm.  Morphine  is 
cheaper  however.  Menthol  is  again  lower,  with  operators 
centred  on  the  auction  result.  Essential  oils  are  mostly 
quiet,  these  including  American  peppermint,  the  under- 
tone in  which,  however,  is  steady.  In  outside  articles, 
turpentine  is  dearer  and  shellac  lower  on  balance.  The 
principal  movements  are  as  under  :

In  view  of  the  American  demand  on  the  London  market, 
the  following  from  the  New  York  Commercial  is  of 
interest :  Citric  acid  is  still  quoted  bv  domestic  manufac- 
turers on  a  nominal  basis  of  47ic  for  the  crystals  in  barrels 
and  at  48c.  in  kegs,  but  as  makers  continue  unable  to  fill 
orders  except  for  their  regular  customers,  because  of  a 
noteworthy  scarcity  of  stocks  and  the  constantly  increasing 
difficulties  encountered  in  obtaining  the  raw  material,  due 
to  a  curtailment  of  the  citrus  crops  in  Sicily,  California, 
and  Florida,  a  majority  of  consumers  are  being  compelled 
to  look  to  second-hands  for  supplies.  In  view  of  the  greatly 
augmented  demand  from  this  quarter,  second-hands  have 
raised  their  prices  for  the  crystals  from  52s.  to  55c,  and  are 
asking  up  to  60c.  in  a  few  instances. 


Cloves. — At  auction  80  bales  Zanzibar  were  bought  in 
at  8'/.  for  fair  bright.  The  arrival  market  for  Zanzibar 
has  been  firm,  the  sales  comprising  August-October  ship- 
ment at  5|f/.,  and  November-January  at  bid.  c.i.f.,  also 
stuff  afloat  at  6^d.  c.i.f.  terms.

Opium. — The  primary  markets  are  steady,  with  the 
usual  11  per  cent,  test  offering  at  from  12  s.  9d.  to  13. 
per  lb.  c.i.f.,  with  buyers  at  slightly  less.  It  is  believed 
prices  have  now  touched  their  lowest,  and  an  advice  from 
a  trustworthy  quarter  intimates  that  several  of  the 
wealthy  holders  who  have  bought  above  the  present 
parity  are  off  the  market.  On  the  spot  Turkey  druggists' 
is  quoted  at  between  15.S.  and  15.s.  bd.  per  lb.,  and  Persian 
is  lirm  at  from.  21s.  to  22s.  per  lb. 

A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  September  19  that 
several  buyers  came  forward  this  week,  but  as  no  holders 
offered  to  sell  at  the  consuming  market  limits  very  little 
business  was  done.  Yesterday,  however,  buyers  paid  a 
higher  price,  and  some  40  cases  changed  hands,  bringing 
up  the  sales  of  the  week  to  73  cases,  at  from  12s.  bd.  to  16s., 
as  to  quality.  The  lowest  possible  price  for  11  per  cent,  is 
13s.,  but  as  soon  as  needy  dealers  are  cleared  out  our  market 
will  again  advance  to  14s.  for  11  per  cent.,  as  large  holders 
will  not  accept  a  lower  figure.  The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  are 
2,930  cases,  against  1,465  at  same  date  last  year. 

A  Constantinople  correspondent  writes  on  September  17 
that  the  sales  for  the  week  amount  to  24  cases  druggists'  at 
from  152  ptrs.  to  189.50  ptrs..  16  cases  "  soft  "  for  export, 
and  seven  cases  Malatias  at  250  ptrs.  The  market  has  been 
under  the  influence  of  a  single  buyer,  who  was  obliged  to 
pay  a  few  piastres  extra  for  good.  The  situation  remains, 
however,  unchanged,  and  it  only  requires  a  few  days  with- 
out business  to  return  to  the  old  prices  of  180  ptrs.  to 
185  ptrs.  for  druggists'.  The  arrivals  amount  to  2,028  cases, 
against  1,740  cases,  and  the  stock  to  1,387  cases,  against 
1.325  cases.

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  rather  quieter  at  the  moment, 
though  higher  prices  seem  likely  to  rule  in  the  near  future. 
Prompt  parcels  offering  find  a  ready  sale.  Present  nearest 
figures:  London  terms,  25  per  cent.,  prompt,  121.  12s.  6(7.; 
Leith,  13/.  15s.  ;  Liverpool,  137.  13a  9d. ;  and  Hull,  13/.  10s. 
Forward  quotations  run  from  2s.  6(7.  to  5s.  per  ton  higher. 

Lead-products  are  steady  and  in  a  fair  all-round  demand 
at  unaltered  rates. 

Alkali-produce. — Bleaching-powder  and  caustic  soda  are 
going  well,  both  for  prompt  and  forward,  at  late  rates. 
Soda-crystals  in  demand  at  42s.  6c7.  to  45s.,  free  on  rails,  in 
bags.  Saltcake  in  heavier  request  at  42s.  bd.  Yellow 
prussiates  of  potash  and  soda  are  firmer  and  in  heavier 
demand,  at  bd.  to  b$d.  for  potash  and  4|r7.  for  soda. 
Chlorates  are  not  very  brisk,  but  there  is  .a  moderate 
demand  at  3icZ.  to  4(7. 

Benzols  are  rather  on  the  scarce  side,  and  home  con- 
sumption is  steadily  increasing.  Present  naked  figures  :

Manchester  Chemical  Market. 

Se$Jember  30. 

The  past  month's  record,  so  far  as  heavy  chemicals  are 
concerned,  has  shown  little  change.  The  most  important 
feature  has  been  the  fact  that  there  will  be  no  change 
made  in  this  department  so  fg,r  as  regards  f.o.b.  charges, 
but  for  caustic  soda,  bleaching-powder,  and  kindred  products 
there  will  bo  a  pro  rata  advance  on  account  of  extra  railway 
charges,  varying  from  2d.  to  10(7.  per  ton,  according  to 
distance  from  forwarding  station.  Owing  to  continual 
changes  in  the  raw  metal  and  scarcity,  there  has  been 
during  the  month  a  general  advance  of  about  15s.  per  ton  in 
sulphate  of  copper,  the  closing  quotation  being  24/.  7s.  bd. 
to  24/.  10s.  per  ton,  delivered  Manchester.  There  has  been 
a  giving  way  in  prices  of  the  metal,  and  this  may  possibly 
soon  influence  the  manufactured  article.  Arsenic  has  shown 
a  slight  decline,  say  10s.  per  ton.  but  buyers  appear  to 
hold  aloof,  and  consumption  is  at  a  low  ebb.  On  the 
month  cream  of  tartar  is  2s.  per  cwt.  higher.  Tartaric 
acid  from  various  causes  has  advanced  to  13c7.  to  13^<7. 
per  lb.,  and  citric  from  Is.  11^(7.  to  2s.  to  2s.  to  2s.  0f(7.  in 
second-hands.  Oxalic,  on  the  other  hand,  shows  a  frac- 
tional reduction  at  2|d!.  to  3c/..  per  lb.  Coal-tar  products 
remain  fairly  steady.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  has  advanced 
about  7s.  bd.  to  10s.  per  ton,  closing  at  137.  to  137.  Is.  9(7. 
per  ton,  f.o.r.  Manchester.  Carbolic  acid  is  Id.  per  gal. 
lower  for  East  Coast  delivery,  but  there  is  no  change  for 
West  Coast.  Crystals  unchanged.  Benzols  show  no  change, 
and  for  petrol  purposes  the  figure  is  around  Is.  3(7.  to  Is.  4c7. 
per  gal. 

The  Rubber  Market. 

In  March  1910,  when  the  rubber  boom  was  reaching  it's 
zenith,  we  wrote  :  "  What  the  future  holds  is  beyond  human 
ken,  but  when  the  final  struggle  comes  the  country  which 
has  the  cheapest  labour,  the  best  organised  estates,  the  most 


scientific  planting,  and  produces  the  best  rubber,  will  '  win 
out.'  "  lew  imagined,  however,  that  the  struggle  would 
come  so  early  as  1913,  and  such  has  been  the  rapid  fall  in 
the  price  of  the  commodity  (plantation  now  selling  round 
about  2s.  2(7.,  as  compared  with  12s.  bd.  to  12s.  10(7.  during 
the  boom  period)  that  the  trade  is  passing  through  a  crisis 
which  will  eventually  mean  a  further  weeding-out  of  lame- 
duck  companies.  In  order  to  arrest  the  serious  decline  in 
prices  a  movement  is  on  foot  among  some  producers  to 
lorm  a  central  selling  agency,  it  being  believed  that  the 
decline  is  much  more  substantial  than  is  warranted  by  the 
statistical  position.  Considerable  difference  of  opinion 
exists  on  this  point;  some  assert  that  the  rapid  decline  is 
largely  due  to  forward  and  private  selling,  while  others 
consider  that  the  large  volume  of  business  can  only  be 
satisfactorily  handled  in  this  manner.  Most  of  the  influ- 
ential people  believe  that  it  will  be  for  the  ultimate  benefit 
of  the  trade  if  the  product  is  allowed  to  find  its  own  level, 
and  that  those  companies  which  will  be  able  to  "  weather 
the  storm  "  will  eventually  turn  out  prosperous,  whereas 
those  who  cannot  do  so  owing  to  over-capitalisation  will 
suffer,  and  this  will  sooner  or  later  cause  a  considerable 
restriction  in  the  output.  So  many  interests  are  involved 
in  the  establishment  of  a  central  selling  agency  that  it  is 
very  difficult  to  say  whether  the  idea  will  appeal  to  the 
successful  companies,  who  will  naturally  hope  to  see  their 
weaker  brethren  wind  up  under  the  stress.  We  understand 
that  2s.  per  lb.,  although  the  lowest  to  record  for  planta- 
tion rubber,  is  by  no  means  a  record  for  all  rubber,  as  fine 
hard  Para  declined  in  1877-78  to  Is.  8(7.  per  lb.,  and  sold  for 
a  long  period  under  2s.  per  lb.  ;  the  lowest  price  touched  in 
recent  years  was  2s.  9d.  in  1907. 


OUR  GERMAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D,") 


Cooling-  Down.— With  regard  to  the  proposed  purchases 
of  radium  and  mesothorium,  the  Municipal  Council  of 
Munich,  who  recently  agreed  to  spend  10,000/.  for  purchases 
of  these  products,  have,  in  consequence  of  the  contradictory 
offers  received,  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  these  pro- 
ducts are  being  cornered  by  dealers,  and  the  Council  have 
resolved  to  defer  their  purchases  for  an  indefinite  time. 

nr.  Louis  Merck.— In  consequence  of  the  publication  of 
some  inaccurate  statements  regarding  the  lite  of  the  late 
Dr.  Louis  Merck  (these  were  not  published  by  the  G.  &  I).), 
the  firm  of  E.  Merck  have  issued  a  brief  biography  of  their 
late  senior  partner.  Dr.  Merck  was  born  in  Darmstadt  on 
November  8,  1854.  He  was  the  grandson  of  Heinrich 
Emanuel  Merck,  the  founder  of  the  factory,  and,  after  gain- 
ing practical  experierce  in  several  pharmacies,  studied  at 
the  University  of  Strassburg  (along  with  Dr.  F.  B.  Power, 
now  oE  London),  and  passed  the  pharmaceutical  Statu 
examination.  He  continued  his  studies  there  and  at  the 
University  of  Freiburg,  in  Breisgau,  where,  in  1883,  ho 
obtained  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  In  the  same 
year  he  entered  the  firm  as  chief  of  the  factory,  and  took 
an  active  part  in  the  scientific  work  done  by  the  firm,  as 
well  as  introducing  numerous  technical  improvements  in 
tho  rapidly  growing  concern.  In  1897  he  assumed  charge  of  the 
commercial  side  of  the  firm,  and  almost  to  the  last  moment 
of  his  life  he  devoted  his  entire  energies  to  further  the 
interests  of  the  house.  Under  his  guidance  the  business  in- 
creased by  leaps  and  bounds,  soon  necessitating  the  removal, 
in  1903,  of  the  factory  from  the  restricted  premises  in  the 
town  to  the  extensive  new  works  built  outside  its  area,  and 
now  giving  employment  to  over  2,000  persons.  The  business 
operations  of  the  firm  were  extended  to  all  parts  of  the 
world,  and  were  largely  promoted  by  the  journeys  abroad 
undertaken  by  Dr.  Louis  Merck.  He  was  ever  mindful  of 
the  welfare  of  his  employes,  and  took  an  active  interest 
in  the  workmen's  sick  club,  employes'  pension  fund,  and 
other  institutions  provided  for  the  benefit  of  the  personnel 
of  the  firm,  many  of  which  were  founded  and  the  usefulness 
of  others  enhanced  by  his  generosity.  His  death  will  be 
keenly  felt  not  only  in  the  firm  itself,  but  in  the  several 
branches  of  public  life  at  whose  service  he  had  placed  his 
knowledge  and  experience.

The  Scarcity  of  Assistants. 

We  have  received  a  number  of  additional  letters  on 
this  subject,  most  of  them  travelling  over  ground  that 
has  already  been  covered.  For  that  reason  and  the  fact 
that  there  is  exceptional  pressure  on  our  space  this  week, 
we  give  extracts  only  from  some  of  the  letters  : 

Suburbanite  (219/147)  appears  to  consider  that  a  Pharma- 
cists' and  Assistants'  Union  would  settle  the  matter. 

E.  V .  Z.  (220/40)  says  :  "  It  appears  to  me  that  the  matter 
does  not  hang  so  much  upon  the  question  of  the  examina- 
tions ;  it  is  rather  a  question  of  an  adequate  wage. 
'  Even  a  joiner,'  working  sixty-six  hours  a  week,  gets 
44s.  weekly,  while  the  pharmacist  puts  in  seventy-eight 
hours  weekly,  and  at  joiner's  rate  should  receive  52s.  per 
week.    Does  he  get  it?  " 

Justice  (220/73),  after  saying  that  the  trouble  is  not  en- 
tirely due  to  the  Preliminary  examination,  traces  the 
career  of  an  average  grammar-school  and  a  secondary-school 
boy,  to  the  advantage  of  the  former,  showing  how  after 
efficient  education,  an  ideal  apprenticeship,  college  train- 
ing, examination  success,  and  London  and  Riviera  experi- 
ence, his  parents  provide  the  necessary  capital  to  set  him 
up  in  a  business  of  his  own  in  which  he  has  every  chance 
of  success.  The  secondary-school  boy  is  depicted  as  some- 
thing like  the  opposite.  "  Justice  "  thinks  "  the  remedy 
lies  in  altering  the  condition  of  the  business  itself,  not  in 
lowering  the  standard  of  the  examinations." 

Jay  Muck  writes:  I  am  glad  to  see  you  hammering 
away  at  the  need  for  the  return  to  our  own  Preliminary 
examination.  .  .  .  Your  proposed  new  examination  will 
enable  us  to  stop  the  supply  in  the  future  of  the  unqualified, 
and  it  should  also  be  the  means  of  encouraging  a  big 
number  of  men  over  thirty  years  of  age  to  qualify  who 
now  would  never  attempt  the  present  Preliminary.  But 
will  your  new  examination  bring  back  to  us  the  days  when 
every  chemist  was  sure  of  a  regular  and  steady  supply  of 
apprentices?  I  doubt  it,  unless  it  attracts  women,  who 
will  presently  take  possession  of  the  retail  drug-trade  just 
as  they  have  done  the  doctors'  private  dispensaries.  When 
our  Society  adopted  a  Preliminary  which  also  formed  the 
entry  to  the  University,  they  need  not  be  surprised  that 
the  present  state  of  things  exists  in  the  drug-trade.  .  .  . 
The  letters  this  week  are  mainly  directed  in  agreeing  with 
me  when  they  do  not  flatlv  contradict  facts  or  their  own 
words.  [Then  "  Jay  Mack  "  proceeds  to  demolish  his 
critics.] 

Analysis  and  Sampling. 

Sir, — The  variability  of  alkaloidal  content  of  bella- 
donna-root is  well  known  to  be  large.  A  few  years  ago 
I  observed  from  the  data  then  available  that  the  values 
of  alkaloidal  content,  besides  showing  great  variability, 
were  not  evenly  distributed  round  the  mean  value.  This 
wide  range  and  asymmetry  of  distribution  of 
values  present  real  difficulties  to  analysts  which 
no  accuracy  of  analysis  can  overcome.  So  long 
as  individual  samples  of  the  root,  are  found  to  contain 
as  little  as  0.05  per  cent,  alkaloidal  content,  and  as  much 
as  0.75  per  cent.,  so  long  will  there  be  doubt  that  the 
accurately  determined  content  of  the  single  sample  repre- 
sents the  whole  consignment.  This  is  the  case  even  if 
every  bale  were  sampled  and  the  bale  samples  ground  to 
one  sample  of  uniform  powder.  It  is  true  that  given 
(1)  the  weight  of  a  sample  so  drawn,  (2)  the  weight  of 
the  whole  consignment,  (3)  the  range  of  values  of  alka- 
loidal content  in  samples  so  drawn,  and  (4)  a  correct  mea- 
sure of  the  accuracy  of  the  analysis  itself,  one  could  state 
the  limits  of  value  above  and  below  any  value  reached  by 
accurate  analysis  of  the  sample  drawn.  If,  however,  the 
whole    consignment    took    the    form    of    a  uniform 


powder,  and  if  a  random  sample  were  drawn  from  this 
powder  and  the  alkaloidal  content  determined,  we  should 
then  get  a  result  satisfactory  to  buyers  and  sellers.  This 
arises  from  the  following  considerations  :  The  range  of 
values  of  percentages  of  alkaloidal  content  would  naturally 
be  vastly  reduced  when  successive  samples  from  the  same 
bulk  were  examined.  These  values  would  be  evenly  dis- 
tributed around  the  mean  value.  The  mean  value  would 
then  be  the  best  figure  indicating  the  alkaloidal  worth 
of  the  consignment.  This  is  not  the  case  under  present 
conditions  of  sampling.  Another  factor,  however,  must 
be  kept  in  mind.  That  factor  is  the  degree  of  accuracy 
of  the  analysis  itself,  and  thus  we  have  two  independent 
variables  :  (1)  The  successive  values  reached  in  deter- 
mining the  alkaloidal  content  drawn  from  the  bulk  powder. 
These  values  are  variations  due  to  sampling,  and  their 
variability  is  a  measure  of  the  evenness  of  the  distribu- 
tion oT  alkaloid  throughout  the  powder.  (2)  The  suc- 
cessive values  which  would  be  reached  in,  6ay,  deter- 
mining the  percentage  of  alkaloid  in  a  uniform  solution 
of  known  strength.  These  values  are  variations  due  to 
the  method  of  analysis.  From  these  the  probable  error 
of  the  determination  could  be  calculated  and  the  limits 
of  accuracy  of  analysis  stated.  It  would  be  interesting 
and  useful  to  get  a  series  of  values  of  content  from  re- 
presentative rather  than  from  casual  samples  as  your 
correspondents  suggest.  We  should  then  see  from  a 
mathematical  analysis  of  the  data  whether  the  variability 
of  values  ha6  been  so  reduced  and  other  sources  of  error 
so  eliminated  as  to  enable  a  fairly  accurate  estimate  of 
total  yield  of  alkaloid  to  be  obtained.

Erroneous  Death  Record. 

Sir, — Permit  me  to  comment  on  the  case  of  accidental 
death  recorded  against  acetanilide  in  the  Registrar- 
General's  Report  for  1911.  I  investigated  this  case  fully 
prior  to  giving  evidence  before  the  Parliamentary  Select 
Committee  on  Patent  Medicines,  and  the  facts  as  given 
at  the  inquest  are  as-  follows  : 

On  December  24,  1910,  Annie  A—,  of  Burton-on-Tient, 
purchased  some  headache-powders  containing  acetanilide. 
There  were  eight  powders  in  the  packet.  Next  day,  De- 
cember 25,  she  took  two  of  the  powders,  but  apparently 
they  did  her  no  good.  Three  days  later  (December  28)  she 
left  home  at  noon,  and  did  not  return  that  night.  The  next 
day  (December  29)  she  was  found  at  the  railway  station, 
helpless,  and  apparently  suffering  from  lapse  of  memory, 
and  was  taken  in  charge  by  the  police.  Her  husband  was 
sent  for  to  take  her  home;  she  was  very  peculiar  but 
recognised  him.  He  called  in  a  doctor,  who  two  days  later 
(December  31)  ordered  her  to  be  removed  to  the  infirmary. 
On  Monday  morning,  January  2,  the  doctor  saw  her  at  the 
infirmary.  '  He  regarded  her  case  as  one  of  poisoning  of  the 
nerve  centres,  probably  by  alcohol.  Her  condition  was 
one  of  mental  stupor.  'He  was  surprised  that  she  did  not 
get  better.  Nine  days  later  (January  11,  1911)  she  died  of 
exhaustion.  The  doctor  said  there  were  symptoms  of 
acetanilide-poisoning,  and  therefore  he  made  a  post-mortem, 
examination.  Her  organs  were  perfectly  healthy  ;  the  mem- 
branes of  the  brain  were  a  little  congested,  due  to  alcoholic 
poisoning,  but  not  sufficient  to  cause  death.  He  considered 
that  death  was  due  to  alcoholism  combined  with  taking  the 
powders.  The  Coroner  observed  that  it  was  quite  probable 
that  deceased  had  taken  the  whole  box  of  eight  powders. 
The  verdict  followed  the  medical  evidence. 

These  facts  are  taken  from  the  report  of  the  inquest  in 
the  "Burton  Evening  Gazette"  of  January  14,  1911.  I 
wish  to  point  out  that  : 

(1)  There  was  no  evidence  that  deceased,  who  died  on 
January  11,  1911.  had  taken  any  headache-powders  at  all 
after  December  25,  1910,  a  period  of  eighteen  days. 

(2)  She  was  under  the  doctor  for  fourteen  days  before  she 
died,  and  actually  in  the  infirmary  for  twelve  days,  and 
therefore  she  could  not  possibly  have  taken  any  headache- 
powders  during  that  time. 

(3)  The  principal  text-books  on  materia  medica  state  that, 
when  acetanilide  is  taken  into  the  stomach  it  is  absorbed 
into  the  system  with  great  rapidity,  and  that  it  is  completely 
eliminated  from  the  system  by  the  kidneys  in  about  twenty- 
four  hours.  Therefore,  unless  deceased  took  further  doses 
of  acetanilide  after  going  into  the  infirmary,  her  system 
must  have  been  quite  free  from  the  drug  for  at  least  ten 
days  before  she  died. 
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(4)  The  doctor  stated  at  the  inquest  that  the  symptoms  of 
poisoning  of  the  nerve  centres  would  be  the  same  whether 
produced  by  chronic  alcoholism  or  by  acetanilide— an 
opinion  which  is  supported  by  the  text-books. 

(5)  The  proprietor  of  the  powders  was  not  present  or  re- 
presented at  the  inquest. 

(6)  The  proprietor  of  the  powders  some  months  ago, 
through  his  solicitors,  approached  the  Registrar-General, 
and  protested  against  this  death  being  classified  to  acet- 
anilide or  headache-powders ;  but  was  informed  that  the 
rule  of  the  Department  is  to  follow  the  death  certificate 
issued  by  the  Coroner,  and  that  no  alteration  could  be 
made  without  the  Coroner's  permission.  The  proprietor 
thereupon  approached  the  Coroner,  who  replied  that  he 
regretted  he  was  not  able  to  furnish  information  wh:c!i 
would  modify  the  verdict  of  the  jury. 

Your  readers  will  judge  for  themselves  of  the  accuracy 
and  justice  of  the  Registrars  classification.  When  giving 
evidence  before  the  Select  Committee  I  made  a  recom- 
mendation to  the  effect  that  if  at  an  inquest  the  action 
of  any  proprietary  medicine  is  called  into  question,  it 
should  be  the  duty  of  the  coroner  to  adjourn  the  inquest, 
notify  the  proprietors,  and  give  them  an  opportunity  of 
being  present  or  represented  at  the  adjourned  inquest. 
This  case  emphasises  the  need  of  some  such  regulation. 
I  venture  to  think  that  if  the  proprietor  of  the  powders 
had  been  represented  at  the  inquest  the  verdict  would 
have  been  different.  Yours  faithfully,

We  are  within  a 
few  days  of  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  and  the  second 
has  not  yet  been  paid.  Wake  up  !  Birmingham,  and  break 
this  "hole-and-corner"  business.

Very  luring  advertisements 
are  issued,  and  unless  the  applicant  is  allowed  to  see  a 
balance-sheet,  and  is  able  to  understand  it,  the  results  are 
apt  to  be  disastrous  to  him. — Brighton  (225/10). 

A  Letter  to  Wholesalers. 
I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  nobody's  duty 
in  our  wholesale  houses  to  alter  any  change  of  address  in 
their  customers'  business,  and  being  "nobody's"  duty  then 
"  nobody  "  does  it.  Though  I  have  occupied  these  premises 
for  eighteen  months,  I  get  letters  addressed  to  my  old 
address  (1  Corn  Market),  notwithstanding  the  firms  with 
whom  I  deal  were  notified  by  post  of  the  change,  and  the 
change  was  announced  in  your  columns.  I  get  goods  ad- 
dressed all  right,  invoices  are  usually  addressed  all  right,  but 
the  statements  seldom,  showing  the  ledger-clerk  has  not 
altered  his  ledger,  while  advertisements  are  almost  in- 
variably addressed  "1  Corn  Market."  I  suggest  that  each 
house  should  delegate  the  duty  to  one  person  of  examining 
your  "Business  Changes"  column  and  alter  all  their  books 
accordingly. — Gibson  Dixon  (8  Old  Market,  Halifax). 

7s  Holland  a  Dear  Country  to  Visit? 
I  am  concerned  to  find  "  Xrayser  II."  referring  to  Holland 
as  a  "  dear  place  to  visit,  for  the  florin,  not  the  franc,  or 
even  the  mark,  is  the  unit  there."  Though  the  italicised 
portion  seems  a  rather  curious  reason  to  give,  I  am  con- 
cerned because  I  have  promised  myself  and  wife  another 
holiday  there.  My  first  visit  was  short,  and  after  fairly 
long  usage  to  the  franc,  I,  as  the  purse-bearer,  found  the 
difference-  puzzling.  We  certainly  spent  a  bit  more  in  Rotter- 
dam than  we  intended,  but  we  had  the  option  of  full  pension 
terms  at  3.50fl. — i.e.,  equal  to  7  francs  each.  There  is  a  fine 
hotel  there,  with  big  restaurant  on  the  ground  floor,  fully 
equipped,  and  we  were  put  up  very  well  indeed  for 
4.50fl.  for  the  two  for  bed  and  breakfast.  Now,  this 
comes  to,  roughly,  8s.  6<Z.,  but  such  rooms  and  beds,  and 
such  a  breakfast !  I  cannot  get  it  off  my  mind.  Just  think 
of  unlimited  hot  coffee  and  rolls,  butter,  eggs,  ham,  bacon, 
sausages,  fruits.  jani6,  etc.  You  cannot  honestly  call  it 
dear.  I  reckoned,  that  10s.  a  day  would  carry  one  over  very 
well  there,  as  elsewhere.  What  brings  up  the  cost  is  the 
demand  for  tea  a  V Anglais  when  everyone  else  is  being 
served  with  dinner.  The  florin  equals  two  francs,  and  buys 
two  francs'  worth,  nearly.  It  is  also  divided  into  the  hun- 
dred cents  or  stivers,  but  the  Dutch  cent  is  the  double  of 
the  French  sou.  The  mark  does  not  come  in  very  well  in 
comparison,  as  its  value  is  equal  to  the  English  shilling. 
We  went  from  Bruges  to  Antwerp  and  on  to  Rotterdam 
by  canal — a  verv  interestiner  trip  this — a  long  day's  journev 
which  costs  2.50fl.  each  for  first  class,  or  1.25fl.  each  for  second 
class,  the  first  only  being  worth  considering.  Even  so,  five 
florins  for  a  day's  "  steaming  "  is  not  dear.  Bruges  is  well 
known  to  be  cheap:  Antwerp  we  found  a  franc  higher  than 
stated,  but  at  the  "  Pension  Internationale  "  we  paid  only 
7  francs  a  day  each  for  bedroom  and  four  meals.  No  doubt 
The  Hague  and  Scheveningen  are  dearer  in  the  season.  I 
have  not  been  but  according  to  Cook  the  difference  is  not 
large.—  J.  P.  N.

C.  (220/19)  submits  the  following,  which  is  another 
example  of  the  startling  change  to  blood-red  which  occurs 
in  mixtures  of  antipyrin  and  ferric  salts  :

The  change  has  no  therapeutic  significance. 

Quinine  and  Salicylate  Mixture. 
O.  W.  (219/46)  wants  to  know  how  the  following  prescrip 
tion  should  be  dispensed  :

He  finds  that  on  dissolving  the  quinine  sulphate  in  jij.  of 
water  acidulated  with  the  acid,  sulph.  dil.  and  adding  this 
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to  the  sodium  salicylate  dissolved  in  water,  a  most  unsightly 
mixture  is  obtained. 

[This  is  on  account  of  the  precipitation  of  a  mixture  of 
salicylic  acid  and  quinine  salicylate,  which  cannot  be 
avoided.  The  prescribcr  should  be  consulted,  if  possible, 
and  the  incompatibility  pointed  out  to  him.] 

Nux  Vomica  Mixture. 

Sir, — I  shall  esteem  it  a  favour  if  you  will  kindly  inform 
me  of  the  reason  why  the  following  mixture  assumes  a 
bluish  tint  after  being  made  a  couple  of  hours  or  so  :

A  cursory  examination  shows  that  the  nux  vomica  is  partly 
responsible  for  the  change  of  colour.

Insurance  Dispensing  Queries. 


Dispensing-fees. — La ncashire  (228). — A  dispensing-fee  is 
charged  on  all  tinctures  and  liniments  with  directions  even 
where  ordered  separately.  Lin.  terebinth,  admits  of  an 
emulsion-fee  as  well,  but  not  lin.  ammon.  Will  our  readers 
tell  us  of  exceptions  to  these  rules  ? 

Adrenine. — The  list  price  for  adrenine  given  in  our  issue 
last  week  should  be  2s.  per  grain,  instead  of  the  erroneous 
price  taken  from  a  manufacturing  chemist's  list.  This 
would  make  the  total  price,  charging  by  materials.  Is.  Id. — 
the  same  as  we  advocated. 

Doctor  Dispensing. — Justice  (220/40). — If  there  is  no 
chemist  within  a  mile  of  the  panel  doctor's  Insurance 
patients  the  Insurance  Committee  have  power  to  arrange 
with  the  doctor  to  supply  medicine  to  the  patients.  If  any 
of  the  patients  are  within  a  mile  of  your  shop  the  doctor 
must  write  prescriptions  for  them,  and  you  are  entitled 
to  dispense  these.  If  there  is  ground  for  complaint,  make 
if  to  the  clerk  to  the  Insurance  Committee  of  your  area. 


Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary,"  1913,  pp.  zi  1-242  and  pp.  457-459,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 


Drugs  (221/27). — It  is  necessary  under  the  Shops  Act, 
1912,  that  the  shop  should  be  closed  at  one  o'clock  on  at 
least  one  day  per  week,  but  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  you 
giving  your  assistants  any  half-day  of  the  week  and  keeping 
one  of  them  on  dutv  during  the  closing  hours  of  your 
closing-dav  ;  and  if  there  is  no  closing  order  in  your  dis- 
trict, medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  mav 
be  sold  under  regulations  conditions,  two  of  our  notice  cards 
being  exhibited  inside  and  outside  the  premises. 

Stores  (192/72)  wants  to  know  if  an  unqualified  man  can 
tender  for  and  supply  carbolic-acid  lotion  and  cyanide 
gauze  to  a  workhouse  infirmary.  [Assuming  that  the  lotion 
contains  over  3  per  cent,  of  carbolic  acid  it  is  a  scheduled 
poison,  as  also  is  cyanide  gauze,  and  an  unqualified  person 
may  not  sell  them  by  retail;  but  supplies  under  contract 
to  workhouse  infirmaries  and  similar  institutions  are  re- 
garded as  wholesale  dealing,  and  such  transactions  are 
covered  bv  the  exemption  of  Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  of  1868.] 

Liq.  (219/17),  a  chemist  in  a  holiday  resort,  states  that 
he  has  taken  advantage  of  Section  11  of  the  Shops  Act, 
1912.  by  keening  orjen  on  half-holidays  from  .Tune  15  to 
October  15:  the  latter  date  is  the  Wednesday  closins-day. 
What  shall  we  do  (he  asksl  in  order  to  obey  the  Act.  which 
is:  Open  from  -Tune  15  to  October  15:  close  from  October  L5 
to  June  15?  What  is  to  be  done  on  October  15?  FWe  pre- 
sume that  the  local  authoritv  made  an  order  permitting  the 
susDension  of  the  half-holidav  for  the  period  mentioned. 
No  shopkeeper  has  the  riffht  to  suspend  the  half-holidav 
without  such  order,  which  should  specifv  whether  or  not  it 
suspends  the  assistants'  half-holidav  as  w»ll  as  the  closing. 
Tf  both,  the  assistants  must  get  a  half-holiday  weekly  after 
October  15.  and  the  shop  must  be  closed  a  half-day  weekly 
from  that  date.]

Essence  of  raspberry      ...       ...    100  parts 

Essence  of  tuberose    5  parts 

Essence  of  pimento    2  parts 

The  colour  should  be  darkened  with  burnt  sugar. 

Sea  (220/25). — Solution  of  mercuric  chloride  for  Destroy- 
ing Mites  in  Furniture  is  best  made  by  dissolving  30  grains 
of  the  chloride  in  5  oz.  of  methylated  ether ;  add  1  oz.  of 
oil  of  turpentine,  and  make  up  to  a  pint  with  mineralised 
methylated  spirit.  This  should  be  sprayed  into  the  cre- 
vices where  the  furniture  mite  is,  and  applied  into  cracks 
with  a  feather. 

/.  A.  B.  (220/49).— Skin-affection  in  a  Child.— The  de- 
scription which  you  give  of  the  skin-disease  points  to  a 
folliculitis  affecting  the  hair  follicles  rather  than,  as  you 
suggest,  the  sweat  glands.  You  should  try  rubbing  into  the 
affected  parts  ung.  hydr.  ammon.  (5  grains)  in  paraff.  moll. 
(1  oz.)  once  daily,  and  a  soap  and  hot-water  bath,  with 
gentle  friction,  twice  a  week. 

Brightside  (211/10). — Enuresis  in  Boy. — The  fact  that  the 
incontinence  of  urine  started  at  the  seaside,  and  that  the 
child  has  been  circumcised,  thus  excluding  local  irritation, 
suggests  that  adenoids  may  be  a  possible  cause.  You 
should  notice  if  the  child  sleeps  with  his  mouth  open,  or 
snores.  If  so,  he  should  be  examined  for  adenoids,  and 
surgically  treated.  In  the  meantime  the  child  should  be 
prevented  from  lying  on  his  back  during  sleep  by  tying  a 
cotton-reel  in  such  a  position  that  it  will  awake  him  if  he 
turns  on  his  back.  Acidity  of  the  urine  is  a  possible  cause, 
so  also  is  bacterial  infection  of  the  bladder.  If  the  urine 
is  acid,  try  pot.  cit.  10  grains,  three  times  a  day,  with 
tr.  hyoscy.  5  minims  and  a  little  inf.  buchu.  The  child 
should  take  plenty  of  fluid  (not  tea  nor  coffee)  during  the 
day,  but  none  immediately  before  going  to  bed.  Excessive 
farinaceous  and  saccharine  food  should  be  avoided. 

Mistura  (201/66). — The  Quantitative  Estimation  of  Lead 
in  Drinking-water  is  usually  carried  out  on  200  c.c.  of  the 
sample  in  a  nesslerising  cylinder,  adding  10  c.c.  of  normal 
acetic  acid  and  10  c.c.  of  hydrogen-sulphide  solution.  The 
coloration  is  compared  with  a  control  similarly  treated  to 
which  known  amounts  of  standard  lead-acetate  solution  have 
been  added.  The  standard  solution  contains  0-18*1  sram 
lead  acetate  per  litre,  making  1  c.c.  equivalent  to 
0.0001  trram  of  lead)  is  added  in  small  portions  until  the 
coloration  is  nearly  matched,  and  a  second  trial  made, 
addinsr  all  the  standard  lead  solution  at  once.  Copper,  if 
present,  interferes,  and  must  be  estimated  first,  and  the 
equivalent  of  copper-sulphate  solution  added  to  the  control. 
Iron  does  not  interfere  in  acid  solution,  but  it  can  be  re- 
moved by  adding  a  few  drops  of  nitric  acid,  evaporating 
considerably,  precipitating  by  excess  of  ammonium  hydrate, 
and  filtering  off.

INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Opium  Bonfire. — The  "  North  China  Daily  News " 
reports  that  the  last  stocks  of  opium  at  Hankow  were 
carried  out  of  the  public  godowns  on  September  4  and 
burned  ;  the  opium  consisted  of  forty -nine  cases,  valued 
at  Tls.  180,000,  and  the  merchants  are  demanding  com- 
pensation from  the  Government. 

Ceylon  Citronella  Oil. — The  ''Ceylon  Observer"  of- 
September  11  reports  that  the  large  consignment  of  ten 
tons  of  citronella  oil  left  Ceylon  per  Li/cam,  on  behalf  of 
the_  English  and  Scottish  Co-operative  Wholesale 
Societies;  the  consignment  was  valued  at  15,000  rs.  The 
total  exports  of  citronella  oil  from  Ceylon  during  the 
period  January  1  to  September  8  were  1,037,310  lb.,  or 
134,970  lb.  more  than  in  1912.  The  United  Kingdom 
received  367,236  lb.,  or  30.761  lb.  less;  the  shipments  to 
the  United  States  were  382.663  lb.,  or  49,277  lb.  more; 
and  Germany  received  176,123  lb.,  against  93,290  lb.  in 
1912. 

BrGLOSS  ha;  been  revived  as  a  remedy  against  the  bites 
of  venomous  animals,  such  as  gnats,  wasps,  vipers,  and  the 
like.  Its  name  is  derived  from  two  Greek  words,  bous  and 
glossa,  meaning  ox  tongue,  on  account  of  the  roughness  of 
its  leaves. 

.  Proverbially,  and  de  facto,  the  Scot  is  very  con- 
servative in  ail  but  name.  An  Edinburgh  chemist  recently 
put  in  a  cough-lozenge  window,  the  central  theme  of 
which  was  a  large  glass  jar  lying  flat,  and  what  appeared 
to  be  a  cascade  of  lozenges  pouring  from  its  open  mouth.
